Justice Bleakley Says Contract 
Cases Now Cause Waste of.Money.

WHITE PLAINS, N, Y., Jan. 14.—

Although there was an increase last 
year in mortalities from automobile 
accidents and in other deaths of vio- 
lence,, the ‘country’s ‘health’ 1record:

The insurance death rate in’ 1927.per

INCREASE OF INSANE 


State Reports Shows 10,509 
More Patients Than the Build- 
ings Should Accomuiedate. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 14:—So continuous 


and has the, increase of 
patiénts in the State’ hospitals for 
the insane that.notwithstanding the 
new buildings in service the insti- 
tutions are more ‘overcrowded than

giene. 

He shows that on Dec. 1 the aigh- 
teen civil hospitals were crowded to 
31.9 per cent. ahove their normal 
capacity. There were 10,508 more 
patients than the facilities. war- 
ranted. 

With the exhaustion of the $50,000,- 
000 hospital bond issue authorized by 
the people in 1923 there would re- 
main considerable overcrowding, it 
was disclosed, even if there were no/ 
increase in patients from now until 
the completion of all the buildings 
to be erected. 

There is no hope expressed, how- 
ever, tha: the hospital population 
will be stationary, since its growth 
in numbers has more than kept pace 
‘ with the extensive building opera- 
tions under the bond issue. From 
the record established thus far in 
this fiscal year, Dr. Parsons believes 
that .by its close on June 30 there 
will hive been a n of over 2,000 
im the total of patients—the largest 
on record,

issue construction. work. has y 
made its effects felt, the outlook for

Employes of one or more of these 
concerns, it was. said, have been at- 
tacked while ‘returning home from 
work, executives have been warned 
that their lives are in danger and 
policemen are accompanying someé¢ 
employes and guarding the persons 
and properties of the executive of at 
least one firm both night and day. 

L. D. Berger, manager of the 
United Neckwear Makers’ Union, de- 
nied. that.any acta of violence. had 
been indulged in by members of the 
union or sanctioned by that body. 
He said members, even tn the heat 
of strikes and-on picket duty, had 
always been expressly cautioned: that 
physical violence was absolutely 
taboo.

We have frequently 
received warnings that we are to be 
attacked and killed, and have been 
informed that thugs have heen em- 
ployed to do this work 

*We do not employ in this city any 
person subject to unionization. That 
Ss, our employes here are merely such 
as clerks, stenographers, orgy 
&c. We are not small 
firms, but big industries doing big 
business, and it seems to me that 
something might be done to prevent 
such concerns as ours being driven 
from New York City.” 

An official of Franc-Strohmenger & 
Cowan said that recently an employe, 
retained because of his years of ! 
alty to the firm, had been going 
his home when a hand was 
ever his. face and he was knocked 
into unconsciousness in Twenty-sixth 
Street by some unknown “thug or 
thugs.’* is employe, he said, was 
‘Benjamin Budd, 60 years ont, of 1,041 
University Avenue, the Bronx.

There is no question that the job- 
ber is having. his troubles, but who 
ig to blame?...In the opinion ofa 
student of business and economic 
conditions. who is a, manufacturer 
and a firm believer in the need of 
‘the Rly kind of jobber,’’ the 
wholesaler is himself 100° per cent. 
in the wrong. This man, for obvious 
reasons, does not want to be quoted 
by name, but in a discussion -yester- 
day he made this significant state- 


ment: 

“Too ogee | jobbers are still un- 
willing to sell both merchandise and 
service. They are too blind to see 
that, so long es present retail auyiee 
methods persist. the two cann 
divorced.

Rendering the right kind of service 
is the best insurance the former can 
bave for their continuance as an im- 
portant factor in the business and 
economic scheme.

Confronted with the task of earn- 
ing his livelihood without prospects 
of finding a job at the age of’ 50, 
Zille, in desperation, offered’ for sale

family. It cannot; be.said, that: he 
rose to fame overnight. Most of 
these artistic efforts had been made 
as.an amusement and lacked the sig- 
nificance and deeper meaning whic 
characterize his later’ works.

He deals with. realities... If his 
works were exhibited on Unter den

Seen in 
the museum on the banks of the 
Spree, where his characters pass by 
continually, they become living art. 

Zille’s characters are rugged men 
with gnarled hands and stooped 
shoulders, fat, slovenly clad women 
and ragged oungsters. The artist 
does not omit’ the pinched poverty, 
gloom and uncleanliness of the slums, 
but he shows often how romance can

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A FRANK POLICY BETTER. 


A flood of anticipatory comment from 
South America has been pouring out 
upon the meeting of the Pan-American 
Congress in Havana. One noté almost of 
wonder appears in most that is said. It 
dweils on tlie fact that the greatest single 
cause of interest and even of excitement 
in the relations between the countries on 
this continent is not even to be debated 
at Havana. it is not on the agenda. 
Tt is said thefe is no way of putting it 
there. Representatives of the nations 
who gather are impressed by the striking 
fact that at this moment the territory of 
threes Pan-American countries—Haiti, 
Santo Domingo and Nicaragua—is oc- 
* cupied and their Governments tempora- 
rily administered by the military forces 
of the United States. Yet this most im- 
portant of guests is not even to have a 
seat at the banquet. 

It will, of course, be easy enough for 
the American delegation to keep the for- 
bidden subject from discussion. They 
have s perfectly legal and constitutional 
defense of all that this country has done 
in the threé nations mentioned. Indeed, 
the care which our Government has taken 
not to infringe the letter of their law has 
been almost ludicrous, We have pub- 
lished solemn treatises to show to the 
South Americans that our course has 
been. strictly within their rules of law 
and the Constitution. They have pro- 
tested in a more or less vague and rained 
way that we have disregarded their sov- 
ereign rights. But we have gone to them 
with their own Constitutions in our hands 
te prove to them that every step we have 
taken has been.warranted by their own 
law and precedent. One result has been 
to Faise again some questions which 
South American jurists: have long -been 
hoping to press at Havana if they get 
the opportunity. One of them is the 
right of a nation to occupy the territory 
of another, even when this is done at the 
request of that other. This looks, of 
course, straight at Nicaragua, where the 
occurrences Of the past year have in- 
evitably made public consciousness in 
Central and South America much more 
acute, ~~ * 

The whole occasion seems to ofter an 
opportunity: for @ little honest and real- 
istic statesmanship, It is far better for 
our delegation at Havana neither to try 
to shut off detate nor to argue down 
those who questién what our Government 
has done. Legalistically, we have all the 
better of the argument... There is no 
oceasion for repeating that. The doubt 
arises about the ‘moral weight of the 
arguftient anit the way in Which the policy 
has been justified ‘by results. Here is 
where our Government and its delegates 
might meet,-the others with greater 
frankness than in the past. We might 
invite them to:.onsider the thing in a 
Pragmatic spirit. Would “it have been 
better for Brasil if Haiti tad gone on 
from one revolutionary Government to 
another? Would the real advantage of 
the Argentiie Republic have been: con-

A National Committee eveh better 
than a Platform Committee ata conven- 
tion can write certain planks with elo- 
quence, clarity and vehemence. These 
planks deal with such subjects as the 
overweening love of the party for the 
farmer, contrasted with the villainous 
neglect of the other party; with the cor- 
ruption of those in office and the purity 
of those seeking to replace them; with 
eulogies of dead party heroes and at- 
tacks on live opponents; and with asser- 
tions that the money-changers must. be 
driven from the temple.

THE .$1,250,000,000 FRENCH 
FOREIGN CREDITS. 

Last Summer, exactly a year after the 
crisis vf 1926 in French currency and 
public finance, international markets 
were startled at the announcement that, 
since the beginning of 1927, the Bank .of 
France had accumulated no less than 
$1,000,000,000 in drafts on foreign. mar- 
kets, against which it had the right to 
draw gold.” It was thought in July and 
August _ that the accumulation’ had 
ceased; in fact, the transactions fell to 
small proportions and were occasionally 
replaced by sales, Toward the close of 
the year, however, the offers of bills and 
the bank's purchases suddenly rose again 
to the previous magnitude. The estimate 
in Paris banking circles is that it now 
holds close to $1,260,000,000. 

There is no close parallel in economic 
history for this remarkable episode. The 
German Reichsbank, it ie true, sold a 
similarly great sum in its own circu- 
latifig® notes ‘on the foreign exchange 
market; but it did so to meet. the Gov- 
ernment’s pressing foreign debts, the

One came away from the automobile 
show convinced that the luxuries and 
superfluities of yesterday have become 
the motor-car necessities of today. Mass 
production has been a marvelous leveler. 
Refinements of body and mechanism 
that once distinguished -the millionaire’s 
‘dar are fdélind on every” hand. 

Time was when we asked no more 
of an- alitomobile than the ability to 
“get there.” Now it mus please the 
eye as well. So we find the car of 
1928 more graceful than its predecessors, 
largely because it. is lower and longer. 
To reduce. height and secure a finer 
horizontal sweep of line tires are smaller 
in @iameter, frames Me nearer the 
ground, passengers sit lower. Yet there 
has been no sacrifice in comfort. Quick- 
drying. pyrozylin lacquers are responsi- 
ble for a remarsable range of color 
schemes, There is more “ bright work,” 
as they say in the navy. But what ap- 
pears to be nickel is in reality chromium 
plating which is easily cleaned. Fenders, 
bumpers, running-boards, radiators, 
lamps—all are nicely proportioned and 
placed to .secure. artistic symmetry. 
Shock. absorbers, once an “ extra,” are 
ingorporated as a matter of course to 
assure easy riding. Windows are larger, 
and pillars have been refined to avoid 
“ blind spots” and make driving safer. 
Windshield wipers are generally pro- 
vided, perhaps because of the laws 
that make clear vision compulsory. Still, 
it is' Worth noting that the maker of-the 
cheapest.car has gone so far as to use 
only noh-shatterable giass in the interest 
of safety...

petits ‘that the rainfall in China is sea- 
sonal, with the result that it is not 
unusual for much rain to fall in a short 
time, causing the rivers to overflow. 
Often this will be followed by prolonged 
dry speils. Besides these natural causes 
there are political factors. In addition 
to the civil wars, the ‘astruction of the 
means of communication has done much 
to hamper the production and trans- 
portation of food. 

One of the greatest tragedies in the 
situation is that there is usually within 
Chinese territory enough food to afford 
relief to the starving in the famine re- 
gions, but the means of transporting it 
are lacking. ‘There is little doubt that 
if transportation in China could be mod- 
ernized, and roads and railroads built 
throughout the country, much could be 
done to alleviate suffering from famine. 
To remove the causes means primarily 
to solve the population problem and at 
the sare time to control the rivers. 
These are all enormous tasks requiring 
years of work and hundreds of millions 
of dollars of expenditure. In the mean- 
time. children are crying ‘or the husks 
and their sisters are being abandoned to 
those who will pay the highest price. 
Families and entire villages are dying 
of cold and hunger, Disease is winning 
fresh triumphs. The only bright spot is 
that already relief is being organized, 
But the toll. promises to be heavy again 


‘and Chinese historians will have to write 


down 1928 as another year when “ there 
was famine in the land.”

Why does not Congress stop 
spend ng millions in trying to stop a 
flood that they; have been trying. to 
stop for ten years and have not suc- 
ceeded and use those millions to sto 
one that can be stopped and whic 
will materially benefit . the entire 
United States? 

This part of the country is one of 
the most vital sections of the United 
States, and on account of the floods 
thousands of farmers are leaving, 
never to return: We are driving our

OTHER OUTLAYS RUN HIGH 


Drys: Assert That Revenue Loss and 
So On Is Offset by Fines and 
Industrial Gains.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—National 
prohibition, with a total cost.for en- 
forcement of more than .$170,000,000 
to the Federal Treasury alone, will 
round out the eighth year of its ex- 
istence tomorrow... The Volsieaid law 
went into fo-ce Jan. “6, 1920. 

Starting with appropriations for the 
prohibition unit of $2,200,000 for the 
first six months, or from Jan. 17 
until June 30, 1920, and then with 
$6,350,000 for the fiscal year 1921, 
the annual charge has now in- 
creased. from $30,000,000 to $35,000,- 
000, which cov2f%s the outlay in all 
Federal branches. The duties of en- 
forcement are divided. between the 
Bureau of Prohibition and the Coast 
Guard, which are branches of the 
Treasury Department, and the De- 
partment of Justice, all of which 
have expanded. proportionately to 
their appropriations. 

Those who heave followed this 
growth are agreed that in States, 
municipalities and other subdivi- 


sions the prohibition law has called } 


for a similar great expansion of local 


lice activities and expenditures. 

e prohibition unit, the ti-Saloon 
League, and the Association Against 
Prohibition Amendiment assert that 
no one knows what that side of the 
cost has been. Only a few States 
issue information’separated from the 
cost of other police functions and 
court proceedings. In many §in- 
stances, Federal officers have fol- 
lowed their cases into local courts, 
so that prohibition. enforcement as 
such has been mingled with enforce- 
ment of other laws. 


Other Costs Increase Total. 
There have been’ costs of another 
kind, not actually identified as 
charges for enforcement. They are 
results of prohibition, however, such 
as Federal revenue lost that would 
have come otherwise from taxes on 


distilled spirits and fermented 
liquors} discontinued use of farm 

roducts, especially the cereals that 
went into beverages; expenditures in 

litics and propaganda; expendi- 
ures for illicit beverages, and funds 
assembled by law violators for rum 
smuggling, automobiles, and other 
means for circumventing the Vol- 
stead act. 

Against such enforcement expendi- 
tures and economic losses, the drys

Loss in Revenue Summed Up. 


There hes been a definite ascer- 
tainable loss. in revenues from dis- 
tilled spirits and fermented liquors. 
These amounted to $483,050,854.47 in 
1919, and, $443,839,544.98 in 1918, but 
the drys say they: were abnormal 
years.

This was an increase from 1910 to 
1917 of more than $80,000,000 in an- 
nual receipts. Discounting the two 
abnormal years .of taxes collected 
and assuming.that the eight years 
from 1920 to 1928 would have seen 
a like increase in these revenues, the 
total that might now be expected if 
prohibition had not come would be 
close to $350,000,000 or more a year. 

The wets assert that the possible 
taxes would be much greater than 
this, or at least $1,000,000,000 a year. 
They contend that if alcoholic bev- 
erage taxes had increased on the 
same scale as in other countries, es- 
pecially beers, the total in the United 
States would be $1,320,000,000, com-

,000 collected now from individua) 
and corporation income taxes. 


173 Persccns Killed in 7 Years. 


Forty-seven prohibition officers 
were killed from Jan. 16, 1920, to 
Oct. 31, 1927, and 126 civilians during 
the same period. 

In contrast to these casualties, the 
drys pointed to the record which, 
they think, is now being made in en- 
forcement. The report of Dr. Doran, 
the Commissioner of Prohibition, for 
the fiscal year 1927 indicates the 
rate at which this is proceeding. 

“Prohibition agents,”” he said, 
“made 64,986 arrests during the year 


ended June 30, 1927, and seized 7,137 
automobiles, valued at $3,529,296.70, 
and 353 boats, valued at $316,323. As 
a result of the work of such agents, 
51,945 Pade termine cases against in- 
dividu were handled. in Federal 
courts and 36,546 persons were con- 
victed, of which number. 11,818 were 
given jail sentences. The courts im- 
posed sentences aggregating 4,477 
éars and fines amounting to 

.775,225.48."’ 

Prohibition and attempts. at en- 
forcement have been attended by 
prolonged debates in Congress, lon 
hearings before committees, an 
constant attempts to find loopholes 
in the Volstead act. National and 
State campaigns have been marked 
by. bitter contests. Both dry and wet 
organizations have spent, and are 
still spending, millions on their re- 
spective sides of the prohibition 
question. 

Prohibition looms also as a_possi- 
ble issue in the coming election cam- 
paign, and regardless of what its 
results may be, the fact stands out 
boldly that prohibition—eight years 
after its début—is more in politics 
than ever. 
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Results Achieved ‘by its Eighth 
Anniversary Demonstrate 
Its ‘Value to’ World, 


AMERICA HAS’ LARGER “PART 


Our Increasing Interest Hailed as 
Indication of Fuller Par- 
ticipation Later. 


By MANLEY 0. HUDSON, 
Bemis Professor of International 
Law, Harvard Law School. 


The eighth birthday of the League 
of Nations—Jan. 10, 1928—furnishes 
an occasion for some estimaté of the 
progress which is being) made inthe 
inauguration of this new method of 
handling international affairs. Eight 
years can. be but a:short period in 
the life of any political experiment, 
especially so when the experiment 
involves -the relations of © fifty-six 
peoples. scattered. throughout the 
world, when it was launched in one 
of the most trying times in human 
history, and when it deals with the 
difficult: problems of war and peace. 
Yet so much has happened in these 
eight years. that the period seems 
long enough for at least a tentative 
judgment as to the results achieved 


and as to their promise for the fu- |. 


ture. 

At the end of the war it was in- 
evitable that the League should be 
thought of primarily as a method of 
preventing war. As such, it has 
oes useful in these eight years. 

© one can say that a’ war would 
have occurred in any of the instances 
dealt with but for the intervention 
through the League, but in a num- 
ber of instances the world’s peace 
has been steadier because this 
method and machinery were at hand. 
The ringing message ‘‘it is peace’’ 
which came from Geneva a month 

o when the situation between 
Lithuania .and. Poland was  s0 
strained, brought fresh assurance of 
the a of effort in peaventing 
war. The Vilna dispute may not ne 
be settled, but for seven years e 
League has given Lithuania and 
Poland a forum for. efforts to main- 
tain their dubious peace. The talk 
about a possible war over Mosul, 
which was current two years ago, 
has entirely subsided and it seems 
today that all parties have accepted 
the Council’s decision in that dispute 
in spite of their protestations at the 
time. The frontier incident between 
Bulgaria and Greece in 1925 was a 
typical example of the cases where 
a steadying influence was found in 
resort to e. League. When the 
Corfu crisis was at its height the 
discussions proceeding at Geneva 
gave both Greece and Italy encour- 
agement to avoid pean action. 
The Aaland Islands. dispute, which 
seemed quite formidable in 1920, has 
now passed into history, though its 
solution was reached only after a 
year of anxious effort at Geneva. If 
in no one of these cases it can be 
said that a war was prevented by 
use of the League, in each of them 
it can be said that peace was more 
secure because this method of con- 
ference and conciliation was at hand. 


A Different Function Develops. 


With the war receding in its claim 
on our attention, a different func- 
tion of the League has begun to seem 
quite as important as the prevention 
of war. If differences between na- 
tions are allowed to become acute, 
the prevention of conflict is always 
hazardous business. Effort to that 
end is more assured if it can deal 
with possible subjects of dispute be- 
fore any acute differences arise. And 
as the world is being dwindled by 
science and invention, as a world so- 
ciety increasingly demands constant 
attention to problems which various 
peoples have in common, it is the 
organized cooperation from month to 
month which conétitutes the more 
important of the League’s activities. 
A forum for conference in case of 
disputes is not continuously busy, 
but the last eight years have shown 
the world’s need of machinery for 
cooperation which can be kept run- 
ning through each of the twelve 
months in the year. And perhaps 
the former would not be possible if 
the latter did not exist: 

It is the League as.a method of 
continuous conference about current 
affairs which claims our chief in- 
terest today. Before the war most 
of us thought of international or- 
ganization in terms of a H: e Peace 
Conference reeting at regular inter- 
vals of seven years. In each of the 
eight years since 1920 a larger world 
conference has assembled at Geneva. 
Today fifty-six Foreign Offices ac- 
cept it as a matter of course that 
such a conference is to meet on. the 
first Monday in each September. The 
conference held last September was 
attended by twenty-one Ministers. of 
Foreign Affairs and three Prime Min- 
isters. The place of the conference, 
the time of its meeting, the nature 
of its agenda and the procedure to 
be. followed, which proved such 
fruitful subjects of delay before the

Many International Conferences. 


This process of conference. contin- 
ues through every month in the year. 
In the past five Summers, I have not 
known a week at Geneva when some 
international conference was not be- 
ing held. International conferences 
have been more frequent during the 
past six months than during any 
“seoh anton normal period in the world’s 

istory. We seem to be getting a 
habit and a tradition of conference 
in_international affairs, 

Nowhere are the effects of this 
conference method more evident 
than in the growth of international 
law. We have long felt the need of 
legislation to extend international 
law; and the legislative process 
which began with the Universal Pos- 
tal Convention of 1874, which a 
ceeded intermittently down to 1914 
in a number of conventions, has now 
been more thoroughly developed. If 
we do not have what may be called 
a world legislature, the international 
conferences which have been so fa- 
cilitated by the establishment of the 
League of Nations are in a true 
sense legislative agencies. 

This new legislative activity and 
the methods for continuing it have 
carried as their by-product a very 
important development. The docu- 
mentation of international affairs is 
very much improved as a ‘conse- 
quence, and students, lawyers, edi- 
tors, politicians have available toda: 
a wealth of material upon whic 
their understanding may be based, 
the like of which did not exist before 
the League was established. 


Facilities Greatly Enlarged. 
An interesting example of the in- 
creased facilities for knowledge of 


international affairs is the ytreaty 
series published by the Secretariat 
of the. League of Nations. In eight 
years about 1,600 current treaty en- 
gagements have been registered with 
the Secretariat by members of! the 
League. The texts are published in 
the. original languages, and where 
necessary in English and French 
translations, in a series which now 
runs to sixty volumes. 

If. the League did not exist today 
it would have to be created. Its 
place in our international life has 
grown more secure each year. Many 
changes may be made in the future, 
but I cannot: believe that the world 
would ever again be content to do 
without this method and these agen- 
cies of international cooperation. 

Membership in the League is not 
universal. But in some way the co- 
operation under way affects every 
people, and nearly all peoples except 
the Nepalese have some part in it. 
The part of America has grown 
steadily. In 1927 our Government 
was. officially represented at the 
Economic Conference, the Transit 
Conference and the disarmament dis- 
cussions. Only recently the Amer- 
ican Government has adopted the 
policy of paying its way at Geneva. 
Individual Americans and unofficial 
American organizations have had a 
much r part than the Govern- 
ment. Whether or not we subscribe 
to the Covenant, America’s t will 
grow. If the League continues to 
exist, as it now gives every promise 
to do, America must inevitably find 
a way of sharing in most of its major 
activities.

Employment of Arab Labor Causes 
Revolt of Jews, Many of Whom

JERUSALEM, Dec. 28.—It is 
doubtful if the American public fully 
realizes the importance and - sig- 
nificance of the gift of $2,000,000 re- 
cently made by John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. for the building of a museum in 
Jerusalem. Observing the remark- 
able work that is being carried on 
by’ the. various: archaeological . insti- 
tutes for Oriental research in the 
Holy Land, and the valuable’ dis- 
coveries that have been and still are 
being’ made, such. a building is) no 
longer a luxury, but an absolute 
necessity.. Now,..the precious relics 
will no»longer find. themselves piled 
here ‘and there in different corners 
of an old Arab house at present 
occupied by the local Department of 
Antiquities; 

Under the direction of Dr. W. F. 
Albright, Director of the American 
School of Oriental Research, some 
preliminary excavations have just 
been closed at Beitin, the site. of 
ancient Bethel, about..twelve miles 
north of Jerusalem. Bethel was’ one 
of the places most closely connected 
with the patriarchal history, as told 
in the Book of Genesis. It was 
there’ that Jacob had his’ famous 
dream of a ladder. reaching to 
heaven. Near it also Abraham and 
Jacob camped on various’ occasions. 
It was one of the religious centres of 
Israel. In the period of the Divided 
Monarchy, ‘after the secession of the 
Northern Kingdom (Israel), Betkel 
became a rival of Jerusalem, with a 
temple, priests and an image of the 
God of Israel in the form of a golden 
calf. This sanctuary was finally de- 


stroyed by Josiah, King of Judah, 
about 620 B. C. 


Doubts of Antiquity Settled. 


Many scholars had doubted wheth- 


er the ancient Canaanite city was 
really situated at Beitin, and it was 
believed to be impracticable ‘to. dig 
there because of the Arab village, 
which seemed to cover the site. As 
the solution of this problem was a 
matter of great interest and impor- 
tance to students of the Bible, the 
American School decided to attack 
the site this Fall, with the coopera- 
tion of the well-known English bar- 
rister, Harold Wiener. ‘The results 
were unexpectedly successful. The 
first oe proved beyond cavil 
that the site had been occupied since 
about 2000 B. C., that is, from the 
patriarchal period down into mod- 
ern times. 

The — of debris on the site, 
representing a whole series of anes 
imposed layers of human occupation, 
seems to average about thirty feet, 
divided between the Canaanite, 
Israelite, Graeco-Roman (late Jew- 
ish), Byzantine (Christian) and 
Arabic periods. The ancient city 
wall, dating from the Canaanite and 
Israelite periods, was also found. 

At Megiddo, the recent excavations 
are among the most elaborate ever 
carried on in Palestine, due to the 
generous financial backing of: Mr. 
Rockefeller. The work is now di- 
rected by the English archaeologist, 
P. L. O. Guy, long the Chief In- 
spector of Antiquities for the Pales- 

ne Government, on behalf of the 
Oriental Institute of Chicago. 

Megiddo was founded at least five 
thousand years ago, and over fifty 
million cubic feet of debric have ac- 
cumulated on its site during the long 
period of its occupation, down to 
about the fourth century B. C. It 
was so often the witness of great 
battles that it became at last the 
symbol of war, in which sense Arma- 
geddon (Megiddo) is used in the New 
Testament. 

The American School of Archaeol- 
ogy in Jerusalem is about to recom- 
mence its work at Tell Beit Mirsim, 
the site of the biblical Kiriath- 
Sepher, a Canaanite town conquered 
by Joshua, which figures in the his- 
tory c Israel.

OQ speak» learnedly of the dra- 

matic construction in Philip 

Barry’s comedy of manners, 
: ‘Paris Bound,” is to lose sight 
of the more immediate fact that 
playgoers.enjoy it. Mr. Barry has 
put his skit together with several 
highly original devices. But wlen the 
evening is over his. audiences. glow 
with the pleasurable sensation of 
having had a good time in the com- 
pany of interesting people who speak 
an amusing vernacular; they do not 
care two figs about such. dull mat- 
ters as construction. ‘‘Paris Bound”’ is 
a@. comedy of manners. 

Ephemeral and effervescent as such 
dramatic conceits may be, when 
measured by the long life of the gods, 
they are no casual undertakings and 
they presuppose uncommon humor, 
good taste, knowledge of character 
and deftness in the. playwright. In 
the company of cultivated, well-to-do 
people with “advanced”? ideas about 
marriage and divorce, Mr. Barry ap- 
pears to be very much at ease—very 
gay with his dialogue, very suave with 
his argument. Publishers and musi- 
cians, wits and tipplers, geniuses and 
amiable idlers, lounge through his 
comedy, fleeing dullness in every 
scene. ‘Wherever their giddy chatter 
Yoay lead us, we are certain of good 
intentions tart with the fashionable 
cynicisms of the day. 

Although Mr. Barry pretends to 
be thinking very lucidly about the 
well-bred subject of marital infi- 
delity, he takes the special-pleader’s 
liberty of prejudicing you .in his 
favor. Lest the report of Jim Hut- 
ton’s infidelity in the last act seem 
too ugly to be endured, he shows 
you Jim’s inamorata in the first act 
as no common strumpet but a young 
lady of good breeding with a griev- 
ance. Lest the vagaries of the mas- 
chlise animal appear degraded or de- 
praved, he describes the worst offen- 
der, Hutton pére, as a benign, well- 

lannered, responsible parent with a 
nice feeling about women in general, 
whose audacities thus pass for ur- 
banity in the play—:ven for ‘‘beauti- 
ful wisdom,’’ as one of the charac- 
ters describes them. It is the job of 
the dramatist in writing a play, and 
of the director in casting, to preju- 
dice you in favor of its theme. Mr. 
Barry and Mr. Hopkins have not 
shrunk from their task. 

+,* 

R. BARRY has made his char- 
acters charming, whether vil- 
lains or heroes; and his minor 

characters, thrown in to give sub- 
stance to a fleeting comedy, are as 
carefully defined as his major. What 
scrupulous casting! No one would be 
pedagogical enough to separate the 
womanly little character of Mary 
Hutton from the dainty personality 
of Madge Kennedy, who plays the 
part. Gilbert Emery, Donn Cook, 
Mary Murray, Hope Williams, Don- 
ald Macdonald, Edwin Nicander 
give the vacillating playgoer. con- 
fidence on a troubled ethical sea and 
tickle him with shimmering non- 
sense. In “Paris Bound’’ the eye 
and the ear are well treated. 

All through the dramatic vicissi- 
tudes of ‘‘You and I,” “In a Gar- 
den” and “White Wings’’ Mr. Bar- 
ry’s skill in dialogue was his 
strength. For all its essential clever- 
ness, his chatter brushes against the 
ear not as wit but as grace. How 
neatly he turns it to suit opportu- 
nity! For example, ‘half-seriously 
discussing with his former wife the 
ethics of marriage, the elder Hutton 
makes one mocking reservation: 
“Provided they behave!’’ ‘‘Natural- 
ly,”’ she assents. Whereupon Hut- 
ton mischievously links the two lines 
to give them an impudent meaning: 
“Provided they ante naturally!’’ 

%,° 

OMETIMES the duidires is too 
subtle, too allusive, for the phleg- 
matic playgoer; and some of it 

one suspects Mr. Barry of having 
put in for the private pleasure of 
his friends. Like the elder Hutton 
in the company of charming women, 
Mr. Barry is a libertine playwright, 
with no reverence for the strict: pro- 
prieties of his craft. In ‘‘White 
Wings,’’ you will remember, he played 
fast and loose with every evanescent 
drollery that flitted through © his 
mind, whether it was irony or. ri- 
baldry, whether it furthered the play 
or diverted it. Doubtless that was 
the fatality of ‘‘White Wings.’’ In 
‘Paris Bound” he does not curb his 
impish sense of: humor, but he sub- 
ordinates it to character and tosses 
it in effectively for contrast of mood. 

Instead. of bewildering, it. capti-

“Take care, the young master will 
thrash you soundly’; ‘‘You Huttons 
have never learned to spare your- 
selves’; ‘‘You cad, you come here 
with your city clothes and your fine 
manners,”’ or words to that effect. 
They have no value to the plot, but 
a@ great deal to character and en- 
viranment, and they make ‘Paris 
Bound” exquisite entertainment. Mr. 
Barry is a humorist with the divine 
spark. 


HEN he is not leaping across 
W fences and stiles from sheer 

high spirits Mr. Barry can 
write tenuous dialogue of character 
which—skirting whimsicality—gives 
the impression of realism. It catches 
the exact tone and cadence. Just be- 
fore Jim Hutton runs off in an un- 
expected rush to Europe he'rings up 
the nurse in the country and has his 
son brought to the telephone for a 
parting conversation. Our end of 
the talk runs ‘brightly as follows: 


Jim: Sabina? Yes. I’m going off 
today instead of next week, Sabina, 
and I’d like. to say good-bye to 
Jimmy. Is his face clean. enough? 
Yes. Oh, yes, indeed. I will, Sa- 
bina. And Matthew and Mark and 
Luke, too. Thanks very miuch.. 
Hello, Jimmy! How <are ° you?. 
Good! What have you been doing? 
Riding Punch? Does, he go. any 
faster? Well, he’s still pretty stiff. 
You know, it was a hard Winter— 
What’s that? He didn’t! You tell 
him for me he’s, o]d: enough : to 
know better than that, and if he 
doesn’t he can’t come on the front 
lawn. That's right. Listen, Jimmy! 
I’m going on the big boat. this 
morning—No, darling—next time, 
maybe. I’m awfully sorry, but they 
almost didn’t have room, for me, 
even.

ITTING before a comedy that 
S bubbles with entertainment we 

should not, of course, bear: down 
too heavily upon its reasoning. As 
long as the playwright keeps us in 
good humor,.as long as he enter- 
tains in the best of taste, let him be 
a law unto himself. Mr. Barry’s 
theme is so pertinent, however, and 
his treatment of it so venturesome 
that it sets the prudish mind to 
working if only to say ‘‘no.’”? “If Mr. 
Barry were content with» proving 
that the marriage of Jim and Mary 
Hutton is: worth preserving in spite 
of Jim’s infidelity, his, audiences 
might agree with him completely. It 
is an attractive union. But Mr. 
Barry goes further: he insists that 
infidelity is of no importance; his 
male characters ‘‘do not’ believe in 
monopolies.”” If this is the . theme 
of his play (perhaps it is not), Mary 
Hutton’s instinctive revulsion’ of 
feéling expresses the human, if not 
the reasoned, reply. Her vanity is 
wounded; her pride in a‘joint under- 
taking has become a false illusion. 
And Mr. Barry’s swift conclusion to 
their sombre muddle is facile but 
still inconclusive. 


As playgoers we are more content 
with the fresh: excitement. of -his 
drama, the. whirls of merriment 
after the wedding, the original -con- 
struction and. exposition, the fore- 


the plot, his: precision in evoking the 
horror of tragedy while comedy -tip- 
toes daintily. across the stage, the 
meaningful confusion of shouting one, 
of his: most precipitate scenes 
against..the turgid clatter of a 
piano—but those are matters of ped 
struction. And ‘Paris Bound,”’ 
we concluded long ago,’ is for ph 
ment.

The other, lately purchased 
by two comparatively new produc- 
ers, is. entitled ‘‘Gentlemen of: the 
Press,’’ and one of ‘its authors is 
Ward Morehouse, who: used ‘to’ be, 
and still is,.a newspaper ‘man him- 
self. According to report, there are 
no fewer than four authors—and all 
of..them at. the :moment. working 
newspaper men on New York papers. 
In’ the case of four collaborators 
of course, the overhead for lunches 
alone makes it a highly hazardous 
venture.

word ‘‘vaudeville’’ in 
France stands for something 
very different from what it is 
understood to mean in Amer- 
ica, while in England it no longer 
means anything at all. To a French 
dramatic critic a vaudeville, which 
in its origin was a merry song 
and afterward. became a comedy 
sprinkled with songs and rhymed 
couplets, today represents a very 
light comedy, depending for its ef- 
fect upon ingenious and absurd com- 
plications of plot, introducing re- 
spectable people only in order that 
their respectability shall be amus- 
ingly outraged, and making no sort 
of pretence either to psychological 
reality or moral purpose. It is not 
quite farce, for the laugh at which 
it aims is not a farce’s broad guffaw 
at purely physical disaster or pain. 
It is certainly not comedy pure and 
simple, for it is not simple, nhor—al- 
though it is too fantastic and too 
healthy to be depraved—can it .be 
described as pure. It-is an. art form 
which belongs to Paris, for only in 
the hands of Paris authors, and espe- 
cially of Paris actors, can it be pre- 
sented in a way which does not give 
offence; and, of all the theatres in 
Paris, it belongs by tradition to the 
Palais-Royal, that jolly little old- 
fashioned playhouse of :nid-nine- 
teenth-century rococo, one window of 
whose foyer looks out upon the gar- 
dens of the great mansion which 
Richelieu built for himself as his 
palace. 


The vaudevilles of the Palais-Royal 
have been given many titles, but the 
name of the last one might safely 
have stood for them all. It is called 
‘Une femme dans un lit.’”’ It is hard- 
ly possible to summarize its intricate 
and preposterous plot. One of those 
men who live gayly and comfortably 
on champagne, caviare and debts is 
about to be married and sets out 
with his ‘mistress upon a journey 
during which he intends to break 
the. news to her.

the wedding and eventually carries 
her off himself, leaving the bride- 
groom to pair off with the demure 
young woman, who is once more 
seen in bed—all of these things you 
will learn if you come to Paris and 
visit this entertaining nightmare of

wings and some off-stage playing of 
the piano. Standing might well have 
expected to settle down and to begin 
reaping the rewards of his career. 
But then the war broke. out. 

Guy Standing left the stage. The 
man who came back last Wednesday 
evening in the new Van Druten play, 
**Diversion,”’ is something of a per- 
sonage, He is Sir Guy Standing. 
When last he visited America it was 
as a. member of the British War 
Commission As Lord Northcliffe’s 
right-hand man during the latter 
period of the struggle he was made 
Knight Commander of the British 
Empire. Then he had only £8 in 
his pocket, all that he owned in the 
world and less than he owed. 

After the armistice, through the 
grace of God, foresight and an ac- 
quaintanceship with. Sir Percival 
Perry, Sir Guy was able to buy from 
the United States Government the 
transport trucks at. Coblenz -for 
£7,000,000 and a similar depot from 
the British Government for £8,000,- 
000, which transaction was probably 
one of the biggest automobile invest- 
ments of its kind in the world. 

Then when, in spite of. commercial 
success, Sir Guy yearned. for. the 
smell of grease-paint and the yellow 
glow of curtain tabs, he packed his 
bags and came to America. Last 
Summer he played for four weeks 
with Ethel Barrymore in “The Con- 
stant. Wife’ at Maxine Elliott’s The- 
atre as a sort of experimental en- 
gagement. 

Sir Guy’s father won distinction in 
the theatre. His two brothers; Jack 
and Charles Wyndham, were both on 
the stage, and he was hardly more 
than .a child when his father ar- 
ranged for his début in the theatre 
at a pound a week. Later, against 
his father’s advice, the boy tried to 
get an engagement out of London. 
When he was stranded, he shipped 
home because he was too proud to 
write for money. He struck bad 
weather and was almost .ship- 
wrecked, but after his taste of 
the sea he determined t > sail before 
the mast. When on shore he graced 
the London stage or any’ other stage 
that would have him. He first came 
to America with Mrs. Bernard Beere 
and appeared as Captain Fairfield in 
“Lena Despard”’ at the Manhattan 
Opera House. 


Sir Guy left England because, he 
will tell you, he felt that it was aging 


him. The climate. in England is not} 


good for one who has been away from 
that country long, and he has spent 
seventeen years in America. ‘There 
are so many restraints put upon a 
man’s profits and his earning power 
in England today,’’ he continues, 
“that working there is a little like 
pushing a stone up a hill with one’s 
shoulder. The middle class is like a 
great slumbering dog. It saved Eng- 
land during the general strike... It 
dropped all its jobs and won the 
war. Every once in awhile it.shakes 
off its inertia, but ordinarily it is 
rather placid,.a little groggy, and 
fairly ‘content to sit back and look 
on. In America the middle class is 
alive and alert...I want Lady Stand- 
ing and my boy and my girl to come 
here, where they can work in an 
atmosphere that was created for 
work.’’ Or so he says. 


Mr. Berkeley to the Fore. 
CCASIONALLY, out of the wel- 
ter of musical comedy produc- 
tion, come dance numbers which 
rise above routine and mediocrity. 





More frequently, however, the dances 


Berkeley was bérn<in San Fran- 
Ciseo-in 1805. His: mother was Ger- 
trude Berkeley, well known out there 
as: an interpreter of Strindberg, 
Schnitzler, Hauptman and other Eu- 
ropean playwrights. His father was 
William Enos, a stock :company en- 
trepreneur. Berkeley was educated 
at ‘Peekskill Military ‘“Acadeniy and 
enlisted in the army nine days-after 
the declaration of-hostilities: 

Even. in the army-~-the theatre 
claimed him, . The’ ' young-,.dfficer 
knew how to act, to dance and to 
stage shows, and some one told; some 
one else of his talents, Resultantly 
he was transferred to Chaumont, 
where for five months he was virtu- 
ally the Klaw and Erlanger, not to 
say the Brothers’ Shttbeért, of the A. 
E. F. Later he continued this sort 
of work with the Army of Occupa- 
tion. Bl 

In 1919 Berkeley gota job in 
the. road company of “The Man Who 
Came Back,’’. which oecupied a sea- 
son. On'‘his return to New York; the 
following year, ‘‘Iréne’’ was. in.the 
course of its record-breaking: stay’ at 
the Vanderbilt. Naturally that musi- 
cal romance was also being repro- 
duced for the road, and Berkeley 
found himself playing Mme. Lucie, 
the male dressmaker, in a company 
that missed not a single oné-night 
stand. from Biloxi to Medicine Hat. 

‘Irene’? had offered Berkeley an 
opportunity to direct dances. He had 
done the numbers for several of the 
road companies before he went on 


tour himself, copying the work of 


Edward Royce. .In 1923 he assumed 
charge of. the danee.staging for the 
Chicago .company._.of. ‘‘Hitchy-koo,”’ 
in which he appeared. This company 
was not a sticGess, nor was Mitchio 
Itow’s ‘‘Pinwheel Revel,’’ in which 
Berkeley danced in the prologue. 

To stock companies he next devoted 
his attention, directing a series of 
plays in Boston, Albany and Syra- 
cuse. He returned,to New York and 
without much difficulty obtained an 
engagement to stage. the dances 
in’ a Czechoslovakian opera, ‘‘Holka- 
Polka,”’ which.endured briefly. This 
was the beginning of a séries 
of connections with musical com- 
edies which. somehow never were 
able to make the grade. . Berkeley, 
an unknown, was not 2 be entrust- 
ed with the valuable properties of 
established. producers,..only indepen- 
dents would give him an_ opportu- 
nity. ‘‘Sweet Lady’’ went to Chicago 
with much favorable comment re- 
garding the dance numbers. ‘‘Lady 
Do’’ was doomed from the moment 
it opened in New York. 

Then Berkeley’. bad luck deserted 
him. Lew Fields wanted Seymour 
Felix to direct the dances of ‘‘A Con- 
necticut Yankee.’’ The much-touted 
Felix was in great demand, and a 
search was instituted for some one 
“just as good.’’ Such top-notchers 
as Bobby Connolly Jack Haskell 
and Sammy Leé all were busy. A 
theatrical agent suggested . that 
Berkeley be given a chance, and ‘he 
was.. The day. the notices of ‘‘A 
Connecticut Yankee’ appeared. Rus- 
seH Janney sent for him and*en- 
gaged him for the difticult work of 
staging operetta numbers in ‘*White 
Eagle.”

One of these arresting characteri- 
zations was the futile, - irresolute, 
intense’ ‘‘Fugitive’’; Miss Stevens’s 
acting of the final scene in that play 
will remain always in my memory- 
gallery of splendid moments in the 
theatre... She effected in that scene 
what she. did.so superbly in Hedda 
Gabler’s.last interview with Judge 


Brack—she made the audience feel | « 


what the character was feeling and 
also she made it know. what the char- 
acter was thinking-—to my mind per- 
haps: the, highest point of accom- 
plishment that a player can réach. 
It will take a courageous actress to 
play Hedda while there are theatre- 
goers who knew hers! 

In that amusing, cheaply naughty 
“‘Sophie,”” in which her gifts as a 
comedienne were delightfully dis- 
played, Miss: Stevens gave me unal- 
loyed joy when, in the réle of the 
great prima donna, she prepared to 
rehearse his new opera with Gluck 
at the piano; interruption followed 
interruption and she never did sing, 
but. so convincing was she that one 
was ‘all prepared to hear a burst of 
gorgeous song — the interruptions 
were as annoying to the audience as 
to the stage Gluck. 

I saw her do other things, in the 
main quite unworthy her abilities, 
which were remarkable in range and 
high in quality. ‘One must be grate- 
ful for so beautiful a talent, but one 
must regret that it was adequately 
and worthily displayed so seldom. 
Miss Stevens could be charming, but 
her best réles were disagreeable; it 
seems to ‘be the fate of ‘actresses who 
bear evidence of high mental gifts to 
portray in modern drama women of 
unpleasant disposition.

The Daleroze System Detsouinitatéd hot the 
Jit! of American Artists 


‘his ‘abiclalae in the American Insti- 
: tate of Delcroze Hurythmies, provided 
the American dancers who were wise 
enough to be present and to heed 
what they saw, with the solution of 
jone of ‘their gravest ‘problems, 
namely, the ability to ‘‘feel’’ music, 

While all of our dance recitalists 
}employ music of some kind for their 
‘programs, to say that they all ac- 
tually dance to the music is alto- 
\gether another matter. It is a sad 
‘but undeniable truth that the vast 
majority of dancers are not even re- 
motely musical, They divide them- 
selves into three general classes— 
those: who engage a pianist to play 
for them while they cavort about en- 
tirely incependent of him; those who 
content themselves with merely keep- 
ing time ‘accurately, and the infini- 
‘tesimal few who actually move to 
the music, projecting its fibre and 
substance through their bodies. Now 
there is no reason why a dancer 
should have music to dance to unless 
he chooses, but if he does have it, it 
seems only reasonable that he should 
use it and not require his audience 
to look at one thing and listen to 
another. 

By the mere fact that he prints on 
his program) the names of certain 
musical compositions he infers that 
it is his Intention to interpret or to 
visualize, or at least to draw his in- 
spiration: from these compositions; 
and to that extent he implies that he 
is a musician just as much as if his 
instrument were :. violin or an or- 
chestra or a set of vocal chords. To 
be honest and competent he must 
either live up to that implication or 
free himself from it. 

It used to be that the only way 
one could become anything of a mu- 
sician ‘at all was to learn to play 
some)instrument. Obviously that is 
too much.to expect of those whose 
efforts. and interest belong to 
dancing. But it is no longer neces- 
sary, and has not been for some fif- 
teen or twenty years, since Jacques- 
Dalcroze invented his eurythmics to 
obviate. just this necessity. Dis- 
satisfied with the music teaching 
methods of his day, which seemed 
to him to bring forth little or noth- 
ing but barrenness in the majority 
of cases; he turned to the human 
body as the instrument through 
which music could be felt and there- 
fore convincingly taught. That he 
had no thought of meddling in dance 
methods makes it none the less true 
that he conferred on dancers a 
blessing for which they should rise 
in a body and canonize him. Or per- 
haps it would be a more practical 
expression of appreciation if they 
would utilize his discoveries in their 
work, 

To be sure, the study of eurythmics 
alone for a lifetime will not make a 
dancer, for it is not a _ dance 
method but an educational auxiliary. 
Though its working costume is gen- 
erally the Greek tunic that is usually 
:ssociated with the Duncan school of 
cancers, yet Adolf Bolm and many 
other major dancers of the ballet 
style utilize it in -their training 
schools. 

Of course, the Dalcroze method is 
far' from’ being the only system of 
rhythmics; their name is in fact 
legion. But of them all none con- 
cerns itself so completely with music 
and movement and eschews philo- 
sophic and metaphysical theorizing. 
Thus it frees itself from the stigma 
of being abstruse and ‘“‘highbrow’’ 
and justifies itself entirely by its 
practical works, 

There have been numerous false 
hopes that Dalcroze himself would 
make a tour of America. His per- 
sonal presence would do much to 
stimulate interest in his work, but 
thus. far he has resisted manfully.

At the dOwntown theatres we 
sought after clues of sensationalism 
and found bright entertainment. At 
the Writers’ Club, where literary 
lights foregather, we spent an eve- 
ning. that..we shall long remember. 
At The Masquers, the motion-pic- 
ture players’ club, another enjoyable 
evening with screen artists whose 
names blaze in electric lights around 
the globe. Over the hills at San 
Gabriel we saw John Steven Mc- 
Groarty’s ‘‘Mission Play,’’ depicting 
the early struggles of the padres who 
pioneered California.

THRILLS OF NEWS REEL MAKER 





* g@ LL the past week David Butier, 
A newly arrived from Califor- 
nia, has been busy consulting 
with Truman Talley, in 
charge of Fox News, concerning the 
technical details of a novel picture 
he is to direct; one revealing the 
thrills of the news cameramen, And 
what Butler found, in culling the 
material which he is to build around 
the personalities of Sally Phipps and 
Nick Stuart, was an embarrassment 
of riches, for many of the camera- 
meni enact little adventure dramas 
of their own while straddling the 
globe. 

Some of the most striking reports 
which Butler went over with Talley 
related to the annual Kentucky 
Derby, which not.only means a race 
for the horses but also for the news 
reel photographers. This is always 
an event of great interest to racing 
lovers throughout the country, and 
consequently the news reel services 
always race each other to the central 
distributing point in Chicago in order 
to scoop the field like printed news- 
papers. 

The condensed story of what hap- 
pened to one Fox cameraman went 
like this: 

“Engaged airplane to fly to Chi- 
cago by night. When we got over 
an isolated section of Indiana around 
midnight, engine went dead. But 
for the skill of the pilot, we would 
have crashed in the rough country 
because of the darkness. Walked to 
nearest farmhouse, several miles 
away, carrying equipment. Without 
waiting for a bit to eat, hired farm- 
er’s flivver and drove to railroad sta- 
tion across country. Caught train 
and arrived in Chicago almost as fast 
as if I had finished by plane.’’ 


Struck a Pockct, 


Flying nowadays forms an integral 
part of a news camerman’s means 
of communication, much as some of 
them may not like it, But they all 
go gamely through with it. They 
can’t afford to have qualms, any 
more than a soldier on sentry duty. 
Often. to the natural hazards of 
skimming the ozone are added new 
and strange perils of the earth. This 
is a summary of part of the flight of 
the cavalier of the crank who cov- 
ered the Mississippi flood by air- 
plane: 

“At one point we struck an air 
pocket whilé flying at a fairly low 
altitude. We whizzed down like a 
shot and the pilot got the plane un- 
der control only a few feet above the 
raging flood.”’ 

Of course, a number of cameramen 
covered “Lindbergh in his early 
flights here after his return from 
Europe, and the Fox photographer 
who escorted him on_his. trip from 
Washington to New York for his 
initial reception had a particularly 
dizzy experience, Soon after leaving 
the national capital Lindbergh es- 
pied the airplane with the camera- 
man setting sail at his heels, This is 
what ensued, as related by the Fox 
man who arrived at the New York 
office stil! fairly black in the face 
from what he’d just undergone: 

“Lindbergh on sighting our plane 
immediately decided to-shake us off 
—or compel us to pay for our trip— 
by. doing stunts. He looped and 
whirled ahead and around us. The 
army pilot flying our plane instantly 
decided he wasn’t going to be out- 
done by any civilian filyer.. So we 
looped and whirled,: too. 

* ‘Lindy’ simply turned us into a 
big flying circus, standing us on 
our heads.

That drawback has resulted in 
several of them being stoned and 
caned by angry mobs, as happened 
to the cameramen who continued to 
gtind away when the ill-fated Fonck 
airplane crashed and burst into 
flames within ten feet of them. 
Angry Russians stormed and man- 
handled them severely because they 
took the shots while two Russian 
mechanics were being consumed in 
the flaming Sikorsky ship. 

Butler has realized as never before 
that a cameraman must have the 
skill of a tight-rope walker and an 
Alpine climber combined to scale 
ticklish heights with his apparatus 
in hand. He must be prepared at a 
moment’s notice to do as one Fox 
representative did—lug a camera sey- 
enty miles on skis through frozen 
Norwegian wilderness to take a few 
flashes of reindeer requiring only a 
few seconds on the screen. 

Snow and ite form speécial- prob- 
lems for the photographer. Butler 
had several cases brought to his at- 
tention of cameramen who went out 
on frozen lakes to snap the pic- 
turesque ice-cutting expeditions, only 
to get marooned on a cake that was 
accidentally set adrift and float away 
for half a dozen miles before being 
rescued, And there have been pic- 
tures taken of toboggan runs when 
the cameraman, grinding away with 
his camera on one of the sleds, has 
been flung over the side bank in an 
avalanche of snow. 


Buffalo on the Rampage, 


Wild animals constitute an ever- 
present menace to the peace of cam- 
eramen’s lives. Truman Talley cited 
the following story by one hardy ad- 
venturer of the weekly reel: 

“At Fort Pierre, in South Dakota, 
I was ‘shooting’ a big buffalo drive 
when the whole herd suddenly stam- 
peded .toward me. They charged 
down on me so fast I couldn’t get 
away. I.threw myself instantly on 
the ground—throwing. my camera 
flat, too. .All the bison leaped right 
over me, and neither the machine 
nor myself was hurt. We were saved 
by @ peculiar trait of the buffalo. 
He will mow men.down in his.path, 
but he will not step on anything un- 
derfoot that is strange to him.”’ 

The cameramen run the gamut of 
human acquaintanceship, rubbing el- 
bows in the morning with the bread 
line and in the afternoon hobnobbing 
with visiting royalty. Some of their 
most amusing experiences have come 
from meetings with the elect of the 
earth. Such was instanced in a 
letter to the home office from a Fox 
Cameraman, E. C. Englebrecht, who 
is said to be a favorite with John D. 
Rockefeller. ‘The ofl magnate, it is 
said; who is somewhat camera shy, 
préfers to have his pictures taken by 
Engelbrecht, Recently a photogra- 
pher from another news service 
asked. Rockefeller, for a chance to 
snap him, and this is the upshot, as 
Engelbrecht wrote it down for the 
New York headquarters: 

‘John D? asked me’ if it would be 
all right to let him take the picture, 
and I told John D. ‘nothing doing,’ ”’

A CLOWN AS AN ARTIST 





Charlie Chaplin’s New Comedy May Be 
Fractious but It Is Enjoyable 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 


HE CIRCUS,’ Chaplin’s latest 
contribution to the _ screen, 
may not rank with his previous 
production, ‘‘The Gold Rush,’’ 

but with all its fractious episodes it 
is an enjoyable film and one in which 
the past master in the art of clown- 
ing himself emerges as triumphantly 
as he has done before. In this cur- 
rent comicality his work as usual 
discloses his vivid imagination, and 
although he resorts to old tricks they 
come forth so temptingly garnished 
with originality that they are quite 
as welcome as anything new. 


While the basic ideas of Chaplin’s 
comedics.may not be illuminating lit- 
erary achievements, there is fre- 
quently in his pictures quite a strong 
suggestion of O.. Henry, possibly be- 
cause of the neat blending of pathos 
and humor. One could see ‘‘The Cir- 
cus’’ several times and in the end 
come, ayvvay with a fresh impression 
of .more than one passage that had 
escaped attention at a _ previous 
vision. One cf the appealing ideas in 
this current offering links up the 
beginning and end—a scrap of paper 
tells the tale. 


At the outset there is a flash of a 
star that adorns a circus hoop. Sud- 
denly it is torn by the bareback rider 
and the, hoop then forms the frame 
through -which is seen the sawdust 
ring, the top-hatted manager and 
the heterogeneous group in the seats. 
As a parting shot, just before the 
final fade-out, the Tramp (Mr. Chap- 
lin). is sitting all alone on a box. 
After. meditating on what has gone 
before; he rises to his feet, crumples 
up a star on a piece of tissue paper 
and kicks it away with his heel. You 
have thus the beginning and the end 
of the piece of paper, and in the 
meantime the Tramp has fallen in 
love; he has fought with. jealousy 
and resigned in favor of his rival; 
he has hated a. circus manager; seen 
the. color of real money and has had 
a. flood of. incidental experiences, 
And as he slowly waddles off onto 
the -horizon to the tune of ‘‘Blue 
Skies,’” he is back where he started 
on the adventure. 


In this’ picture: Chaplin has the 
brilliant idea of pitting his fun-mak- 
ing ability egainst that of average 
circus clowns;., Paradoxically, it is in 
his failure|to be comic in the eyes of 
the circus manager that he is suc- 
cessful.in stirring up cheer and sym- 
pathy from the audience witnessing 
the antics'on the screen. In brief 
interludes he juggles with sighs and 
laughter; he is perceived as a woe- 
begone spectacle at whom you look 
with mingled feelings of merriment 
and pity.. Circus. clowns plaster him 
with. soap-suds and he staggers 
around unable ,to.see, funny yet pa- 
thetic. 


The Tramp flops from grace on 
two occasions. The first time is when 
he tries to live up to those moments 
when he was inadvertently funny 
and the second is where the pangs 
of jealousy numb his jocose activities. 
Rex, the magnificent tight-rope 

plker, has stolen Merna’s heart. 
“Tramp clown sits beside Merna 

is Rex is hoisted to the dizzy heights 
of the big top. It is here that Mr. 
Chaplin does as fine a bit‘ of acting 
as he Has done in any of his pictures.

of a man after striking a ball on the 
putting green or after a billiard shot. 
The loudest laughter is aroused 


‘when the Tramp undertakes to re- 


place Rex: during the latter’s ab- 
sence. This is not because it is the 
funniest incident, but because the 
chapter in which he is seen with a 
lion is so good that the spectators ap- 
parently fear what may happen to 
the waddling little Tramp. Neither 
the lion stunt nor the tightrope se- 
quence is new, but the way in 
which Chaplin depicts them is so well 
thought up that they are irresistible. 

Through a desire to escape the 
Tramp finds himself in the lion’s 
cage, and when he tries to creep 
out the bolt drops, locking him in. 
Mr. Chaplin gives the picture of a 
man in a hopeless dilemma.’ Quiet 
seems to be his only chance as the 
lion is asleep—asleep but swishing 
its tail every now and. again, and 
sometimes licking its chops as if 
both thirsty and hungry. A little fox 
terrier appears outside the cage and 
starts barking, and none of the 
Tramp's grimaces or gestures suc- 
ceeds in. silencing the little animal. 
Hope comes to the Tramp when he 
sees Merna, but as soon as she ap- 
preciates the Tramp’s danger she 
promptly faints. The Tramp tosses 
the lion’s drinking water onto the 
unconscious girl, and then the beast 
awakens, stretches himself, rolls on 
his back, looks at the Tramp, and 
evidently decides to save him for a 
late dinner. This inspires courage 
in the Tramp’s bosom, and, eventual- 
ly, when Merna recovers and opens 
the door she perceives somewhat to 
her dismay the Tramp striking an 
attitude of a conqueror. She opens 
the door and the little man is reluc- 
tant to leave his friend the lion, but 
one move from the beast and the 
Tramp precipitates himself. through 
the door and does not stop until he 
has climbed. up a pole. 


In the tight-rope act Mr. Chaplin 
calls for a bit too much trouble for 
the Tramp, for besides realizing that 
the wire on.which ‘he is suspended 
has broken,» the Tramp is attacked 
by two monkeys. 

This production is much more like 
one of Chaplin’s old comedies than 
“The Kid’’ or “‘The Gold Rush.’ It 
relies at times on violence and fever- 
ish chases: Allan Garcia, as the cir- 
cus manager, plays his part with 
that vigor familiar’in ‘‘Easy Street’’ 
and other, Chaplin. films.. Merna 
Kennedy portrays the heroine, and 
she is not nearly so competent. as 
Georgia Hale, who supported Mr. 
Chaplin in ‘“‘The Gold Rysh.”’ Henry 
Bergman, one of Chaplin’s old stand-

Wild Nonsense. 
UITE the: antithesis to Chaplin’s 
Q clever humor is a screen concep- 
tion of Margaret Mayo’s play 
‘‘Baby Mine.”’ This is a feature that, 
with all its hardy attempt at fun, you 
could sit through without cracking a 
smile. The performers in the piece 
are clever, but they have been called 
upon to follow the direction of Rob- 
ert Z. Leonard, who, in turn, evi- 
dently had to stick to a farrago of 
nonsense. Karl Dane and George K. 
Arthur proved -themselves to be an 
excellent team in ‘‘Rookies,’’ but 
when it comes to Mr. Dane snatch- 
ing at a woman’s ankle to recover a 
sheet of paper and then being banged 
on the jaw with a sledge-hammer 
this actor cannot be held responsible 
for the witless conduct of the char- 
acter. 

Charlotte Greenwood figures in this 
hectic affair. She is agile and while 
her actions aroused mild amusement 
in the Capitol last week they cannot 
be construed as being really funny. 

A bit in this film that is remindful 
of ‘“‘The Unholy -Three’’ is where a 
midget takes the place of one of the 
babies.. This little man is dressed in 
infant’s clothes and he winks at the 
pretty. girls and delights in being 
carried: by them.

TILL another idea of humor was 
S presented by Sydney Chaplin, 

Charlie’s half-brother, in a film 
called ‘‘The Fortune Hunter.” This 
is a slapstick comedy with old re- 
liables turmed to use. Sydney Chap- 
lin has a number of minor gags, such 
as squeezing a banana into a glass 
and offering it to a drug store cus- 
tomer for a drink, and then squirt- 
ing lots of soda water at various in- 
dividuals. In another episode Sydney 
Chaplin digs up the idea of appear- 
ing in the fond embrace of a wax 
figure. When things are calming 
down Sydney Chaplin even resorts to 
using ancient eggs to add to the 
charm of his wit.

OUTLOOK IN GERMANY 





Gloomy Situation, Without Pictures of Ex- 
ceptional Quality, Described by Writer 


By C. HOOPER. TRASK. 


BERLIN. 

URING the seven years that I 

have been in Germany never 

has the film situation looked 

so black as at the present mo- 
ment. The Ufa, still in the strongest 
position, has not brought out a sin- 
gle picture of exceptional quality— 
indeed, I should even go further and 
class not one of their releases as of 
interest for general. American con- 
sumption. One or two other con- 
cerns are none too affluent, and the 
newly formed Defina, backed by 
First National, does not promise pic- 
tures of anything of mote than aver- 
age calibre. 

Just look, for instance, at the pro- 
gram of.the Ufa and the Parufamet, 
the distributing organization. in 
which Paramount and Metro have a 
share. Its backbone is the Hichberg 
and Schuenzel comedies; the Henny 
Porten dramas and farces. The 
Bichberg pictures, though popular ‘in 
Germany, are utterly unthinkable for 
America. Beside the. skillful and 
often subtle work of the Hollywood 
comedy diréctors this German prod- 
uct seems the crudest knock-about. 
Reinhold Schuenzel, as well, is a 
purely national figure. The Teutons 
like his dry humor, but he’ is a lim- 
ited player and his scenarios are 
without continuity or originality. 
Henny. Porten, who may be remem- 
bered by a few for her work as Anne 
Boleyn in ‘‘Deception,’’ is, on the 
contrary, a real artist. Her farces 
are often actually funny and her 
dramas of high quality, but her 
buxom figure bars her from ever 
winning an American following. 

The season is half over and not 
one of the big Ufa features for which 
the tom-tom has-been - vigorously 
beaten has lived up to expectation. 

You already know the operetta 
film “The Last Waltz,” so I need 
not report how sad it seemed after 
the delicate ‘‘Waltz Dream.”’ Its re- 
ception in Germany was: ‘‘Just 
another operetta picture!’’

A Sparkless Picture. 


HEN Karl Grune’s “Am Rande 
der Welt’”’ (On the Edge of the 
World) came .and sprawled 

down sickeningly. This director has 
been touted as one of the big Ger- 
man megaphone handlers, but I per- 
sonally could never catch the spark 
in his work. His last film is one of 
those abstract pacifistic affairs 
which are commendable in tendency 
but don’t help their cause because of 
their sterilized impersonality. 
It seems that two nations with 
equally comic uniforms are making 
war upon each other. In a mill which 
lies near the border a spy is at his 
evil work with a concealed telephone. 
Boom! Boom! The enemy capture the 
mill. The spy sends wrong messages 
to save the miller’s daughter, whom 
he loves, but she falls for the young 
enemy Lieutenant.

After 
this sour lemonade one rushes out 
longing for a good strong draft of the 
refreshing concreteness of ‘‘What 
Price Glory’”’ or ‘‘The Big Parade.’’

PARTICULAR disappointment 
A to me was another Ufa picture, 
“The Love of Jeanne Ney.’’ 
Its director, G. W. Pabst, has been 
a favorite of mine for years and I. 
was glad to see his talent come to 
fruition in the brilliant Freud film 
“Secrets of the Soul.’’ In this last 
film, however, he has missed the 
mark by half a house. The novel by 
Ilya Ehrenburg from which the pic- 
ture was taken is, I am told, an ex- 
cellent and suggestive piece of work, 
but the scenario is lacking in con- 
centration and consistency. 


It. begins in the Crimea just after 
the close of the World War. Jeanne, 
the daughter of a French journalist, 
and Andreas, a Soviet leader, are at- 
tracted to each other. The Soviets 
take the city and Jeanne’s father is 
killed. But she herself is helped by 
her lover to escape to Paris. There 
she takes a position as secretary to 
her uncle, a callous private. detec- 
tive. His daughter is blind and 
Chalybieff, a swindler who has been 
partially responsible for the death of 
Jeanne’s father, is making love to 
the blind girl in: order to get her 
dowry. Andreas is sent to Paris on 


a secret mission and he and Jeanne! 


meet often. The uncle has a very 


valuable diamond in his safe and is- 


murdered by Chalybieff while he is 


stealing the jewel. The swindler is|. 


able to throw suspicion on. Andreas, 
who is unwilling to tell his where- 
abouts as he had. spent the night 
with Jeanne. Jeanne, however, re- 
members that Chalybieff had seen 
them together on the night of the 
murder and goes to ask help. He be- 
lieves that she knows the truth and 
gives up the jewel. 


The scenes in Russia are promising 
in their melancholy drabness, but so 
soon as the action shifts to Paris all 
atmosphere is lost. The. uncle is 
handled in a cheaply humorous style 
and the blind: daughter is such a side 
issue a8 never to ‘awaken our inter- 





tice the much discussed ‘Franco-Ger- 
man alliance against America. If 
this is going to be typical of the re- 
sults (as [Tam afraid -it will be), 
Hollywood: will be able to sleep 
nights again. 

Of course, the season is hardly 
half over and all my gloomy prog- 
nostications may be refuted in the 
Spring. “Surely nothing could be 
more’ desirablé, “as” Hollywood with- 
out Buropean stimulation is unthink- 
able. And several of the promised 
Ufa releases read most encour- 
agingly. Fritz Lang of “‘Metropolis’’ 
has completed ‘‘Spione,’’ Elisabet 
Bergner will star in ‘‘Donna Diana,’’ 
‘“‘The Mysterious Mirror’ is said to 
bring entirely novel technical ef- 
fects. And Erich Pommer is back 
again with a series of three films in 
view.

OT to leave a bad taste in your 
mouth, let me mention briefly

ery which departed far from accus- 
tomed usage; the dispensing with 
much of the bogus supernaturalism 
of the old libretto; the designation of 
Mephistopheles as a type of mur 
derous,’ soul-destroying intellectual; 
his appearance in different disguises; 
his representation as a part of 
Faust’s own soul, and so forth. 

Most of the changes made were 
consistent with a central dramatic 
idea, and effective im the ‘thea- 
tre. The absence of certain theatri- 
cal passages of the Barbier- 
Carré lHbretto was disadvantageous 
to the production, nor was their 
Omission always consistent with 
the general tenor of the new ideas. 
If Marguerite, for example, could be 
confronted by fiendish wraiths, now 
visible, now vanishing, in the cathe- 
dral scene, why should it have been 
deemed too absurd for consideration 
to show on the stage the philosopher 
Faust’s vision? Faust’s vision of 
Marguerite, in the first scene, was 
not shown to the audience: Instead, 
Faust, tempted by Mephistopheles, 
hesitated until the fiend bade ‘him 
gaze into a crystal ball. What Faust 
saw there was not clear to the 
beholders, although the explanation 
‘was unmistakable in Gounod’s or- 
chestra, which anticipates in this 
place the love music of the second 
act. Thus a central dramatic point 
of the opera as Gounod conceived it 
was gone. Nor was the omission of 
the vision of Marguerite, on the part 
of those who have invoked Goethe’s 
poem in preference to Gounod’s 
libretto, just in the philosophic sense. 
This was the vision that woke in 
Faust’s breast the longing for his 
lost youth, for the passion and beauty 
that his isolation had denied him, 
for the moment that he might pray 
to linger. Lacking its visualization 
in the theatre, there is no explana- 
tion of the forces that agitate the 
philosopher’s soul. Therefore, in- 
stead of furnishing the audience 
with an elucidative libretto, the au- 
thor asked assistance in this place of 
listeners fortunately acquainted with 
the opera as it_ originally stands.

Modern Theory. 

And that is theoretical opera, 
poor drama and poor theatre. 
Poor theatre, .also, was the ar- 
rangement of the meeting of Faust 
and Marguerite in the Kermesse 
scene. If, for. practical or ar- 
tistic. reasons, the American Opera 
Company wanted the Kermesse scene 
to.take place inside a hostelry of 
popular repute, well and good, but 
stage business should have been bet- 
ter contrived for the momentous 
meeting, of. the pair, There is the- 
atrical virtue, if there is nothing else, 
inthe old stage business. If this 
business, is to be changed its effect 
should not be lost. The only justifi- 
cation, under any circumstances, for 
a change in the letter of a master- 
piece, is intensification of its essen- 
tial idea. And ‘‘Faust,” the Gounod 
*‘Faust,’’ is a masterpiece in its kind. 
The changes we have just mentioned 
were not improvements, but loss of 
theatrical impact and effect. It may 
also be asked whether it is necessary 
or entirely consistent to dispense so 
rigorously with supernaturalism in 
certain places, and gladly admit it in 
others. And is this just to Goethe and 
the color of the whole Faust legend?

An educated 
public appeared to enjoy the process, 
in spite of youth, a degree of ama- 
teurishness, deficiencies of execution 
and debatable experiments on the 
part of the performers, 

In the past two seasons we have 
seen in this city various methods of 
reviving operas of past periods. They 
range from. M. Gatti-Casazza’s superb 
revivals of ‘‘La Vestale,”’ ‘‘Norma,’’ 
“Le Prophéte,’’ to the ‘‘Faust’’ under 
discussion, and to the various experi- 
ments in the dramatizing of opera by 
the musical contingent of the Mos- 
cow Art Theatre seen here in a pre- 
vious season. The Musical Studio of 
the Moscow Art Theatre experiment- 
ed disastrously with operettas of Of- 
fenbach and other works of the 
lighter genre. Its “‘Carmencita and 
the Soldier,’’ however, a newly cre- 
ated drama, accompanied by a re- 
arranged and somewhat mangled 
version of Bizet’s music—and a dese- 
cration of ‘‘Carmen’’ the opera, if 
considered with that comparison in 
mind—was a magnificently prophetic 
glimpse of at least one phase of the 
future of the opera house. 


How far shall the producer go in 
reviving an old work? How many 
old works will stand revival in any 
form? Certainly not all of them. 
There is no rule that can be followed 
in this, no criterion which can be 
definitely and permanently estab- 
lished; and there is ground for im- 
mense diversity of opinion. The 
“Faust” story is extremely dramatic 
and adaptable to modern theatrical 
presentation. Could ‘‘Norma’”’ be 
modernized? Hardly, and heaven for- 
bid! Could a manager give a modern 
version of ‘“‘Prophéte’’? We would be 
afraid to see it, especially after be- 
holding the admirable revival of 
Meyerbeer’s opera at the Metropoli- 
tan.

Dramatic Currents. 


M. Gatti-Casazza'’s faithful and 
elaborate revivals have been of the 
greatest interest to the student or 
operagoer conversant with history 
and tradition. They have had a 
hearty response, particularly in the 
case of ‘‘Norma,’”’ from the public 
that frequents the Metropolitan Opera 
House. In spirit as well as style they 
have restored much of the splendor 
of half-forgotten works that were 
supreme in their day.

There were several causes for this, 
aside from a worthy English transla- 
tion and its clear, practical énuncia- 
tion by the singers.. There was the 
modern techni¢ of singers prepared 
in plastic as well as ‘vocal interpreta 
tion and action logically demanded 
by the libretto, who never forgot 
their places as elements of vigorous 
and original ensemble, The perform- 
ance also pointed out thé advantages, 
indeed the imperative heed in opera 
of the modern cast, for unified artis- 
tic direction, radiating from a single 
source. Every singer was cognizant 
of main lines as well as detail of this 
conception, and alert in carrying 
them out. Finally, there was an or- 
Banization with no oppressive past or 
encumbering present to hamper the 
free play of its ideas. Youth and a 
light knapsack, willing, whatever its 
shortcomings of experience or of 
ripened wisdom, to attempt and if 
necessary to fail! This is an attitude 
badly needed if America is to gen- 
erate some operatic traditions of her 
own, to replace those on which she 
has lived, which are of foreign im- 
portation, and the accretion of past 
periods. Not that fresh artistic ad- 
ventures can or will replace the 
achievements of our greatest lyric 
theatres, with their unparalleled re- 
sources for the production of opera 
as originally conceived and in full 
measure of Old World glory. We 
could not dispense with these things 
if we would, and no person of bal- 
anced judgment or appreciation 
would wish to do so. But we must 
go further afield for agencies ca- 
pable of bringing home the lyric 
drama to the great public of today, 
a public which is more or less im- 
pervious, and rightly so, to outworn 
practices of the opera house. This 
public demands something different, 
and in course of time will get it. 
The signs multiply that realization 
is near. Fresh operatic methods, 
fresh dramatic-lyric conceptions, 
strongly influenced by modern musi- 
cal currents and by ideas of the mod- 
ern theatre, will come into favor, 
and the artists will be fortunate who 
successfully show the way. iIn turn, 
as these methods become familiar on 
the native stage, and evoke response 
from the public, so. will they prove | 
suggestive and stimulating to native | 
composers. Change is due in the do- 
main of_the lyric drama, which has 
becn suffering one of its periodic de- 
clines. This change undoubtedly will 
be in the direction of a greater flexi- 
bility, logic and dramatic verity.

PRAGUE HEARS ENGLISH MUSIC 





ACLOV TALICH, the conduc- 

tor of the Czech Filharmonic, 

is presenting contemporary 

foreign music in a series of 
twenty Filharmonic concerts in 
Prague. For this purpose he enlisted 
the cooperation of Dr. Jan Branber- 
ger, Director of the Prague Conser- 
vatory, and is conducting in the 
present season six symphony con- 
certs at which the contemporary 
music of France, England, Italy, 
Russia, Yugoslavia and Poland is 
being performed. Preceding each 
of these symphony. concerts a cham- 
ber music concert of the conserva- 
tory and a lecture concerning the 
modern music of the respective na- 
tion are given. In this way it came 
about that a festival. of English 
music took place on Dec. 11 and 12, 
when Basil Maine gave the lecture on 
English contemporary music. The 
names of the composers who 
were represented are: Elgar, 
Delius, Holst, Williams, Goossens, 
Scott and Bliss. ‘‘The well-informed 
Prague public,’’ says The Telegraph, 
‘would also have gladly heard other 
representative composers, such as 
Bax, Berners, Frank Bridge, Ireland 
and others, but this was clearly im- 
possible in only two concerts. The 
concerts as presented, however, gave 
quite a representative picture of the 
present field of English music. In 
the Filharmonic concert,. which was 





directed by Talich with fine under- 
standing, the leader of the new Eng- 
lish music, Edward Elgar, was rep- 
resented by his masterly ‘Introduction 
and Allegro’ for strings. This was 
followed by an older composition of 
Delius, the symphonic poem, ‘Paris,’ 
which in the spirit of its time is 
worked out effectively. However, it 
did not fit into the setting of the con- 
cert. We really do not regard Delius 
as an actual English composer, de- 
spite the fact that he was born in 
England. 

“The surprise of the concert was 
the little, but very spirited, ‘Fugal 
Overture’ of Gustav Holst. Prague 
knew only an older work of this com- 
poser, ‘The Planets,’ and therefore 
was all the more surprised by this 
fresh, temperamental work out of 
the later period of his work, even 
though many found that it reminded 
them of Stravinsky in its use of the 
rhythmic element. This work had, 
in its splendid performance, a very 
warm reception. The most truly Eng- 
lish work in the concert was, how- 
ever, the ‘Pastoral Symphony’ of 
Vaughan Williams. 

“As an introduction to the cham- 
ber music concert, Basil Maine, 
in his lecture, presented the problem 
of nationalism in music: He main- 
tained, and very rightly, that na- 
tionalism cannot be considered as 
being bound by narrow geographical 





borders. On the other hand, the 
spirit of speech and the transforma- 
tion of folk music are the main ele- 
ments of a national school, as it is 
cultivated in England. In the second 
half he discussed the leading répre- 
sentatives of modern Einglish music, 
and illustrated his discussion with 
the performance of folk tunes’ and 
one movement of the ’céllo sonata 
by Ireland. The concert of the Con- 
servatory brought several very inter- 
esting proofs of Mr. Maine’s conten- 
tion. These were the three very 
fine songs on a text from‘the Mid- 
dle Ages by Holst, and three ron- 
dels, ‘Merciless Beauty,” by Wil- 
liams. In their archaistic manner 
the noble tradition of English. song 
and the relation of today and yester- 
day were well presented. These 
simple lays also made a deep impres- 
sion. The opposite of this traditional 
music was represented by the best 
received work of the evening, the 
suite of small pieces, ‘Conversations,’ 
by Bliss. All these little pieces are 
very fresh, humorous and witty, but 
I regard especially the last of his 
rhythmic pieces, ‘In the Tube at Ox- 
ford-Circus,’ as characteristic of the 
modern spirit in English music. 
‘The two concerts and the lecture 
of Mr. Maine dispersed the some- 
what harsh judgments against mod- 
ern English music, and widened the 
horizon of the Prague public.’’

But we Germans seem 
unable to' get enough Verdi; ‘more 
than other nations: we need opera, 
real-opera,: even if it is real Italian 
opera. . ‘‘Trovatore” and ° “‘Rigo- 
letto’’ are great favorites in Ger- 
many; and whoever is attracted 
by these works must also recognize 
‘Luisa Miller,”” which was written 
only a few years before, in 1848, The 
unpleasant fact that the book of 
“Luisa Miller’’ destroys thé poetic 
splendor of one of the greatest Ger- 
man dramatic masterpiecés, Schil- 
ler's ‘‘Kabale und Liebe,” must be 
overlooked. But. must one really do 
that? Is the relation of ‘Luisa 
Miller’ to “‘Kabale und Liebe’’ the 
same as, for example, that of Gou- 
nod’s “‘Faust’’ and’ Thomas’s ‘‘Mig- 
non’’ to their respective ‘poetic pro- 
totypes? I find nothing of what one 
might call a profanation. It was the 
worthy Cammarano (who also did 
the libretto for ‘‘Trovatore’’) who 
made the operatic version of the 
Schiller play. Time and placé are 
changed—the ‘seventeenth instead of 
the eighteenth century t represernt-: 
ed; there is a somewhat comic and 
abstract Tyrol instead of a little Ger- 
man residential city; of the setting of 
Schiller’s youthful revolutionary play 
nothing is left except ‘the principal 
characters and bare skeleton of the 
action. But the essential human ele- 
ment has remained; it has been sim- 
plified and in a few spots, even deep- 
ened. Such a text is really a good 
one, precisely because it changes 
Schiller about so completely and be- 
cause it gives to Verdi that which 
Verdi always demands—strong, big 
situations, passions, explosions in 
every scene. And in the music one 
recognizes Verdi at every step. There 
is not one false, one petty note in it. 
Many pages are more craftsmanlike 
than ‘‘Trovatore’’ or ‘‘Traviata,’’ to 
say nothing of later works. Verdi 
was often hurried in his work of com- 
position. There are a few really 
great arias and finales and the final 
act grows to a sudden greatness 
which recalls the third act. of the 
‘Ballo. in Maschera.’’ Only great 
singers would be needed in. order to 
help this ‘‘Luisa: Miller’? along to a 
triumphal march through Germany 
and possibly even beyond.

The last act is ‘practically all a 
monologue of despair by the deluded 
wretch groveling in the cellar. Here 
the sentimentalism of the composer, 
so discreet in his Venetian operas 
and a bit conventional elsewhere, as- 
sumes an intimate nobility; forgetful 
of effect, and. an impassioned fervor 
that goes far to redeem the. theatri- 
cal excesses of the second. 

It is perhaps debatable whether the 
dramatic material is not too tenuous 
for such extensive elaboration. The 
orchestration, as a rule so contained 
and nicely fitted to the subject in 
the later works of the Venetian com- 
poser, may seem to some a trifle 
heavy in “Sly.” ‘There are’ many 
passages that are positively Straus- 
sian. One frequently has the im- 
pression of an Italian assimilation 
of the author of “‘Rosenkavalier,’’ 
tempered by a Latin sense of re- 
straint and proportion. One feels 
that Wolf-Ferrari is so overflowing

in this case shows Dolly, surfeited 
with her loveless gilded existence at 
the earl’s court, first pitying Sly, 
and then sincerely returning his love. 
Bat when she has stolen into the 
csllar by night to plan an elopement 
with the deluded poet, she finds him 
cying, a’ suicide, with her name on 
his lips. 

From this rather slender material 
of cbvious theatrical effect, Forzano 
has évolved a libretto full of move- 
mefit and color. He has expanded 
the lyric moments of the play and 
reduced to a minimum the accessory 
episodes of the action; the first act 
remains, perhaps, even excessively 
schematic. The. comic, fabulous and 
pathetic elements are giveA free 
rein. This variation of ingredients 
no doubt carries its popular appeal, 
though from a more rigorous stand- 
point their imperfect fusion gives an 
indeterminate charecter to the lib- 
retto. Yet the plot is. skillfully 
woven, the erotic verse is sincere, 
direct and vibrant, and the theatrical 
machinery is hidden with sufficient 
cleverness, As the story progresses 
the hearer almost forgets the arti- 
fice and finds his interest absorbed 
by the tragedy that breaks the heart 
of the suffering Sly. 

In this score Wolf-Ferrari is far 
from the Venetian settecento atmos- 
phere in which he has made his 
most durable ‘successes. Here he is 
in another climate, Elizabethan Eng- 
land. This setting afforded him an 
opportunity, though perilous, for 
local color; .The composer states 
that he studied a group of English, 
Scotch and Irish folksongs, assimi- 
lated. them.nd then purposely for- 
got them: He wished to avoid mak- 
ing a patchwork of local-color, but 
knew that fragments of these tunes 
would return unconsciously here and 
there’ to. give British tints to his 
stream of Italian melody. 

In “Sly” we find once again that 
broad river of flowing “melody of 
typical Wolf-Ferrarian stamp, facile 
but not banal, well-sustained and 
solidly constructed, and free from 
repetitions. It is not original melody, 
but it is.invariably distinguished and 
appropriate; and, above all, trans- 
parent and theatrical. Its bourgeois 
sentimentality tends more toward a 
German romantic flavor than toward 
the operatic Italianisms of Puccini 
and of the Zandonai-Giordano crowd. 


The comic situations have given the 
composer frequent opportunities to 
exercise that sense of caricature, and 
also of characterization, of which he 
has given us such brilliant examples 
in the Goldonian comedies.. We may 
mention in’ passing one such episode, | © 
the playing et bear in the tavern.

The circumstance that its libretto is 
in Italian should permit a wider in- 
ternational diffusion of the score 
than: wes possible for the Goldonian 
comedies, handicapped by the draw- 
backs of what constitutes at the 
same time their greatest charm, the 
Venetian dialect.. The opera has ele- 
ments of appeal to all tastes. 

The Scala production, characteris- 
tically sumptuous, under the baton 
of Panizza, left something to be de- 
sired from the point of view of en- 
semble, but the creation of the title 
réle by Aureliano Pertile afforded 
another example of the amazing ver- 
satility of this finished and most sat- 
isfying artist. He was ably sup- 
ported by Margaret Sheridan (Dolly) 
and by the baritones Rossi-Morelli 
(Earl of Westmoreland) and Badini 
(John Plake). A boys’ chorus (the 
pages) that mounted to F sharp re- 
suited in certain needlessly strident 
effects.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a music critic of long standing 
and a librettist of considerable ex- 
perience, I ask you to make room, if 
possible in néxt Sunday’s issue, for 
this letter, which, I believe, voices 
the opinion of most operagoers, all 
composers and all librettists. 

In his “advance notices,” M. 
Viadimir Rosing, founder and direc- 
ter of the young American Opera 
Company, with an all-American ag- 
gregation of singers but with assur- 
edly Russian tendencies, announces 
strange changes in its performances 
of ‘‘Faust,’’ which concern the pro- 
tagonists, especially Mephistopheles. 


Mme, Jeritza, atthe same time, 
lets us know that, in her interpreta- 
tion (or misinterpretation) of Car- 
men she will pay less attention to 
the gypsy girl described in the libret- 
to, (an unquestioned masterpiece) 
than to the original novel of Prosper 
Mérimée, 


It is against these rather impu- 
dent and assuredly illogical and in- 
artistic new departures I set down 
this protest. ; 


What is an opere? It is the musical 
and histrionic expression by means of 
words, tones and acting of a libretto. 

It was not ‘to interpret’ the pro- 
fundities of Goethe that Gounod 

composed his score; but to give 
miisical expression to the ideas and 
words of Barbier and Carré. Nor 
did Bizet’ invent his score to suit 
Mérimeé’s hefoirie, but’ that of 
Meilhac and Halévy, great libret-

ESIGNERS of sports dress are 

“bringing out attractive. outfits 

to meet every possible require- 
ment’ of the women motorists. The 
present mid-season showing is more 
varied and more complete than any 
that has been shown in former years. 
It ineludes motor clothes for differ- 
ent ¢ . tes and localities, especially 
@ great number intended for the 
South, which will answer as well 
here for the months until early Sum- 
mer styles appear. 

Motor dress is, in a way, sports 
dress, but it offers a complex prob- 
lem, for the costume has to be se- 
lected to fit any one of many differ- 
ent purposes. French and American 
couturiéres have created exceedingly 
smart sports suits and ensembles 
this season which meet this de- 
mand, offering the woman motorist 
a dregs that will be suitable for al- 
most any incident of a short drive. 
Costumed in this manner, a woman is 
ready to step from her car and walk, 
pay an informal visit, or stop for 
lunch or tea at a fashionable res- 
taurant. The afternoon or more for- 
mal street dress is still, if not a 
requisite on such occasions, at least 
better form, though much latitude 
is permitted.

NE Parisian couturiére who has 
turned out attractive models in 
motoring dress is Jane Regny. 

Her costumes seem to have been 
thought out with a view to success 
both in ‘style and service. Her mate- 
rials are invariably those that will 
atand wear and keep a fairly fresh 
appearance... They ere the soft 
woolens, mixtures, light-weight 
tweeds and the heavier crépes. In 
her wool frocks she has done some 
interesting things in suit models, in 
which the material is put together 
in sections very subtly, and straps, 
folds and buttons, and some pleating, 
are used with restraint. 

This designer, like many others, 
lays particular emphasis on the 
bodice or overblouse, for this is im- 
portant im a two-piece that is worn 
under a coat, She makes a practical 
model of flat crépe in two shades 
of blue. It has a regulation kilt 
skirt made of dark blue attached to 
an under-slip, which is sleeveless 
and has at the top a little vest of 
the same shade as the skirt. With 
it is a long slip-on blouse with long, 
close-fitting sleeves, of which the V 
meck and cuffs are finished with 
double bands of the light and dark 
crépe, sealloped on the edge. A 
handsome detail of this suit is a belt 
formed of large silver links drawn 
low about the hips. 


PORTS and motor clothes by 

Worth this season have a dis- 

tinctly English touch. Among 
them are some swagger suits made 
of rough tweeds and mixtures in soft 
greens, blue, burgundy and beige, 
as well as of Rodier kashmere and 
Angora wools. These featherweight 
wool suits are made on lines rather 
more elaborate than those of the 
usual sports type. One has a two- 
tiered. skirt, with the hem of each 
tier finished in shallow scallops—a 
distinct departure in the handling of 
the taflored sports dress.

Washable. velvet is successfully 
used also in another model. This 
has a skirt of double box pleats 
stitched down several inches from 
the belt and a-short, straight jacket 
of café au lait with a jumper of 
beige and gold. These elaborated 
sports suits are charmingly adapted 
to motoring short distances to a 
luncheon or tea party and are sup- 
plemented with top coats of heavy 
wool, either fur trimmed or all of 
fur. The last word in these is a

Program Depicting the French in Northern 
Africa Promises Vivid Scenes 


REPARATIONS are well ad- 

vanced for the annual Beaux 

Arts Ball, which is to be held 
in the grand ballroom suite of the 
Hotel Astor on Jan. 27 for the bene- 
fit of the student fund of the Beaux 
Arts Institute of Design. The plan 
of the ball varies in every particular 
from its predecessors, which have 
marked artistic achievements in the 
history of the institute and which 
always have had the support of the 
worlds of society and art. 

The ball will be preceded by a2 
historical pageant entitled ‘‘The 
French Occupation of Africa—1847,’’ 
which will recount the victories of 
France that culminated in the sur- 
render of Abd-el Kader, the Arab 
chief, to General Lamoriciere, who 
headed the French troops. That vic- 
tory placed France in possession of 
a vast colonial empire. 

The pageant will enlist the services 
of 500 persons, and both in it and in 
the surroundings of the ballroom 
and the foyers leading to it there 
will be an endeavor to reproduce 
features of that period of the nine- 
teenth century. 


HILIP CUSACHS and Ben Ali

eant. Its first scene will suggest 
the “Spirit of the Sahara’’ through- 
out the ages and the chief figure in 
it will. be Natcha Rambova. The 
next scene will represent the desert 
itself and will open with a call to 
prayer by a muezzin. Caravans will 
pass, followed by an Arab bridal 
procession, and then, going back 
into the history of France, there will 
follow Louis IX, King of France— 
St. Louis as he was styled—as he 
appeared in Egypt while leading his 
last crusade. 

Spain, who envied France her pos- 
sessions’ across the Mediterranean, 
will be represented in another epi- 
sode by the soldier, statesman and 
ecclesiast, Cardinal Ximenes, and 
his entourage. He will be imperson- 
ated by Vincent Serrano. In con- 
trast to these grandeés and soldiers 
of Spain there will be a group of 
Algerian and Turkish pirates with 
Christian captives, 

Next will follow a pantomime de- 
picting the confederation of the 
North African tribes endeavoring to 
hold out against the French inva- 
gion. Abd-el Kader will be shown in 
his, courtyard awaiting the attack, 
surrounded by his sheiks. <A feast 
will be in progress, with women of 
the harem and whirling dervishes 
dancing after the fashion of the his- 
torical Ouled Nail dancers, who will 
be impersonated by Albertina Rasch 
and her corps de ballet.

‘By GEORGE BERNARD SHAW. 
--Let me introduce myself—Bernard 
Shaw. 

oI am-asked to give you a specimen 
of spoken English, but first let me 
give you, a warning,. You think you 
are hearing my voice, but unless you 
Know how to use your gramophone 
properly, what you are. hearing may 
be something grotesquely unlike any 
sound that has ever come from my 
lips. * * * 

Now, the worst of it is that I ¢an- 
not ‘tell you how to find the right 
speed for me. Those of you who 
have heard me speak, either face to 
face with me, or over the wireless, 
will have no difficulty. You have 
just to change the speed until you 
recognize the. voice you .remember. 
But what are you to do if you have 
never heard me? Well, I can give 
you a hint that will help you. If 
what you hear is very. disappointing 
and you feel instinctively ‘‘that must 
be a horrid man,’’ you may be quite 
assured the speed is wrong. Slow it 
down until you feel that you are 
listening to an amiable old gentle- 
man of 71 with'a rather pleasant 
Trish voice, then that is me. All the 
other people whom you hear at the 
other speeds are impostors—sham 
Shaws, phantoms who never existed. 

Variable Standards, 


Now, whether you are a foreigne: 
or a native, the first thing I must 
impress-on you is that there is no 
stch thing as ideally correct English. 
No- two British subjects speak ex- 
actly alike. I am a member of a 
committee established by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation for the 
purpose of deciding how the utter 
ances of speakers employed by the 
corporation should be pronounced in 
order that they should be a model 
of correct English speech ‘for the 
British Islands. All the members of 
that committee are educated persons 
whose speech would pass as correct 
and refined in any society or any 
employment in London. The Chair- 
man is ‘the poet laureate, who is not 
only an artist whose materials are 
the sounds of spoken English, but a 
specialist in their pronounciation. 
One of our members is Sir Johnston 
Forbes-Robertson, famous not only 
us an actor but for the beauty of 
his speech. 

I: was selected for serving on the 
committee because as a writer of 
plays I am accustomed to superin- 
tend their rehearsals and to listen 
critically to the way in which they 
are spoken by actors who are by 
profession trained speakers, being 
myself a public speaker of long ex- 
perience. 

That committee knows as much as 
any one about English speech and 
yet its members do not agree as to 
the pronunciation of some of the 
simplest and the commonest words in 
the English language. The two 
simplest and commonest words in 
any language are ‘‘yes’’ and ‘‘no.”’ 
But no two members of the commit- 
tee pronounce them exactly alike. 
All that can be said is that every 
member pronounces them in such a 
way that they would not only be in- 
telligible in every English-speaking 
country, ‘but ‘would stamp the 
speaker as a cultivated person as 
distinguished from an ignorant and 
illiterate one. * *.* I wish I could 
offer you your choice among them 
all as a model, but for the moment 
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Advice. to. Foreigners. 
I am, now, pedis! to address me oe

GYPSY SCHOOL IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
MAKES MUSIC ITS CHIEF STUDY 





HILE Czechoslovak legislators 

and other State authorities 

are debating the necessity of 
special laws to minimize what many 
citizens describe as the ‘“‘pest of 
gypsies,”’ the Department of Educa- 
tion is doing its bit toward solving 
the problem by establishing special 
gypsy schools in places where these 
more or less picturesque nomads stop 
long enough to make such action 
practical. 

The first of these schools is located 
in a suburb of the city of Uzhorod, 
the capital of the Province of Ru- 
thenia, close to the Rumanian border. 
It has been in existence slightly more 
than a year and the authorities in 
Prague are understood to be well 
satisfied with the results thus far. 
According to an account of a visit by 
a German writer in the Leipziger 
Volkszeitung, it is the only one in 
Europe. 

The building in which the gypsy 
children are being instructed in mu- 
sic and to read and write is modern 
in construction and was built by the 





gypsies themselves with the aid. of 
65,000 crowns (about $1,900) supplied 
by the city, the State and ‘‘Pan Mas- 
aryk.”’ It is in striking contrast to 
the miserable huts in which live the 
twenty-five or more gypsy families 
that have become so ‘civilized’ as 
to remain in .one:.spot long enough 
to raise their children to a state of 
self-support.. Thus far the means of 
support have consisted in ‘begging, 
dog-catching, street cleaning, fortune 
telling and theft. 

Pan Svestak, the young teacher 
from Uzhorod in charge of the 
school, has learned the gypsy tongue, 
although the official language of in- 
struction is Slovak, and is in high 
favor with both his pupils and their 
parents. So well have the young 
gypsies progressed. with their musi- 
cal studies that the State has pre- 
sented thirty of them with violins 
as rewards and as incentives to fur- 
ther study. 

Connected with the school is a soup 
kitchen run by the Red Cross, which 
partly makes up for the chronic food 
shortage among the gypsies.

Farnham in recent years has. been 


' an ecclesiastical white elephant, ven- 
| erated by all churchmen because of 


its associations, but fdr more expen- 
sive to maintain than any of its occu- 
pants.could. afford. The cost of its 
upkéep is now to be borne by the 
entite southern province, and the new 
Bishop of Guildford, in whose’ dico- 
cese it now is, will not be asked to 
shoulder the burden of its mainte- 
nance. 


A Castle of Memories. 


It Is a ‘wonderful old treasure house 
of memories, as lovely as it is his- 
toric. Its stately red brick mass 
crowns the hill outside Farnham and 
commands a view of the hop fields 
for miles around. Dark cedars of 
Lebanon shadow its weathered and 
mossy walls. Two sundials, gray 
with age, Occupy places on one of its 
turreted towers, and it is easy to 
guess, as oné walks around its ex- 
terior, that the walls of some of. its 
oldest parts are very thick and have 
secret passages and spiral staircases 
running through: them. 

The rambling old castle contains 
sixty-four rooms, fourteen staircases 
and two miles of carpets. It takes 
a ton of coal a day to heat it and its 
roof. is exactly one acre in area, 
and meither..heating nor servants 
are as cheap today as they were in 
the days when the Diocese of Win- 
chester was coterminous with the old 
Kingdom of Wessex. 

There was a time when the power 
ful bishops of Winchester had other 
residences besides Farnham,. but the 
palace at Southwark and the vari- 
ous ‘other big houses that belonged 
to the bishopric in its great days 
havé been parted with one by one,

back to the shadowy days before the 
Normans, when’ , King of 
the West Saxons, granted the manor 
of Farnham to, Bishop SWithin in

ard, Gervais and Protais,.the rainy 
saints of. France, and St. Godelieve, 
the rainy saint of Flanders. st. 
Swithin'’s Day is July 15, and the be- 
Hef ‘is. still: current in England that 
if. it. tains.on that day it will con- 
tinue to rain for forty days. 
King Alfred Built Moat. 

King Alfred is known to have built 
a moat around St. Swithin’s castlé’ 
at Parnham~as;one of his strong- 
holds against the raiding Danes, but 
it was not tintil 1136, in Stepheri’s 
reign, that the building of the pres- 
ent castle ‘was begun by Henry de 
Blois, a brother. of the King, who 
was then Bishop of Winchester: and 
Abbot of Glastonbury. Henry III 
tore down much of it and afterward 
rebuilt it; Charles I garrisoned it, 
and Bishop Morley. restored it to its 
present Condition in 1684. 

Its most interesting feature is the 
mound from which it is possible to 
look down on its inner court and 
chapel. Unlike most earth mounds 
of the type, it is cased in stone and 
was once used as a keep with a liv- 
ing place for soldiers at the top of 
it. Such mounds are often found at- 
tached to Norman castles, and ar- 
chaeologists know them well, but the 
stone casing of the Farnham mound 
is unique. 

Episcopal residénces of such feudal 
proportions. date to. the wellestab- 
lished tradition that a Bishop, being 
a Prince of the Church, required a 
princely palace to live in. The tra- 
dition works harshly in these mod- 
ern days, but bishops’ castles and 
palaces and courts still remain. 
Farnham Castle, in what was; until 
Oct. 1, the Diocese of Winchester; 
Auckland Castle, in’the Diocese of 
Durham; Hartlebury Castle, in the 
Diocese of Worcestor, and Rose 
Castle, in the Diocese of Carlisle, are 
perhaps even more glaring anachron- 
isms than Lambeth Palace, the resi- 
dence of the Archbishop of Cantcr- 
bury; Fulham Palace, the Bishop of 
London’s home}; Cuddesdon Palace, 
at Oxford, and the various ‘‘palaces’’ 
and “old palaces’’ of most of the 
other bishops. 


Still, there is a certain British sen- 
sitiveness, which remains to this day, 
on the subject of the proper housing 
of bishops. The Bishop of Liverpool 
first chose as his address 19 Aber- 
cromby Square, but, this being 
thought too plebeian,; it was changed 
to The Palace, 19 Abercromby 
Square, and this in time was changed 
again. to. Bishop’s. Lodge, 19..Aber- 
cromby Square. There are also sev- 
eral Bishop’s Courts; Bishop’s Crofta, 
Bishop’s Manors, Bishop’s Houses, 
and even a Bishop’s Hostel.

Legislative Council. Mr. Jadhav, 
the ex-Ministér,’ wants to prevent 
early marriagés, or marriages of in- 
fants,/as he puts it, his measure 
being / founded tpon increasing ob- 
jections among educated people 
against a practice that is considered 
highly dangerous to the community. 
The total number of married chil- 
dren between the ages of 5 and 
10, says Mr, Judhay, is nearly 350,- 
000, and 14 per cent, of all the Hindu 
girls’ in the Bombay Presidency are 
married between the ages of.6 and 
10. | This is ‘a social problem that 
Hing@u leaders are studying seriously. 
The Central Legislative. Assembly, 
whith ‘lias legal authority over all 
British India, debated recently on @ 
cognate question. The Assembly 
passed a bill raising the age of con- 
sent from.-42.to.14... Early mar 
riage is perniissible, but the bus-

dian as this of widows. Their pro- 
portion to the total female popula- 
tion is extraordinarily large in India. 
While in the West about 9 per cent. 
of all the women are widows, here 
the percentage is just about double. 

This is due partly to the early age 
at which girls are given in mar- 
riage, partly to the disparity. which 
exists between the ages of husband 
and wife, but most of all to the prej- 
udice against the remarriage of 
widows. Many castes, specially the 
higher ones, forbid it altogether, and 
even where it is not absolutely pro- 
hibited, it is oftén unpopular, .There 
is at present a strong movement for 
reform, And there occur at present 
some cases of marriage of widows. 
But the existence of an unusually 
large number of them is unques- 
tioned. 

As child marriagés are common, 
many young girls are condemned to 
lead a life of celibacy on the death 
of their husbands. Another pro- 
vision of Hindu law affects these 
women in a peculiar manner. If a 
man has no son to perform his fu- 
neral rights and save his soul, a son 
must be adopted. And in Bombay 
unless the husband forbids it before 
his death, a widow can adopt as a 
son whomever she wants. She can 
select, if she is pleased, any man 
that takes her fancy.and make him 
her, adopted son. Can one imagine 
a situation fraught with more. dan- 
ger than this? It is not surprising 
that the custom has led to much im- 
morality and infanticide by young 
widows anxious to hide their shame? 

There have also been many’Cases 
where young widows have been im- 


posed upon by interested parties, for| 


the adopted son inherits all the prop- 
erty of the deceased person: Mr. 
Jadhav wants now to restrict this 
right of adoption. He urges that 
widows should adopt first from 
y}among the next of kin.

ORN in 1809 in an. Indian. vil- 
lage. sityated where Chicago 
now stands, an 118-year-old In- 

dian, who lives now at Mayetta, 
Kan., has not been back to the scene 
of the Windy City since it was merely 
an ‘oasis in the wilderness along the 
shore of Lake Michigan. 
Nah-Nee-Num-Skuk was but a: 
youth of 12 years or so when his 
tribe, the Pottawatomies, set forth 
from the lake shore to found a new 
home for tribal life further on in 
the unexplored West. He is unable 
to comprehend descriptions of the 
great changes that have occurred in 
the locality of his birth since his 
leave taking more than a century 
ego. He would like to go back once 
again to see the scene of his birth 
before the Great Father calls him 
| to the Happy Hunting Ground.. Nah- 
Nee-Num-Skuk, despite all the tales 
| he ‘has heard, believes “he could still 
| pick out the site of his birthplace. 
| In his vision he can see plainly the 
gmall tepee on the. shores of the 
great lake, where he first.came into 
consciousness. He can see the little 
clearing, the tall trees, the rippling 
stream that flowed into the lake and 
he ‘believes that it still must exist 
as it was when occurred: the on-push 
of the whites, which caused his tribe 
to move on Westward. 


Tribe Went West. 


His tribe, the Pottawatomies, did 
not like too close an association with 
the newcomers in their land, so they 
folded their tents, left their ances- 
tral shore acres and departed for the 
vast hunting grounds that remained 
further on toward the setting sun. 
Nah-Nee-Num-Skuk remembers the 
arrival of the first whites, with their 
long guns and: queer ways. He re- 
members councils that the chiefs of 
the tribe had with them. 

The Pottawatomies ‘were friendly 
toward the invaders. They did not 
seek to slay ‘‘palefaces.’” Nah-Nee- 
Num-Skuk was not a fighter. He 
was known as a peaceful. Indian. 
However, some members of his tribe 
with more ferocious tendencies went 
on ‘a few sealp-hunting expeditions. 
The Pottawatomies. had unavoidable 
wars with other tribes when they left 
their- camp at Lake Michigan for 
hunting grounds not their own. But 
Nah-Nee-Num-Skuk took no larger

He cuts it cleanly, places 
it in a neat pile, then rests till after- 
noon. .The. remainder: of his» work 
consists- of odd chores. His present 
spouse is more than a ‘generation 
younger than he. She is 80. 

Outlived His Children. 

Each of his first five wives died 
of old age. His many children—so 
many that he is not.sure what the 
count is—died® of old age, too, If 
now living, the youngest would be 
an old, old man. The number of his 
grandchildren .runs into scores. His 
appearance is testimony that he has 
seen a great number of- Summers 
and Winters come and go. He has 
an almost indescribable look of .old- 
ness, yet he gets around much better 
than some persons half a:century 
younger: A few weeks ago he jour-. 
neyed. to the Indian pow-wow at 
Lawrence, where he witnessed his 
first football game. It was the con- 
test’ between the Haskell Braves and 
Loyola of New Orleans. 

He was pleased when told that 
Haskell was the- victor. But he 
failed to understand any of the rudi- 
ments of the game; 

’ “Tt sure was nice,’? was how his 
sixth wife translated his comment. 
She added that the Indians never 
had a game quite so rough, even in 
the days of their reputed savagery. 

When asked if he would attempt 
to play the game if he were a young 
man today, Nah-Née-Num-Skuk an- 
swered that he probably .would. 

He makes frequent trips to the of- 
fice of the Indian agent at Mayetta. 
He always is quiet and reserved when 
there, generally seeking some favor 
or his monthly allotment. He wears 
his snow-white hair long, parted in 
the middle, and he clings to many of 
the. customs of his ancestors. Moc-

ICARAGUA, the little republic 
whose area is almost. exactly 
that of the State of New York 
but whose population is only 
700,000,, is just now, one of the troub- 
lesome problems facing the Govern 
ment of the United States. What'is 
the American status .in that revolu- 
tion-racked republic? What are the. 
causes behind the guerrilla warfare 
that Augustino Sandino, the former 
lieutenant of Francisco Villa, is wag- 
ing against. the United, States ma- 
rines? Why are -the marines in Nic- 
@ragua and why, % re more of them 
being sent there on the fastest cruis- 
ers inthe nayy? _What will be the 
attitude of the Senate, in which 
rests legislative jurisdiction 
in. matters involving foreign rela- 
tions?.. These are a few of the. ques- 
tions. heard in State Department cor- 

ridors and Senatorial circles. 

Not since the World War has the 
United States. encountered such @ 
fight as Sandino, is carrying on in 
the mountains and jungles ‘of Nica- 
ragua. Official Washington is di- 
vided into two camps—one Adminis- 
tration, the other anti-Administra- 
tion. The spokesmen of the Admin- 
istration .point to the fact that the 
marines are in Nicaragua by invita- 
tion of its de facto Government for 
the purpose of supervising an elec- 
tion that it. is hoped will give Nica- 
ragua for the first time in her his- 
tory a President elected by the free 
choice of the people, 

Not quite a year ago Sir Esmé 
Howard, the British Ambassador in 
Washington, notified’ Secretary of 
State Kellogg that’a situation had 
developed in Nicaragua which threat- 
ened the lives ‘and properties of 
British nationals and that the British 
Government looked to the Govern- 
ment of the United Statés: to take 
the-necessary stéps*to safeguard the 


lives and the’ properties of subjects 


of the British crown. Other~coun- 
tries, Italy. and Spain, among.them, 
entered like protests, Finally, and 
most vital of all the considerations, 
American citizens imperiled as a're- 
sult of the revolution staged by Juan 
Sacasa importuned the protection of 
their Government.. 
The Call for Protection. - 


Finally; the’ Diaz Government of. 
Nicaragua, which the United States 
had recognized, ‘added its own appeal 
to Washington for protection. And 

the marines landed ‘again on 

Jicaraguan soil and ‘more of them 
are on the way. Meantime Sandino 
darted ‘from fastness to fastness, 
from jungle to jungle, as elusive as 
éver, ‘and gave corhbat to the Amer- 


‘fean soldiers of’ the sea. “His ac-

High surtaxes of the war period

crease in the number of persons re- 
porting taxable incomes of $1,000,- 
Only thirty- 
three individuals returned incomes 
of that class for 1920 and the num- 
ber dropped to its lowest, twenty- 
oné, in 1921. Since then the number 
has grown steadily and at times rap~ 
idly, jumping from seventy-five in 
1924 to 207 in 1925. 

Sixty-seven persons reported tax- 
able incomes in the millions for 1922. 
But, only fourteen of them had done 
go for the previous year. Seven of 
the sixty-seven had paid taxes on 
incomes of less than $5,000 each in 
1920. . Twenty-nine of them had re- 
ported incomes of less than $300,000 
for 1919. But many of them quali- 
fied for this class in 1916, when thir- 
ty of them returned incomes of 
$1,000,000 or more each. 

The factor of variation is explained 
by figures covering the -sources of 
personal incomes of $1,000,000 and 
over.

The fourteen persons in the high- 
est income grade reported on by the 
Treasury returned taxable incomes 
aggregating $101,675,702 for 1926, or 
an average of $7,261,835. They re- 
ported the ownership of $174,551,564 
worth of tax-free securities, from 
which they received $6,474,351 of in- 
terest.’ This makes the actual: in- 
come for 1926 of persons in” that 
grade average more than $8,000,000 
each, 

Figures covering the sources of the 
taxable’ portion of ‘their aggregate 
income do not bear out the estimate 
as to the average capital possessions 
of those reporting incomes of $5,000,- 
000 or more each for 1926. These fig- 
ures show that approximatefy°40¢per 
cent. of the aggregate taxable in- 
come reported by this group came 
in profits from the sale of capital 
assets held for more than two years. 

Non-Continuing Income. 

For this grade of income taxpay-

MERICANS are still under the 
delusion that Europe is of 
more concern to them than 
the Americas. The public is 
surprised that an American Presi- 
dent should leave the country during 
his term of office and, at the head 
of a distinguished diplomatic dele- 
gation, attend a Pan-American con- 
ference in Cuba. It is not generally 
recognized that the United States 
has $5 invested south of the’ Rio 
Grande and inthe Caribbean for 
every $4 in Europe. The cultural 
and trade traditions of centuries still 
hold us‘closer in social converse with 
the countries across the Atlantic. 
But the economic nexus is binding us 
even more firmly to the destinies 
of ‘the nations across the Mexican 
Gulf. 


Before. the war the economic 
stakes of the United States in Latin 
America were a little over $1,000,000,- 
000.. Today they are $5,000,000,000. 
The United States today has almost 
as much of its money invested in 
the small country of Vénezuela elone 
as it had in the entire continent of 
South “America sixteen years ago. 
For..every American dollar planted 
in. the territory south of Panama in 
1912 there are ten. growing there to- 
day. 

New Ties Betweer, the Americzs. 

The grand total for United States 
holdings in the nations south of the 
Rio Grande, including Mexico and 
the Caribbean ‘republics, ‘is now 
$4,900,000,000, es nearly as may be 
guessed: If Porto Rico, Jamaice and 
other dependencies are included the 
total is well above $5,000,000,000. In 
1912 it was only one-fourth as much— 
$1;248,000,000: The increase is just 
under 300 per cent. in sixteen years. 
In Cuba, however, American hold- 
ings have jumped 536 per cent.—from 
$220,000,000. to: $1,400,000,000—and in 
South America just under 1,000 per 
cent. in the same period—from $179,- 
000,000 to $1,964;000,000. 

From a continent comparatively 
unknown and, except for diplomats 
concerned with the Monroe Doctrine, 
of ‘little significance to the United 
States, South America has suddenly 
become the stamping ground of our 
prospectors and our engineers, The 
balance sheet of a Chilean mine or 
of a power, plant in Brazil, the con- 
duct of municipal affairs in far-off 
Argentina or the stability of the 
Colombian Government become mat- 
ters of as urgent cgacern to many of 
our citizens as the wheat crop in 
Kansas or politics in Pennsyivania. 
The very same firm that excavates 
the rock of Manhattan Island for the 
Jatest skyscraper is digging up the 
streets of Lima to install new water 
mains, or dredging the Magdalena 
River for steamers from New York. 
_And upon the heels of the pros- 
pector ‘and the, engineer have fol- 
lowed the American salesman. Trade 
follows the dollar. 
swarm the streets of Rio and Buenos 
Aires. American locomotives pant 
up the steep grades of the Andes. 
American’ machines whir in Argen- 
tine cotton mills. American elevators 
lift businéss men in the office build- 
ings‘ of Valparaiso.

The most dramatic shifts in the 
economic scene have c urred in 
Cuba and the South American coun- 
tries. ‘The United States was heavily 
interested in Mexico financially long 
before the World War and while 
our stakes there have grown since 
then, the increase has not been phe- 
nomenal, And the Central American 
nations are of too little importance, 
comparatively, to cut a very. big fig- 
ure. But in Cuba and south of the 
canal the invasion of American dol- 
lars is the most significant develop- 
ment since the Latin-American na- 
tions cat loose politically from the 
apron strings of Europe. - 

The accompanying map and table 
give the detailed figures of our hold- 
ings in Latin America and their 
growth since 1912. The 1912 data is 
taken from Osborne’s “‘Protection of 
American Capital,’’? North American 
Review, Volume 195, and from 
Dunn’s ‘‘American Foreign Invest- 
ments’’; the 1928 figures have 
been compiled from data furnished 
by the United States Department of 
Commerce, Dr. Max Winkler of Ber- 
tron Griscom & Co., Harvey Fisk of 
the Bankers Trust Company and the 
Pan-American Union. 

Before the war the South American 
countries turned to London when 
they wanted to borrow money or to 
call on engineering talents. Almost 
every loan was floated in pounds 
sterling up to 1914. Most of the big 
railway construction work was car- 
ried on by British genius as well as 
British capital, with considerable as- 
sistance also from Germany and 
France. And, naturally; the bulk of 
South America’s trade wes with 
Europe. 

Our Hoidings Top All Others. 

Since the war the picture has com- 
pletely changed. Nearly every bond 
issue for South America has been in 
American dollars and floated through 
New York banks. And with the war 
the trade tide also turned. European 
netions were involved in the fighting 
and the United States stepped in to 
fil! the need south of the Rio Grande. 

When President Coolidge steps to 
the pyitform at the Pan-American 
Conference tomorrow he will stand 
as the representative of the nation 
more heavily interested in Latin 
America—outside of Argentina and 
Brazil—_than any other and he will 
speak. to representatives of nations 
in whose territory we have greater 
financial stakes than any othcr. The 
following figures show the situation. 

The first table was compiled by Dr. 
Mex Winkler, the leading authority 
on American. investments ebroad, 
and includes the Caribbean depen- 
dencies; the second shows data com- 
piled by the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce.

Public Health Service have 
shown that colds yearly disable four 
; in every. ten men.and seven in every 
ten women—a loss.to industry of 1.4 
days a year for each man on the 
payroll and 2.1 per annum for every 
+ female employe. ‘The loss in effi- 
' ciency of those who bungte bravely 
on and do not go home has never 
been computed, but it is great. 


F High Cost of ‘Colds. 


The following studies are of inter- 
est. During one year the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company made 
a statistical study. of . ‘‘common 
colds’? and associated infections 
among its employes. This report 
stated: 

“The amount of absenteeism in 
large .business and industrial estab- 
lishments due to minor illnesses is 
seldom appreciated until the facts 
are thoroughly reviewed. The com- 
mon colds are among the chief 
sources of. lost time, In a group of 
about 6,700 clerical. employes of. the 


Metropolitan Life Insurance .Com=|* 


pany at the home office, duriig the 
fifty-two weeks ended July 28, 1923, 
2,824 colds which involved disability 
for work were reported to the med- 
ical division, which cares for the 
health of the clerical staff. These 
disabling affections. occurred at a 
rate of 420.7 per 1,000 employes for 
the year. The average days of dis- 
ability for this illness per person on 
the payroll for the year was 0.9, and 
the average days per case was 2.2, 
In all, there were 6,233. days lost in 
the year from these conditions, 
which included head colds or coryza, 
acute bronchitis and_ tracheitis. 
Other associated conditions were ex- 
cluded because of the impossibility 
of determining in how many cases 
they were associated with common 
colds.”’ 

In 1926 the United States public 
health reports gave the results of a 
sickness survey made in Hagers- 
town, Md., over a period of twenty- 
eight months. “Colds’’ and ‘‘bron- 
chitis’’ lead the list of illnesses, with 
an annual rate of 419 per 1,000 per- 
sons; that is, almost one of two per- 
sons on the average suffered a cold 
annually. Cases diagnosed as ‘‘in- 
fluenza’”’ and grip’? were next in 
frequency, with a rate of 143 per 
1,000. The annual rate from pneumo- 
nia was 6.7 per 1,000. About 8,500 
persons were included in the survey. 

Another study of the incidence and 
duration of disabilities lasting longer 
than one week was made by the 
Public Health Servicé among some 
133,000 persons) in industry. The fol- 
lowing result was expressed: 

“As a public health problem in 
non-epidemic as well as in épidemic 
years, influenza is of outstanding 
importance.”’

Yet, despite the fact that every 
doctor sees more of colds than of 
any other disease, despite the tyran- 
nical tribute it exacts from industry 
and the inconvenience and danger to 
which~it exposes every one, ‘little or 
nothing is known of the..cause of 
common colds, and those who know 
the most admit their ignorance of 
any dependable cure. The Johns

will virtually have to start at Scratch. 
The common cold occupies the field 
completely, hurling defiance at all 
comers. Like the weather, . with 
which colds are closely associated, 
every one talks of it -but.. does 
nothing. 

Recently a representative of the 
Chemical Foundation was almost 
prevented by a hard cold from going 
to Johns Hopkins to consult about 
the research. He went to. see a scien- 
tist who. will be one of, the leaders 
in the attack on common colds, who 
himself was sick in bed with a cold 
the last time the foundation’s repre- 
sentative called.to consult. him. 
..“*There is certainly no easy road 
leading to the prevention .and cure 
of these diseases,’’ said Dr. Frank 
J. Goodnow, President of Johns Hop- 
kins, “tut knowledge. gainéd by 
comprehzusive, systematic study is 
our best. hope.’’ 

And hope, indeed, there must be 
when one reviews the past triumphs 
of research. in which chemical and 
medical knowledge have triimphed. 
Before this united attack, scarlet 
fever, smallpox, tuberculosis, hook- 
worm, yellow fever, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and diabetes havé been 
forced to retreat. 


Chemistry of the Body.

False Colds. 


The ficld, however, has. already 
been narrowed. by the elimination of 
the ‘‘protein. poisonings,’’. from the 
common cold group. These poison- 
ings, including hay fever and rose 
colds, are treated with a preventive 
serum made from the pollen of the 
offending flower. There are many 
queer members of this. group, false 
colds that are caused among. some 
persons by. the protein powders in 
feather pillows, in. the hair.of horses 
and dogs. and even in the odor of 
soaps and perfumes scented with oris 
root.

Fa traveler in Europe a dozen 

years ago had been given to 

frequenting the poorer restau- 

rants of Switzerland he might 
have come upon one Vladimir Ulia- 
noff, an exiled terrorist then, but 
destined to rise within a decade to 
unparalleled power as Lenin, father 
of the Russian revolution, and to die 
a Slavic demigod. 


Or if that traveler had turned to- 


ward Hanover he might have met an 
impecunious tailor’s son, Friedrich 
Ebert, a saddler by trade, but the 
man who, upon the fall of the mon- 
archy, would succeed the Emperor 
himself as the head of the German 
State and become the first President 
of the German Republic. 

If his travels had led to the tretiches 
along the Isonzo or on the Carso he 
might have discovered iIn.the Ber- 
saglieri Private Mussolini, who. had 
lately given up his work on a Social- 
ist journal—a private whose black- 
shirted cohorts. were to seize the 
Eternal City itself and make him the 
most absolute ruler on the Continent. 

Or if his route had laid toward 
Treland, he might have watched an 
equally fantastic segment being 
fashioned in the crazy-quilt of his- 
tory. A Dublin groceryman had en- 
listed ir the age-old feud with 
England. Seven times his mother’s 
house was faided in the Black-and- 
Tan régime. Repeatedly. imprisoned 
as a member of the rebel Irish volun- 
teers; sentenced to execution for his 
part in the Haster rising of -1916, 
long hunted asa minister of the out- 
law Sinn Fein Government, he comes 
now to America as the chief official 
of the Irish Free State, bearing the 
title of President in one of Britain’s 
self-governing’ dominions. 

From Rebel to President. 

The rise of William Cosgrave from 
rear-rank revolutionist to President 
of the Irish Free State Cabinet and 
his administration of the Free State 
through three general elections is a 
strange chapter in post-war politics. 
Possibly he may fail to be ranked as 
one of the chief leaders of his peo- 
ple or one of the great architects of 
their history;. for rebel though he 
was, his appeal is now more that 
of a Coolidge. Of medium height 
and slightly stooped, his sandy hair, 
green-gray eyes and engaging brogue 
do not impart to him a. halo of dis- 
tinction. When he rises to address 
the Speaker of the Dail, his words 
are often inaudible to all but those 
grouped closest around him. But 
despite this restrained individuality, 
he has contributed to the Free State, 
in the troublous years of its birth 
and growth, an administrative sta- 
bility that could not easily have been 
found elsewhere. 


Mr. Cosgrave is not, of. course, the 
Free State’s President. ‘No one is. 
He is President of the Executive 
Council of its Government, a, title 
tacitly permitted by the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty and shrewdly inserted in the 
Constitution to placate militant ad- 
herents of an Irish Republic. .He 
succeeded to the office in 1922 at one 
of the blackest moments in Ireland’s 
long series of disasters. 

Schism in every direction was 
menacing the newly constituted 
State. The perennial vendetta with 
England that had culminated in the 
Black-and-Tan terror had left em- 
bers that still glowed and might 
again be fanned to flame by some 
such outrage as the murder of Sir 
Henry Wilson. Ireland itself was 
split by the grim hostility between 
the northern and southern parts of 
the island, and that breach was fur- 
ther widened when. the northern 
counties ‘‘contracted out’’ of the 
Free State six days after it was con- 
stituted. Southern Ireland, further- 
more, had divided against itself as 
far back as the beginning of the 
World War when John Redmond 
sought to pledge its aid to the Allies. 
Sinn Fein fought the Redmond,pro- 
posal at very turn, only. to find it- 
self cast into two fighting factions 
when the Anglo-Irish treaty made of 
every Irishman a defender or assail-} 
ant of that agreement with Great} 
Britain. 

Neighbor Against Neighbor. 

This cleavage was the deepest of 
them all. Men who had borne in 
common every hardship of war. 
against the British now turned,ven- 
omously upon one another—neighbor 
against neighbor, kinsman against 
kinsman. It seemed unlikely that 
the new State could survive the

HE charge has ‘been ieedeceoi 
| once, but oftem, and not from 
one, but from waany sources— 
that there existg in the United 
ptates today a trust of gigantic pro- 
rtions which controls the generar 
tion and distribution .of electricity 
by water power and other means, 
and at the same time exercises con- 
trol of the manufacture and the sale 
of electrical appliatices, from the 
tiny electric bulb to the great gener- 
ator that takes care of from 30,000 
to 40,000 horsepower For a long 
time, as best I could, I have been 
pavestioni: this power monoply 
question, and the more deeply I have 
elved@ the more gigantic the problem 
i in fact, that I have 
‘come ¢o the conclusion that it should 
be undertaken by some one better 
equipped than I to perform the task ; 
by some committee, or other 
agency that would make the investi- 
gation and develop all the facts in 
such a manner as to commeaid.the 


confidence ‘not only of Congress but 
of the American people. 


There is now pending before the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce 
such a resolution drafted and intro~ 
duced in the Senate by Senator 
Walsh of Montana. That resolution 
‘should be reported out by the com- 
mittee at the earliest opportunity 
and promptly passed by the Senate. 
The hearings on the resolution begin 
tomorrow. Soon we shall know the 
verdict. If the committee fails to act 
}t should be discharged from further 
wonsideration of the resolution and 
the matter should be brought to the 
Rloor for action by the Senate itself. 


A Wide Inquiry Proposed. 


’ The scope of the proposed investi- 
gation is fation-wide because the 
problem is nation-wide. Bear in mind 
dat this -trust comes nearer reach- 
ng into every home than any other 
Srust in the United States. For my- 
gee I have been amazed the more 
have stydied this problem at the 
really wonderful way in which these 
eubsidiany’ corporations reach: out 
into every part of the country; the 
tentacles.are everywhere and extend 
to all points of the compass. I have 
been amazed, and I believe the coun- 
try will be amazed, when the fact is 
. brought heme to the average citizen 
that practically everything in the 
electrical svorid, from some bauble 
costing only. few. cents to some- 
thing else costing millions, is con- 
trolled, éither directly or indirectly, 
by some part of this gigantic trust. 


A word or two as to the pending 
Walsh resolution: The fight that is 
on to shelve it would indicate that it 
és some fearful thing, some proposi-' 
tion the purpose of which is the per- 
secution of Jegitimate business, the: 
retarding of a great industry owned, 
managed and operated in the inter- 
ests of all.the States and all the peo- 
ple in them. If that be so, the in- 
gestigation will show it and the skies 
will have cleared. If it be,not true, 
the investigation will disclose the 
facts the country is entitled to have. 


Just what does the resolution pro- 
pose? Invthe first-place; it-directs 
‘m committee of five Senators, to be 
‘mppointed by Vice President Dawes— 
‘personally I would prefer that the 
Benate elect them—to inquire into 
and report upon the growth of the 
eapital assets and capital liabilities 
ef public utility corporations supply- 
ing either electrical energy in the 
form of power or light, or both, how- 
@ver produced; of gas, natural or 
artificial; of corporations holding the 
stocks of public utility corporations, 
and of non-public-utility corporations 
@wned or controlled by or affiliated 
with such holding companies, ; 

Second, the investigation would in- 
wolve the method of issuing, the 


to ascertain whether these ‘corpora- 
tions or atiy officer or officers ‘of 
them, or any person or persons ‘in 
their employ, have, through the ex- 
penditure of money or through the 
control of aventes of publicity; made 
any effort to control or influence 
public opinion in the matter of mu- 
nicipal or public ownership, or to in- 
a ae or contro] elections. 

If everything is as they claim, 
regular ang within the law, why 
should these public utility corpora- 
tions be so Wrought up because of 
the possibility of this investigation? 
What have they to fear if their 
skirts are clean and their activities 
above suspicion, strictly within the 
law and in the interest of the pub- 
lic? “Yet the fact remains that a 
lobby of imposing proportions is at 
work—no cheap lobby of mediocre 
men, but one of the best organized 
and, from ‘a mental standpoint, one 
of the ablest that has ever operated 
in Washington. 


A Vigilant Trust. 

This question is of such momentous 
importance to every man, woman 
and child in the land that it has no 
place in politics. But it is in politics 
and in it up to the neck. The one 
trust that does not sleep is the power 
trust, I¢.maintains an army of able, 
highly paid attorneys and experts, 
and they are everywhere in the 
country, .There are no strategic 
peints unguarded by this ever alert 
organization. Every Board of Alder- 
men, the Legislatures of all the 
States and Congress itself are all 
importuned, when the time comes, to 
pull the chestnuts of the trust out 
of the fire. It also maintains a corps 
of high-salaried publicity experts. 

We often hear the argument that 
if the Government is involved in the 
‘ownership of these power properties 
it pays mo taxes, whereas private 
capital, theyosay, pays taxes. Does 
it? As a matter of fact, and speak- 
ing in a broad sense, those who are 
the owners of private utilities are not 
taxpayers. 

1 The owners are tax collectors. It 
is the man in the store, in the fac- 
tory, the home owner and the other 
users of electrical of other power 
who pay the tax bill, and they pay 
Syery cent of it.. The facts in every 
public utility proposition from New 
York to San Francisco and from De- 
troit to New Orleans will sustain this 
statement. They’ not only transfer 
the tax itself to the consumer but 
they charge him more for the collec- 
tion than the tax amounts to. 

The Burden of Power Taxes. 

Let me cite an example of what 1 
have in mind. Los Angeles in 1924 
was supplied with electricity and wa- 
te> by the municipality. The same 
year San Francisco was supplied by 
private corporations. There is not 
much difference in the population of 
these cities, I am using thd year 
1924 because in that year the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture made an 
ifivestigation, and it was shown that 
the people.of. San Francisco during 
that year paid for water and electric- 
ity an amount in excess of the sum 
paid for water and electricity by the 
people of Los Angeles by more than 
the éntird tax for municipal purposes 
in the latter city. 

Expressed in understandable money 
terms, Los Angeles in 1924 was able 
to save more than $12,000,000 through 
the instrumentality of its city-owned 
water arid light plant. And Los An- 
geles brought its water 250 miles, 
while the source of San Francisco’s 
supply was near at band! 

All this hullabaloo about the power 
business. becoming the football of 
politics once the Government inter- 
véries for its control or regulation is 
just so much twaddle. Wherever you 
find a privately owned public utility 
you may be assured that utility is. in 
politics.‘ Read the history ‘of our 
cities and you will not miss the polit- 
ical featuré of this problem in a sin- 
gle instancé, New-York, San.Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, New Orleans, Wash- 
tugton—in big!towns and little ones 
the story is the same. 


The Power Trust and Politics, 


We ‘have séen ‘the Muscle! Shoals 
proposition hanging fire ever since 
the Armistice and it is no nearer a 
settlement now than it then was.

‘attempt to bring the American na- 
‘tions together in 1825-6, when Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams accepted 
an invitation from Mexico, Colombia 
‘and the united republics of Central 
‘America (then united in nothing but 
‘their hate of Spain) to a congress of 
nations of the Western Hemisphere, 
to be held in Panama. ~ 

A fight against attending the con- 
gress soon begat \in Congress end 
grew swiftly into a national issue. 
‘The President's “appointments of 
‘delegates to represent our Govern- 
ment and his reasons for them were 
‘announced definitely in a special 
message on Dec. 26, 1825. He had in 
view a combination of commercial 
and pious purposes. 

Some Central and South Amer- 
ican Governments had discriminated 
against us by increasing levies on 
our exports, at the same time grant- 
ing special privileges to our competi- 
tors in trade. There was hope that 
we might prevent this by cultivating 
cordial relations with our neighbors 
and demonstrating our good-will 
toward them and our sympathetic 
interest in their problems, On the 
other hand it was hoped that we 
might encourage religious liberty by 
persuading those countries that had 
established national churches to tol- 
erate other forms of worship. 

In the Senate, Benton of Missouri, 
Hayne of South Carolina, Randolph 
of Virginia, and in the House, Van 


Buren of New York and McDuffie | 


of South Carolina, assailed the Pres- 
ident, Secretary of State Clay and 
the Congress with vigor, while the 
more ardent supporters of General 
Andrew Jackson and the other foes 
of the Administration eagerly joined 
the assault. Webster alone led the 
defense. 

“The Panama Congress’’ discus- 
sion was continued ‘in’ Congress for 
nearly five months and filled scores 
of pages of Gales)& Seaton’s Regis- 
ter of Debates... Administration and 
anti- Administration writers filled 
countless columns in upholding or 
denouncing the Pan-American Con- 
gress. As was then the fashion, po- 
litical ergumentation soon descended 
to personal vitupcration and each 
attempt at direct, pertinent state- 
ment was likely to result in ugly 
words and bad temper. Washing- 
ton’s edmonition against entangling 
alliances was cited, analyzed, eluci- 
dated and garbled until its original 
meaning was lost. 


Executives’ Zealous Work. 


Throughout the ‘temperamental 
flood of oratory Adams and Clay 
worked zealously for international 
peace and good-will with the nations 
south of the Rio Grande... Their 
enemies in and out of Congress kept 
themselves busy devising plots for 
embroiling the Union in foreign in- 
trigues, and they even went to the 
length of picturing the President and 
his Secretary of State as sceking to 
involve us in foreign wars .or over- 
throw the Republic and establishing 
a@ despotism. 

Demands for the ‘submission to the 
Senate of all documents were made 
by resolution, the wording of which 
was officially courteous but never- 
theless implied distinct suspicion of 
the Administration. 

Abroad, the situation developed 
geveral anomalies. On instructions 
from Washington the American Min- 
ister to Russia had attempted to en- 
list the Czar to intercede with the 
King of Spain for the establishment 
of peace with the revolted colonies 
in America. The Czar had agreed to 
@pproach the Spanish monarch, but 
‘died before he could fulfill his 
promise. 

The American Minister to Spain 
was also instructed by the State De- 
partment to try to convince the 
Spaniards that they were beaten. 
The war with the colonies had lasted 
geventeen years and not one armed 
Spanish soldier was on the mainland. 
To our Minister’s approaches the 
King of Spain replied that he must 
bequeath the colonies to his son in- 
tact, as he had inherited them, and 
that there were signs of their early 
return to loyalty. 

On the other hand Mexico, Colom- 
bia and the Central American States 
were preparing an expedition against 
Cuba and Porto Rico, the remaining 
Spanish possessions. © Clay® ‘strove 
earnestly to secure the postponement 
of these moves until after the con- 
gress at Panama had taken. place. 
And a new complication developed 
with the appearance of a formidable 
French fleet in Cuban waters, 
months passing before an explana- 
tion was given to the effect that the 
fleet was sent against Santo Do- 
mingo. 

Real Purpose of the Congress. 

The evidence in the records in-

Ambessador. In the post-war diplo- 
macy of Germany, Washington oc- 


young councilor of the German Em- 
bassy at Rome, his decision gave 
rise to a lively political tempest that 
for a moment proved embarrassing. 


The extreme Nationalists re- 
proached the new Ambassador with 
having displayed a ‘‘disloyal’’ and 
too democratic attitude in the early 
days of the revolution; the more 
moderate conservatives considered 
him too young for so responsible a 
position, while elder and influential 
members of Germany's diplomatic 
staff resented the unusual proceed- 
ing of elevating a mere councilor to 
the rank of an Ambassador. Despite 
the violent attacks and criticisms, 
however, Dr. Stresemann remained 
steadfast; he smoothed out the dif- 
ficulties in his usual diplomatic way 
and, after a prolonged conference in 
his study at the Foreign Office, sent 
his new Ambassador to Washington. 


Ambassadorial Qualifications. 


One has to know the intricacies of 
German foreign politics to under- 
stand why Dr. Stresemann selected 
' Serr von Prittwitz and why he en- 
‘ trusted the 44-year-old councilor 
with such an important position. For 
the Washington post Dr. Stresemann 
meeded just the type of man Herr 
von Prittwitz is—a professional dip- 
lomat with wide experience; a man 
who is saturated with modern ideas, 
who has an understanding of eco- 
nomical problems, who is young 
enough for the heavy burdens of the 
Washington Embassy and. ripe 
enough to understand the immense 
responsibilities of the post. Above 
all a man who was sympathetic ‘to 
Dr. Stresemann’s policy of peace 
and mutual understanding and who 
could, therefore, continue Baron von 
Maltzan’s work. 

All these qualities he found in the 
young diplomat. 

Herr von Prittwitz represents, in- 
deed, a fortunate mixture of the 
well-trained ‘‘old school” » diplomat 
and the modern statesman of the 
post-war type. He learned the tricks 
of the profession in his long pre-war 
career, but he revolted against the 
antiquated methods of Hohenzollern 
diplomacy. He is not a secret-mon- 
ger nor a shrewd plotter or bold 
intriguer, but a frank, sincere man 
who has but one aim to pursue— 

_ peace and the economic. reconstruc- 
' tion of his native land. 


; A Twenty-Year Interlude. 


| It will not be the first time that 

| Herr von Prittwitz has set foot on 
American soil, for it was in Wash- 
ington that he began his diplomatic 
career twenty years ago. From 1908 
to 1910 he served there as third sec- 
retary and during his two years’ stay 
was well liked by the capital’s 
younger diplomatic set. A few, at 
least, of his American friends of 
twenty years ago will surely remem- 
ber the amiable young attaché who 
danced so enthusiastically at the 
ambassadorial balls and played such 
good tennis—when he was not busy 
deciphering a diplomatic note. Herr 
von Prittwitz liked Washington and 
America, and in friendly circle he 
has often referred to his sojourn 
here as one of the most pleasant 
and interesting in = his long dip- 
lomatic caréer. 

The young secretary soon attracted 
the attention of his superiors and 
rose swiftly in his profession. At the 
age of 26 he was appointed second 
secretary at St. Petersburg and. a 
few years later he secured an im- 
portant position in the Foreign Of- 
fice in Berlin. Not counting the few 
months he spent on the battlefield, 
on which he was seriously wounded, 
he was throughout the conflict in 
close touch with the men who then 
directed the destinies of his native 
land. For a short time he was the

His manner and 
his natural amiability. should _facil- 
itate a close contact with official 
American circles, while his deep in- 
terest in things American will cer- 
tainly enable him to make the Amer- 
ican spirit better understood in his 
mative land. 


No doubt Washington correspond- 
ents of American newspapers will en- 
joy his frankness and sincerity; for 
Herr von Prittwitz has always had

American business men and finan- 
ciets, who will undoubtedly come in 
frequent contact with him, may 
probably be surprised at the pro-

FRANCE HONORS DEROULEDE 


HE memory of a poet who em- 

bodied the fighting spirit of his 

country and refused te accept 
the idea of defeat for almost fifty 
years is perpetuated now in the 
Square Laborde in Paris, where the 
figure of Paul Dérouléde, patriot, 
flings an arm to the skies in endur- 
ing defiance. The long cloak that 
Paris knew is there, the beard, the 
lean face of the soldier of 1870, whose 
flaming verde stirred a nation and 
whose voice through decades called 
for the restoration of the ‘‘Lost 
Provinces.’”” The Dérouléde statue, 
which was recently unveiled, is 
France’s tribute to a man who dedi- 
cated himself to stirring the national 
spirit to such purpose. 
- In the dark days of the Franco- 
Prussian War there appeared his 
“Songs of a Soldier.”’ They incited 
to courage and patriotism and battle. 
Long after the ‘‘peace of defeat’’ 
they were read and sung from Brit- 
tany to the Vosges; ‘They.were the 
work of the then unknown Dérouléde 
whom this one volume lifted into 
instant fame. 


All France wanted to know more 
of its new poet and learned that the 
“Songs of a Soldier” had been writ- 
ten by a fighting man. Paul Dé- 
rouléde’ then..a tall,‘ lean, not over 
robust youth of 24, had tried twice 


to enlist for service against the Prus-| | 


sians and both times had been re- 
jected. His ardor undaunted, he 
tried once more and succeeded. .He 
had hardly more than donned his 
Zouave uniform at Chalons before 


his mother appeared at the batracks |. 
with his younger brother. 


“I bring you my s son .who 
has wished to join his older brother,”’ 
she told the commanding - officer. 
‘My only regret is that. I have not

Artillery roared 
through the boulevards, barricades 
of paving stones were flung up, and 
here the Communists waged a bitter 
struggle against their countrymen. 
At the head of his company, Déroul- 
éde was charging a cobblestone bar- 
rier when a boy’s musket was thrust 
ferth and discharged. He fell with 
his third- and ldst wound. 


A Continuing Inspiration. 


His soldiering -days might bd over 
but the spirit of Paul Dérouléde still 
flamed. ““‘New Songs of a Soldier’” 
appeared, and later “Songs of 2@ 
Peasant” and a number of. success- 
ful dramas.

Through Italy, Spain, Egypt; Eng- 
land, Russia traveled Dérouléde, the 
man of many memories from the as- 
sault on Montbeliard. where he won 
the Legion of Honor through scores 
of duels that he had. fought in his 
stormy politcal career .to. the drab 
days of banishment, Thé League of 
Patriots which he founded never lost 
his leadership, and it was in attend- 
ing its annual gathering against the 
advice of his doctors that he weak- 
ened his health irretrievably.

Fighting Machines Swoop Awe to. Pick Up Men: Wounded 
In hab ae, — Chamberlin Starts This Week on 
- National Tour to Plead for More Airports.

feat of Lieutenant C. F. 
Schilt of the Marine Corps in 
making nine landings. under 
fire in a village street and tak- 
ing off again with marines wounded 
fin the mountain battle of Quihali, 
Nicaragua, on Jan. 7, marks the first 
use of an ambulance plane by United 
States forces’ in actual warfare. 
Both the army and the navy have 
experimented with ambulance planes; 
the ‘Vought Corsairs, two-seater 
observation planes, were used, how- 
ever,. because of their speed and 
efficiency and because they make 
first-rate fighters. 

The planes in Nicaragua have been 
an extremely useful part of the ma- 
rine forces. They have been used as 
couriers, the pilots flying low and 
hooking messages from the forces in 
the field. They have carried food 
and hospital supplies and even the 
tools with which the men on the 
ground constructed an emergency 
landing field. And all this has been 
accomplished while flying over 
rough, tropical country with difficult 
wind ‘currents and bumpy air, not to 
mention the guerrilla snipers picking 
away at them from the mountain 
sides. A companion flier, however, 
kept the snipers down as well as he 
could by machine gun fire as he 
made figure eights over the hillsides 
where they were concealed. 

The Vought Corsair carries an 
armament of four machine guns, two 
of which are in the upper wing. The 


planes are powered by 400 horse- 


power radial Pratt and Whitney 
engines; the machines themselves 
are built at the Long Island City 
factory of Chance Vought.

LARENCE D. CHAMBERLIN, 


who starts Jan. 19 on a country- 
wide tour by air, in which he 


will preach the Gospel of More Air- 
ports in a hundred cities and forty- 
eight States, has a telling argument 
for their immediate development in 
this country. Its appeal is directed 
at the mothers and fathers of the 
generation now in its teens or under. 

“Your children,’’ Chamberlin says,

Flying without airports is hazardous, 


you know, but these, children grow- 


ing up won’t believe that flying is 
hazardous and they’ll fly anyway. 
Give them airports.’ 


For the business men at the clubs

They .will. oth be, small 
and equipped with air-cooled motors 
developing less than 100 horsepower. 
Safety will be emphasized at the ex- 
pense,.of speed; that is, the planes 
will be equipped with wide kecl sur- 
faces for slow landing and great 
stability in flight. 
e,¢ 
The Government’s Airport Plan. 


In connection with last year’s cam- 
paigns for more airports and the 
Chamberlin tour, it is well to recall 
what the Government program is on 
the matter of airways and flying 
fields. The War Department expects 
the United States to have 50,000 miles 
of airways within a few years. Such 
a development carried out on the 
system now being followed by the 
Aeronautics Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, under Assistant 
Secretary William: P.. MacCracken 
Jr., would bring into being 1,500 
lighted emergency landing . fields 
equipped to make minor repairs. 


The Department of Commerce air- 
way, as it exists today, has a beacon 
every ten miles for night flying and 
an emergency landing field at every 
third beacon. There are 4,000 miles 
of these lighter airways in existence 
now and within the year the depart- 
ment expects to have 8,000 miles. 

“The United States now has the 
greatest system of lighted airways in 
the world,’’ Mr. MacCracken stated 
recently, ‘‘and the municipalities are 
building airports at an average ex- 
penditure of $100 per capita. ‘Air- 
ports,’ I think, is the wrong name 
for them. They ought to be called air 
parks. There is no reason why they 
shouldn’t be parks. for recreation 
purposes for the citizens as well as 
efficient flying fields,’”’ 

Buffalo, Mr. MacCracken said, has 
the best, or one of the best, munici- 
pally owned airports in the country, 
where this park idea is being carried 
out. 


Another authority on aviation is 
Edward P. Warner, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy for Aeronautics, 
who is spending a period of leave 
from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, where he is a Professor 
of Aeronautics. Speaking to New 
England through Current Affairs, 
the organ of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Warner writes: 

“There ought to be no single spot 
in these States, save perhaps in the 
thickly wooded northern portion, 
more than twelve miles from a well- 
marked field. Attain that goal and 
you leave the aviator free to’ roam 
the heavens at will, serene in the 
assurance that if the weather turns 
bad or his engine threatens to misbe- 
have he can reach his landing-ground 
within eight minutes.’’ 

The importance of Mr. Warner’s 
statement has been tragically em- 
phasized within a hours’ flying time 
of New York City twice in the last 
six months. 

If Ray Henries, a good pilot flying 
a good plane, had been close to a 
landing field with a fog beacon shin- 
ing through the mist, it is likely 
that he would never have crashed, 
as he did near Canajoharie, N. Y., 
last Sunday afternoon, killing him- 
self and his two companions. If 
Dan Cline—his skill and reliability 
were a by-word among pilots; his 
plane, a Fokker Universal—had been 
eight minutes from a landing field 
instead of twenty-eight minutes one 
night last September, when he was 


driving through the tg between Bos- 
ton and New York, he probably 
would’ never have smashed up 
against a tall tree twenty-five miles 
from Hartford. 
*,° 
Efficiency of Radio. 
LTHOUGH in some of the cases 
where pilots were lost on dis- 
tance flights last year radio 
seems to have failed to give any clue 
to their fate, more often where avi- 
ators undertaking hazardous flights 
went.to the trouble of installing and 
operating radio the apparaius fully 
justified itself. 

The applications of radio to air- 
craft can be roughly divided into 
three classes—for communication to 
and from planes, communication be- 
tween landing’ fields and to aid in 
navigating when a plane would other- 
wise be “‘blind.”’ 


In the first of these fields the flight 
of Commander Byrd from Roosevelt 
Field to the coast of France was per- 
heaps the best demonstration of the 
radio’s efficiency. From the time the 
America hopped off from Roosevelt 
Field until the last hours of the flight, 
when Noville pulled in the trailing 
aerial for fear of striking something 
as the plane circled blindly over 
France, messages were trickling 
back to New York reassuring watch- 
ers of the plane’s safety. There was 
none of the tense uncertainty of the 
Lindbergh flight, for the Spirit of St. 
Louis carried no radio apparatus, 
and there was, on the other hand, a 
much greater feeling of security on 
the part of the fliers. 

Experience would seem to point to 
the sort of set carried by Com- 
mander Byrd and by Mrs. Grayson’s 
Dawn as the most practical for long 
distance fliers. This was a small 
continuous wave outfit calibrated to 
operate on wave lengths between 600 
and 800 meters; the channels con- 
tinually in use by ship, shore and 
radio compass stations. In order that 
operators might more easily hear 
this transmitter, even if their re- 
csivers were not oscillating, it was 
arranged with an alternating cur- 
rent input from a wind-driven gen- 
erator to,emit an ‘‘interrupted con- 
tinuous wave’? note which can be 
heard even on a receiver fitted only 
with a crystal detcctor. 

For communication between land- 
ing fields along the transcontinental 
mail routes, the Postoffice Depart- 
ment soon found ordinary telephone 
and telegraph systems to be prac- 
tically useless. They had a tendency 
to fail especially in bad weather, just 
at the time when they were most 
needed to pass weather warnings 
along to pilots traversing the mail 
routes. 

Thus, while the Government was 
still operating the mail routes for 
itself, a chain of radio stations 
stretching across the country on 
landing fields was established. These 
proved invaluable for passing along 
information on. flying conditions, the 
amount of mail carried or other in- 
formation for the pilots. With the 
turning over of the mail routes to 
private organizations for contract 
operation, the stations also went into 
private hands and are still in opera- 
tion. 

The success of the Maitland-Hegen- 
berger flight from San Francisco to 
the tiny island of Oahu in tha wide 
Pacific and of some of the other 
Honolulu flights was largely due to 
the aircraft radio beacons established 
by the army on the mainland of Cali- 
fornia and in the Hawaiian Islands. 
These beacons sent out narrow bands 
of radio waves, which the planes 
easily followed by listening to the 
characteristic note emitted by the 
band the fliers wished to follow. Art 
Goebel, the California pilot who won 
the Dole prize, attributed his success 





to the beacon. 
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China Not Being Made will Reproduce. Old- 
cp sca Garlands Surrounding the . 
Pictures of New and Old Buildings 


ARVARD University is about to 
“write herself ‘down in history 
4n & new fashion—or rather by 

the revival of an old fashion. She is 
to picture herself on china. Harly 
next ‘Spring the first of the new sets 
of dinner plates, now being 
madd for the university at the 
Wedgwood, pottery in Bugland, will 
arrive in this country. The plates are 
to. he a reproduction of the famous 
blue and white Staffordshire ware of 
a eentiry ago. Old-time borders of 
fruit and flowers surround views of 
the university, the stalwart brick 
buildings of the eighteenth century 
and the new dormitories of the twen- 
tieth. 

Harvard graduates, who have com- 
bined with the university in the first 
order of 3,500 dozens of these plates, 
will find within the quaint and beau- 
tiful frame of the old garlands a 
picturesque record of the past, but 
they will find recorded, too, the 
changing days of the present. 

President A. Lawrence Lowell 
originated the project for the dinner 
plates. About a year and a half ago 
President Lowell conceived the idea 
of having views of the university 
drawn and transferred to a set of 
china. He called to his aid Professor 
Kenneth J. Conant, a member of the 
Faculty of Architecture, who drew 
a series of twelve sketches of the 
university. Each plate in the dozen 
of the Harvard dinner plates will 
contain in its centre one of these 
views. . 

There is University Hall, that fa- 
miliar landmark of Harvard genera- 
tions, which has been in its turn

ahd administration building. There is 
Massachusetts ‘ ‘Hall, oldest of them 
‘all, ‘used‘as a barracks for Continen- 
tal ‘troops ‘after the Battle ‘of Lex- 
ington, in later days homie of the fa- 
mous 47 Workshop. There is Har- 
vard Hall, where George Washington 
Was received in 1789, and which, 
like University,’ has in’ its turn 
housed the chapel, the library, the 
“philosophical - @pparatus’’ and the 
‘ining hall. There’ is Holden Chapel, 
the first religious ‘puilding: of the 
university, built ‘in 1744, supplanted 
in 1858 by Appleton Chapel, which in 
its turn is saon to be supplanted kv a 
larger building. Anc next to Holden 
Ghapel 6n the’ new china is Lionel 
Hall, built in 1925, and named for 
that young Englishman of the class 
of 1915, the only kin of John Har- 
vard who ever attended the univer- 
sity, who was killed at Arras in the 
WorldWars 

Other views show Harvard Hall, 
with University and Lionel Halls; the 
much-discussed freshman dormi- 
tories, Mower Hall, twin to Lionel in 
the new project of ‘‘cloistering’’ the 
Yard; the Widener.

President Lowell rescued these 
fragments, which showed the bor- 
ders, decorated with a garland of 
fruit and, flowers, and the central 
portions with views of the college 
buildings ofa century ago. On the 
back of one of the larger fragments 
appear thé words “Harvard College. 
E. W. & W. Celtic China.’’ The 
letters ‘“‘E. W.’’ mean, according to 
connoisseurs.of china, that the orig- 
inal -plates: were -made: by. Enoch 
Wood, a well-known potter of Statf- 
fordshire. | 

The plates, President Lowell thinks, 
must have been ‘used at the College 
Commons from about 1821 to 1841: 
After studying the \pieces for some 
time, chance again came to his as- 
sistance in the shape of a whole plate, 
of the’same series Of which the pieces 
were a part. This was sent to him 
by the descendants of a member of 
the class of 1841 who, in his old age, 
confessed that in his freshman year 
he had stolen a pie from the Com- 
mons, plate and all! 

President Lowell -had the original 
borders copied. The sketches, with 
the reproduced borders, have now 
been engraved on copper plates at 





the Wedgwood pottery, by a process 
similar to that employed by makers

lehem Steel Corporation has exten- 
sive holdings in Cuba, operating four 
properties with a total investment of 
about $15,000,000. The United and 
the Atlantic Fruit Companies have 
gone deeply into Cuba, too. The for- 
mer company alone has an invest- 
ment of almost $50,000,000. Ameri- 
ean companies have holdings of 
about the same value in tobaeco 
lands. And now that prohibition has 
come over the United States Ameri- 
can hotel corporations have put mil- 
lions into Cuban properties. Ar- 
mour, Standard Oil, International 
Portland Cement, International Har- 
vester and other familiar American 
firms have lesser but substantial in- 
terests in Cuba. The National City 
Bank has branches in twenty-one 
Cuban cities. 

American industrial investments, 
contrary to the rule in other parts 
of Latin America, are far larger 
than our holdings of Government 
bonds. American investors hold 
about $70,000,000 of these Cuban is- 
sues, representing only one-twentieth 
of the total American capital on the 
island. 


MEXICO 


Mexico ranks second only to Cuba 
in attracting American money. Our 
holdings in Mexico are estimated to 
be about $1,300,000,000 today. But 
because the United States has been 
an investor there for many: years the 
recent growth of our holdings is nat 
comparable with that in most of the 
other Latin-American countries—61 
per cent. since 1912, ~ 

Oil is by all odds the chief Amer- 
ican concern in Mexico, accounting 
for above one-third of the total in- 
vestment. Until three years ago the 
Doheny holdings ,were much the 
largest, but since the Mexican Petro- 
leum Company was sold to a syndi- 
cate dominated by the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana the latter con- 
cern takes first rank in Mexico and 
—except only for the Standard Oil 
Company of New. Jersey—in the 
world. Other great operators in Mex- 
ico are the Sinclair and Mellon in- 
terests, through the Sinclair Consoli- 
dated and the Gulf Oil companies, 
the Texas Company, Atlantic Refin- 
ing and Atlantic Gulf Oil, controlled 
by the Atlantic, Gulf and West In- 
dies Steamship Company. American 
concerns are said to control about 70 
per cent. of the oil output of Mexico. 

Approximately one-quarter of the 
total American investment in Mexico 
is in mining—gold,- silver, copper, 
lead and zinc. The American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company, the 
Phelps-Dodge Corporation (Monte- 
zuma Copper Company), the Cole- 
Ryan Syndicate and the American 
Metal Company are the four chief 
operating companies; but Bethlehem 
Steel, United States Smelting and the 
General Development Company, con- 
trolled by the Lewisohn interests, 
also have extensive holdings. 

More than 2,000 of Mexico’s 12,000 
miles of are owned and oper- 
ated by rican companies and the 
7,000-mile’ National Railways repre 
sent a large investment of American 
money. All-American Cables controls 


the Mexican Telegraph Companyrand/ 


American interests dominate the 
Mexican Telephone and Telegraph 
and the M Cable Companies. 
American investments in utility com- 
panies are relatively small, although 
at least two power and light compa- 
nies are in American hands, It is 
estimated that $260,000,000 of Ameri- 
can money is invested in real estate 
and manufacturing projects, includ- 


ing timber, agricultural bom rt 


raising lands. 


While the total Aniericaht ¢ash ine 
vestment in Peru is less than that in 


the larger South Ametican countries, '" 
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none of them have been so dominat- 
ed by American interests. Our total 
holdings have increased from $35,- 
000,000 to $169,000,000, almost 400 per 
cent., in the past sixteen years. 

But it is in construction work that 
American influence hag been most 
strongly exercised. At present one 
American concern, the Foundation 
Company, is under contract from the 
Peruvian Government to modernize 
the sewage and water supply systems 
of thirty-two cities; to build a system 
of up-to-date highways throughout 
the country, ‘and to wipe out yellow 
fever and the plague from the city 
of Paits by almost rebuilding the 
town. Port improvements, railroad, 
housing and power plant construc- 
tion on a large scale are also being 
carried out by the same company in 
different parts of the country. Amer- 
ican engineers and American capital 
shared heavily in building the rail- 
roads of Peru. 

The Standard Oil Company controls 
70 per cent. of Peru’s 11,000,000- 
barrel oil output and the Vanadium 
Corporation 92 per cent. of the 
world’s output of vanadium through 
its extensive operations in Peru. The 
Cerro de Pasco Copper Corporation, 
with the largest mine in Peru; Amer- 
ican Smelting, Anaconda and other 
American companies dominate the 
nation’s mining industry, while W. R. 
Grace & Co, have their most exten- 
sive holdings in Peru—sugar and 
cotton mills and a network of. trad- 
ing houses. 

Americans have invested over $30,- 
000,000 in Peruvian Government 
bonds the proceeds of which have 
been used, among other purposes, to 
finance construction work by Ameri- 
can concerns. 


URUGUAY. 


American money has poured into 
Uruguay of late years, registering an 
increase in our holdings there of 1,440 
per cent. since 1912; but the sum 
total, the area involved being small, 
is not so. impressive—$77,000,000 to- 
day compared with $5,000,000 in 1912. 
Meat, utilities and construction are 
the leading American interests there. 
Both Swift. and Armour maintain 
plants in Uruguay; the International 
Telephone and Telegraph has exten- 
tive holdings through All-American 
Cables and the Montevideo Telephone 
Company; the. Western Union also 
has cable property there; American 
capital dominates a $15,000,000 power 
plant at Rio Nigro, and Ulen & Co. 
financed and built the water supply 
and sewer systems of three Uru- 
guayan cities. Some $45,000,000 of 
national and municipal bonds of 
Uruguayan issue are held in the 
United States. 


VENEZUELA 


American stakes in Venezuela have 
increased fiftyfold since 1912, very 
largely because of the recent oil 
boom: from $3,000,000 to $162,000,000. 
Within the past three years Vene- 
guela has suddenly become the fourth 
largest oil producing territory in the 
world and experts believe she will 
eventually displace Mexico in second 
rank. American capital has now a 
controlling interest in a field where 
the British°used to dominate. Stand- 
ard Qil of New Jefsey, Gulf Oil, 
Sinclair, Texas and other companies 
compete for output. 

Other Americans are exploiting the 
coal” and’ magnesium déposits in 
Venezuela, and American capital 
dominates the tramway and eléctric 
light business in Maracaibo.. Géneral 
Asphalt Company draws on the Ber- 
mudez Pitch Lake, the largest known 
deposit of asphalt, to pave the 
streets of the United States. Coal is 


mined by Americans and some im-

ECUADOR—PARAGUAY 


American capital in the three small 
remaining areas of South America— 
Ecuador, the Guianas and Para- 
guay—has expanded from 60 to 350 
per cent. since 1912. Our total hold- 
ngs. in these three countries amount 
now to about $56,000,000, compared 
with $19,000,000 sixteen years ago. 
Our chief holdings are in Ecuador, | 
consisting mostly of oil and public | 
utilities. The South American De- | 
velopment Company mines gold there ' 
worth about $1,000,000 a year; the | 
Standard and other companies dom- 
inate the relatively small oil output 
(350,000 barrels a year); the leading | 
railroad (Guayaquil and Quito) was | 
built and’ is largely owned by Amer- 
icans; the J. G. White Company | 
changed the formerly fever-stricken | 
city of Guayaquil into one of the: 
towns in the tropics! 
through extensive public works; the | 
same company built the Quito tram- | 
way, and the American and Foreign | 
Power Company owns the Guayaquil | 
light and power plant. 

Americans have no _ substantial | 
holdings in Paraguay other than | 
those of the International*Products | 
Company in timber lands, railway | 
and cattle, and Tex Rickard’s | 
estates. In the Guianas the Alumi-| 
num Company has invested several | 
millions in bauxite mines, and other | 
capital has gone into lumber, rubber | 
and rice. 


CENTRAL AMERICA 


In Central America the chief Amer- 
ican holdings are in Costa Rica, with | 
Honduras, Guatemala, Salvador, | 
Panama and Nicaragua following in | 
the order named. Our investment in | 
these countries has grown from §$41,- 
000,000 in 1912 to $208,000,000 today— | 
more than fivefold—the greatest; 
gains having been made in Hon- | 
duras (1,233 per cent.), and wapeetar | 
(1,066 per cent.). 

By all odds the dominant American | 
concern in Central America is the | 
United Fruit Company. This con- | 
cern owns vast areas of banana and | 
other fruit lands in every country 
(in Guatemala amounting to one-| 
fifteenth of the entire area of areal 
country and totaling 1,700,000 acres) ; | 
operates 2,200 miles of railways and | 
trams; runs, eighty-six steamers 
(among the largest passenger and 
freight boats in Southern waters); 
owns docks, warehouses and terminal 
facilities at all the principal ports; 
controls the Tropical Radio Company 
with five high power stations in 
Guatemala and Nicaragua and is 
part owner of the Radio'Corporation 
of America. 

The Atlantic and Cuyamel Fruit 
Companies are also heavy investors 
in Central America, especially in 
Nicaragua. The railroads of this 
area are dominated by American in- 
terests. The International Railways, 
designed eventually to connect Mex- 
ico City with Panama, is dominated 
by the United Fruit Company. Amer- 
ican holdings includé also the Pacific 
Railway of Nicaragua and the Na- 
tional Railways of Honduras. Amer- 
ican capital has also extensively in- 
vested in public ‘utilities. The Amer- 
fean and Foreign *Power Company 
owns plants in Panama City, Colon, 
Guatemala City and thirteen other 
cities in Guatemala and ‘Panama: 
The San José Light and Power Com- 
pany in Costa Rica is an American 
concern.

Nearly sidetracked as an advan- 
tage of car ownership the pleasure 
angle. is emerging from a period of 
enforced retirement and looms upon 
the automotive horizon as one of the 
outstanding trends of 1928. A pleas- 
ure car originally, the automobile 
Wasa re-sold to the American people 
as an atticle of utility. Now it is 
heing re-soldas an article of recrea- 
tion and, what might well be termed, 
‘tmecessary pleasure.’’ The nation 
admits the atitomobile’s practical 
value to the average owner, but, 
cording to the optimistic faction in 
the motor world, the time has come 
when there must be general recogni- 
tion of the importance of the modern 
motor car as a pleasure device. 

Motoring for motoring’s sake is a 
thought that will be widely advo- 
cated and advertised throughout the 
new year. It is the basis upon which 
the two-car family idea is being 
built. 


Two-Car Ownership. 


Many families have transportation 
requirements necessitating two or 
more cars. Many persons whose 
transportation needs can be met with 
ownership of one car prefer two in 
order that the automotive equipment 
can be maintained in properly ser- 
viced condition at all times without 
interruption in transportation. But 
millions of preserit car owners could 
use a second car for pleasure pur- 
poses, and it is because this need 
exists that the motor industry an- 
ticipates a marked increase in the 
two-car idea. 


The trend is plainly evident in the 
selling points brought out in recent 
advertisements. One manufacturer 
urges the public to try the back 
reads and enjoy the country that 
has remained unexplored only be- 
cause previous cars were not de- 
signed to make boulevards out of 
country lanes. Another insists that 
its product is essentially a pleasure 
car, the idea being extended to con- 
vey the thought that even general 
utility with such’a car is a pleasure. 
Swank and style are emphasized 
from the lowest atm products to 
the finest. 

With the introduction of swank 
into cars of the lowest price class the 
present year holds opportunity for 
an extension of the pleasure idea to 
persons of moderate means.. Where 
it is necessary to consider the eco- 
nomic angle the picture for the year 
reveals many families finding their 
fun in ownership of one of the swag- 
ger, inexpensive sport models which 
will be used only in fair weather and 
as an adjunct to the more substan- 
tial but less colorful motor equip- 
ment on the other side of the garage. 

In the motoring plans of many 
other families the situation will be 
reversed in order to emphasize the 
pleasure angle. Men who use their 
ears for commuting, for instance, 
probably will purchase the new inex- 
pensive cars for general utility, and 
then sign up for a fine car which 
will be used for the strictly pleasure 
démands of the family. It is antici- 
pated that this Spring will find cars 
in better condition and more per- 
sons on the highways for the pur- 
pose of enjoying a day’s outing. 

Pleasure motoring takes on a new 
meaning with the new cars, Picture 
the modern driver actually enjoying 
traffic. He takes traffic as a sort 
of game and revels in the superiority 
of his car. It responds to his every 
wish, enabling him to take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to get 
ahead. If he miscalculates his dis- 
tances or time he knows his brakes 
will bring him.to an instant stop, 
safely and surely. 

There is no skidding. There is no 
etigine stalling, nor any suggestion 
that there will.be any failure of en- 
gine power if he finds it necessary 
to make heavy demands upon it. He 
ig, protected from the wind and the 
rain, but thanks to the wide windows 

aiid narrow posts he can see where 
he is going. 

Moter Psychology. 

Man’s gtegarious inetinct has re- 
ceived a new opportunity for expres- 
sion by the new cars. Millions of 
drivers complain of congestion and 
contend that they will give up driv- 
ig rather than be annoyed by 
crowded street conditions, but the 
truth of the matter is they are the 
moths who cannot resist the tempta- 
tion to flitter around the flame.

STATE REGULATIONS CHAOTIC 
AS TO GASOLINE STANDARDS

TUDYING the methods used to 
S control quality of gasoline mar- 

kets within the several States 
indicates that this important mat- 
ter has been largely overlooked. 
With 22,000,000 automobiles consum- 
ing eight and one half billion gallons 
of gasoline in 1926 in the United 
States it would appear that some 
form of legislation regulating the 
quality of gasoline might be in order. 
Of the forty-eight States, twenty- 
nine exercise no legislative control 
whatever over the quality of gasoline 
sold within the State. Also the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippines have 
passed no legislation setting stand- 
ards for gasoline. 


On the other hand the States have 
not overlooked gasoline as a source 
of tax revenue. All but two States 
tax gasoline, New York and Massa- 
chusetts being the exceptions. 


Kentucky and South Carolina tax 
gasoline at the rate of 5 cents per gal- 
lon, Virginia at 4% cents. Arkansas, 
Florida, Mississippi, Nevada and 
North Carolina at 4 cents. Twenty- 
three States have a tax of two cents 
per gallon. Two States tax at the 
rate of one cent per gallon. The 
average tax for the United States 
is 2.55 cents. The United States 
Bureau. of Roads recently reported 
that the total revenue received by 
State treasuries for the first six 
months of 1927 from gasoline tax was 
$101,250,841, indicating an approxi- 
mate gasoline consumption of 4,919,- 
000,000 gallons. 

With the States collecting this im- 
mense sum from the gasoline con- 
sumer, does it not seem fair to see 
to it that standard quality of gaso- 
line is maintained? 

Of the nineteen States which have 
passed some form of legislative con- 
trol, four have enacted a law based 
on gravity specifications alone. Such 
laws are inadequate, as the quality 
of gasoline is not controlled entirely 
by gravity. 

Nine States have passed a law 
using the United States Government 
specifications as a standard. These 
specifications, formulated by the 
United States Bureau of Mines and 
generally spoken of as the Bureau of 
Mines specifications, set a standard 
for gasoline purchesed by the Gov- 
ernment for its various departments. 
The specifications include tests for 
distillation range, color and corrosive 
action. Of these specifications, that 
of distillation range is considered the 
most important. This requires that 
the gasoline must. start to distill at 
181 degrees Fahrenheir, and that the 
end point shall not be higher than 
437 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Six States have passed laws calling 
for specifications somewhat less rigid 
than the Bureau of Mines standards. 

In 1926 there were seven States 
having an automobile registration in 
excess of 1,000,000 cars. They were 
as follows, in. Fog hio a oP iad of

set standards for gasoline quality. 

A study of the grade of gasoline 
marketed in the early days of the 
automobile shows that it had a vola- 
tility very much higher than that of 
present day gasoline. It must not be 
inferred that this lowering of quality 
of gasoline has been brought about 
by the refiners. Increased demand 
has necessitated an increased volume 
which could not have been met if 
old standards had been maintained, 
Thanks to the automotive engineer 
we are able to use this modern gaso- 
line satisfactorily, He has so im- 
proved the automobile engines as to 
make this possible, 

Along with the marked: change in 
the quality of gasoline which has 
taken place in the last decade has 
come the introduction of so-called 
anti-knock grades of gasoline. These 
gasolines cover a wide field as re- 
gards composition. Some consist of 
mixtures of gasoline and such knock 
depressants as benzol and tetrathy) 
lead. Others are gasolines having a 
higher volatility than the ordinary 
grade marketed by the particular 
dealer in question. That is, the. dif- 
ference comes through changing the 
cut during distillation. Then there 
are all the various blends of casing 
head, straight run and cracked gaso- 
lines which possess varying proper- 
ties, 

Another phase of the problem is 
the custom of selling a ‘Winter 
grade”? and a “Summer grade” of 
gasoline, It has been found that 
gasoline of higher volatility is re- 
quired in the Northern States/in the 
Winter months than in the Summer 
months. If the consumer pays 20 
cents per gallon for gasoline during 
the Winter and in the Summer buys 
gasoline of lower volatility, other 
things being equal, some price con- 
cession should be granted. 

With such a wide variety of gaso- 
lines on the market it is not surpris- 
ing to find that certain irresponsible 
dealers have mulcted the public. The 
dealer who fails to brand his wares 
properly is the man generally guilty 
of misrepresenting quality of gaso- 
line he sells. Such dealers are very 
hazy in giving any, definite source 
for their supply. _Thay immeasure- 
ably damage the business and reputa- 
tion of those dealers who aré market- 
ing uniform products.in the gasoline 
field. . 

The majority of gasoline dealers 
are honest and market a uniform 
product. The fringe of irresponsible 
dealers should be. eliminated. Speci- 
fications, rigidly enforced, will do 
this, 

Specifications might well be adopt- 
ed by the trade for the various 
grades of gasoline and trade organi- 
zations might enforce such specifica- 
tions. Such specifications, supple- 
mented by uniform State legislation 
on the subject, would adequately 
meet the existing situation. Both: the 
public and the ee dealer 
would benefit.

In Quebec 
By THEODORE G. MORGAN, 
President Royal Automobile Club of 
Canada. 


OM a modest start of about 
K 8,000 American touring cars en- 

tering the Province of Quebec 
ten years. ago, the numbers have 
shown an average annual increase 
of 25 to 50 per cent., until last year 
the estimated entries of United States 
cars were 825,000, as compared with 
265,000 in 1926, an increase of 23 per 
cent. Expenditures by American 
tourists in the Province for that year 
are estimated at $65,000,000, and the 
revenue. derived from this source 
during the past five-year period is 
placed at more than $215,000,000, or 
two and one-half times the outlay of 
the Government on roads during the 
last seventeen years. 

The Province of Quebec, of which 
Montreal is the chief city, has al- 
ways been in the forefront of ad- 
vanced highway legislation and con- 
struction. In seventeen years it has 
spent $80,000,000 on its roads, of 
which more than 7,000 miles have 
been improved. The main highway 
system represents 3,100 miles of per- 
Manent pavement or macadam con- 
struction, with less than 100 miles 
remaining to be completed in 1928. 

With an estimated investment cf 
$450,000,000 on highways, the Do- 
minion of Canada now possesses 300,- 
000 miles of roads, of which 100,600 
are improved and 10,000 have perma- 
nent pavement. The country’s pres- 
ent expenditure on roads is over $60,- 
000,000 annually, the major portion 
of which is collected from the own- 
ers or users of the nearly 1,000,000 
motor vehicles registered in Canada. 

As a result of the programs 
undertaken by the authorities of 
the nine Canadian Provinces, aided 
by @ grant of $20,000,000 from the 
Federal Government, the Dominion 
has one of the finést highway sys- 
tems possessed by any country in 
the world. The long-desired trans- 
continental route’ entirely within 
Canada is measurably within sight, 
as the various Provinces in their 
plans have always kept in mind the 
desirability of linking up their chief 
east and west roads so as to form a 
continuous route from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. Only a few. gaps re- 
main to be completed, and by 1930 
it is expected that the project of an 
all-Canada highway will become an 
actuality, 

To this consummation the Cana- 
dian Good Roads Association has 
contributed materially. The associa- 
tion, formed fifteen years ago as an 


highway improvement started in 
Montreal by the Royal Automobile 
Club of Canada, is primarily a de 
liberative and not an administrative 
body, and therefore its achievements 
must take the form not of direct 
material accomplishments but rather 
of results in the spheres of sugges- 
tion, influence and the shaping of 
governmental policies and public 
opinion. 





Formed to promote the cause of | 
good roads, the association has long | 
passed the point at which effort | 
along that line was necessary, since 
virtually the whole citizenhood of 
Canada is agreed upon the necessity 
of constructing and maintaining 
modern highway systems connecting 
all parts of the Dominion and link- 
ing up with the States to the south. 





The official recognition extended to 
the association’s work is. shown by | 
the fact that as many as five pro- | 
vincial premiers have been in at- | 
tendance at one time at its conven- 
tions, a greater number than has 
ever been drawn together under the 
auspices of any other non-Govern- 
mental body in Canada.

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PORTRAITURE IN VARIETY | 





The Europeans Offer Clever Likenesses, but 
Not Many Subtle Readings of Character

HE Carnegie International has 
come to Brooklyn and second 
thoughts are in order for those 
who saw it at Pittsburgh. Sec- 

ond thoughts differ only slightly 
from first thoughts except in the 
matter of the portraits. In the for- 
eign section the portraits recite -one 
lesson al) together before they begin 
to make their separate explanations. 
The brief lesson they recite is: ‘‘No 
subtleties.’’:.If the sitter has char- 
acter, pull it into the foreground and 
let there be no mistake about it. If 
temperament is there, paint it so that 
the public can see it, in broad un- 
mistakable ‘outline, Otherwise make 
a handsome picture of a background 
or a costume or a pose, and particu- 
larly avoid the nineteenth century. 
Any other century than that! 

In consequence the portraits make 
very interesting pictures and we 
know almost nothing about the peo- 
ple who; sat for them. Berenson 
says that Titian, confronted with his 
sitter, niust. have put the unspoken 
questions: Who are you? What is 
your position in society? While the 
sensitively psychological Lotto asked 
instead: What sort of person are 
you? How do you take life? Writ- 
ing in the later years of the nine- 
teenth century, Mr. Berenson found 
Lotto’s portraits very close to us. 
The people ‘‘seem to feel as we do 
about many things,” and in his 
beautiful social optimism the young 
Berenson added that these people 
painted by Lotto have already ‘much 
of our spontaneous kindness, much 
of our feeling for humanity, and 
much of our conscious need of hu- 
man ties and sympathy.”

of optimism to believe that in the 

first quarter of the twentieth cen- 
tury, in spite of the horrible contra- 
diction of the World War, feeling for 
humanity and spontaneous kindness 
continued and increased. Those who 
felt the need of public expression 
protested verbally against deeds of 
cruelty and threw themselves into 
deeds of charity as outward and vis- 
ible sign of atonement for sins they 
had not themselves committed. Oth- 
ers, oppressed by a deep reticence in 
their sense of responsibilty, kept 
their mask and redoubled their ef- 
forts to ameliorate suffering. The 
outcome is a more active interplay of 
charitable motive and a less personal 
attitude on the part of the individ- 
ual. Group action smooths out the 
lines that lend expression to por- 
traiture, and a twentieth century 
Lotto, in this country at least, would 
have to be a very penetrating reader 
of the varying states of the human 
soul to interpret them in the Ameri- 
can physiognomy. 

Apparently the European portrait 
painters as represented in this ex- 
hibition have felt simply that they 
must give it up, so far as interpre- 
tation of their own people is con- 
cerned. The European portraits are 
not standardized, not in the least. 
They differ widely in the elements of 
design, in the patterns invented, in 
color-schemes, in postures and ges- 
tures, in everything except the. one 
thing that makes portraiture, idio- 
syncrasy of temperament. In their 
avoidance of this great essential they

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ATURALLY a few exceptions, 
N conspicuously among the Rus- 
sians. The Russians in their 
search for primitive truth dig up the 
surface as furiously as a badger 
hound burrowing for his prey. ‘There 
are only three in the exhibition who 
represent this vast, tormented coun- 
try on the side of its art. All three, 
Jakoviev, Shukhaiev and Grigoriev, 
were among the two millions and 
more who emigrated from Russia to 
the various capitals of Europe, the 
artists settling chiefly in Paris, where 
a considerable colony of their coun- 
trymen were already established. 
Those who know Russia best feel that 
the one of these three most Russian 
at heart and in expression is Grigo- 
riev. In him, at least, psychological 
realism finds a creative interpreter. 
But he as little as any one troubles 
himself with the overtones breathing 
life into a simple design, which to a 
tto represent the soul of portrait- 
‘ure, somewhat, perhaps, as contra- 
puntal organization in music awak- 
ens the soul of harmony. The very 
intensity of Grigoriev’s probing to 
fundamentals rules out psycholog- 
ical subtleties, and when he wishes, 
as in his portrait of Maxim Gorky, 
to indicate the shifting sands of hu- 
man feeling, the intricacy of human 
relations, the shadowy, almost im- 
perceptible, suggestions of life’s in- 
finite significance, which the author 
of ‘‘The Lower Depth’’ held in mas- 
tery, he finds it necessary to em- 
ploy the classic method of symbol, 
and delineating the outward aspect, 
the seared face and eloquent hands of 
the playwright furnishes a back- 
ground of a populace pouring over 
hills and through valleys. into his 

presence, 

This is not the greatest art, modern 
or ancient; certainly’ not the kind of 
art by which Gorky himself, with 
synthetic short cuts and broken, 
weighted syllables, translates for au- 
diences from other worlds the rich 
humanity that crawls in stone-walled 
Russian cellars. The surface is stiff 
with paint, patched and seamed like 
sailcloth torn by sea weather, Its 
outlines are fixed immovably. ,. Yet 
this little portrait,’ estly 


cated to the truth and to an idea of} 


the truth, chisels itself into the mind 
and remains there -unforgettably. 
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Shukhaiev and Jakovlov build with 
an even greater care for solidity, and 
are more various in their method of 
representing character. They seem, 
oddly, not to know character so well, 
but to know. better how to represent 
it. Jakovlev’s portrait of Grigoriev 
is, however, a thing apart. A home- 
ly, heavy face, loosely put together, 
parted tips, eyes dulled with a philo- 
sophic torpor behind which glints a 
look of kindness. It recalls Luka’s 
teply to Anna when she tells him he 
is like her father—‘‘gentle as he was 
—and as soft.” Luka ‘answers: 
‘*Soft!) Yes! They pounded me till 
I got soft!’? Shukhaiev’s portrait of 
Mr. Vogel is an amazingly expert 
composition with its dizzy perspec- 
tives. The face and figure speak of 
a closely veiled personality.

schka with the poet Ehrenstein 
appears to be—perhaps is—concerned 
with the psychology of his subject, 
but he has put into the face and fig- 
ure little more than the story of a 
man in search of an idea, or it may 
be the perfect word to express an 
idea. What kind of idea, what kind of 
word may be dodging him is not to 
be inferred from the artist’s reading 
of his physiognomy. The serpentine 
brushstroke recalls the German 
painter Habermann, with whom it 
was an unmistakeble signature to 
his canvases. In Kokoschka’s por- 
trait of Mr. Blimmer we have the 
echo of the hypnotic influence exer- 
cised by this painter upon those al- 


| ready suffering from hyperesthesia.

Faistauer doing a stage version of 
the singer, Richard Mayr, in ‘‘Rosen- 
kavalier’’ is superbly real under the 
assumed artificiality of wig and 
flowered waistccat.. The gusto of the 
singer’s pose and gesture conveys 
not only his quality as an actor but 
the spirit of his réle. Direct, com- 
petent and without self-conscious- 
ness, he brings into the twentieth 
century a fresh, reviving breeze. 

From France a shallow portrait by 
the Dutchman, Kees van Dongen, 
charged with crackling felicities, and 
a portrait by Othon Friesz of the art- 
ist’s wife. The color in the Friesz 
has the beauty of natural earth 
color. Even the crimson and brazen 
yellow of the shawl looped about the 
thick neck and massive shoulders 
are dull and thick and beautiful in 
contrast with the stainings of van 
Dongen. 

Slendzinski in Poland sees in his 
spirited handsome wife an occasion 
for escape into a background of town 
square with little coming and go- 
ing, an artist sketching, gold and 
silver applied to catch sharp lights. 
The sharpness of light and glancing 
angles in the costumes control the 
brilliant design, and the brilliant de- 
sign is the picture. It is easy to 
forget the lady and her beauty. 


UNG Casorati’s portrait of his 
sister expresses the strained in- 
tensity of Italy striving toward 
renewal. The Spaniard, Antonio 
Echagiie, in his portrait of his wife 
and daughter echoes the device of 
Zuloaga in relieving the figures 
against sky and landscape, and has 
given them a pose that should be 
shown as fleeting. Isadore Opsomer’s 
portrait of the writer, Timmermans, 
represents. portraiture in Belgium 
and is lent by the Brussels Museum. 
Great Britain, usually making a 
point of this form of commemora- 
tive art, sends comparatively few 
portraits, none of the greatest im- 
portance, although Maurice Greif-

fenhagen excels himself in originality 
of arrangement and vivacity of char- 
acterization in his “Master MacKin- 
non.’’ The portraits by the late 
Ambrose McEvoy are not of his 
best, but keep the memory of his 
Irish sensitiveness to mood. That of 
the Vicomtesse Henri de Janzi be- 
longs to the Carnegie Institute. The 
Orpens are characteristic, but make 
no strong impression. Henry Lamb’s 
“Edwin John’ counts, but only in 
the absence of pte ta fine portrait- 
ure.

sionist’® complications added to it. 

The portrait of Hugo Erfurth by 
Otto Dix is capable of two interpre- 
tations. That which usually appeals 
to “an artist is the simple looking 
at what he has done and finding it 
good. It would be quite hard to 
imagine the sitter in this case with 
sn aspect other than the artist has 
described. His aspect is that of a 
patient, studious, intelligent, slightly 
dull person, with a coat that dis- 
guises individuality, a scarf and 
scarf-pin that struggle to reveal it. 
The artist, of course, had no other 
intention in painting the dog, held 
gently in leash by his master, than 





to animate the composition by the 
contrast between the dog’s physiog- 
nomy and that of the man—the dog 
alert, eager, pink tongue hanging 
out over glistening fangs, ears 
pointed sharply upward, eye fierce, 
hair slightly bristling on the yeck; 
the man inquiring, peaceful and 
mild. Certainly that piquant con- 
trast must have been the intention, 
since you never look to a real painter 
for psychic phenomena. It would 
be only a literary person who would 
see in the contrasted moods a hint 
of symbol, fiery mind and heavy 
body. The days of symbol in any 
such easy reading are over. If we 





have it at all we must make it ac- 
cord with Definition 2; A character 
or abbreviation indicating a quantity 
in mathematics, a substance in chem- 
istry,-a planet or relation of bodies 
in astronomy, &c. Otto Dix hardly 
has got as far as this. He merély 
has painted a careful, arresting and 
thoughtful portrait. More than most 
have done, at that. His portrcait of 
ics little daughter, stepping indeter- 
minately in her big Jaced shoes 
through a flowery maze, _ roses, 
poppies, is prettily complicated with 
implications of youth in the meadow 
to sustain and embower the youth of 
the child. 





THE “OLD MASTER OF AIX” COMES TO FIFTH AVENUE 


LOAN collection of some twenty- 
four paintings by Paul Cé- 
zanne is now on exhibition at 
the Wildenstein Galleries, ad- 

mission proceeds to be given to the 
French Hospital Building Fund. The 
pictures were lent by various own- 
ers, mostly Americzn, and include 
examples covering a considerable 
span of years—from the little picture 
of a studio stove, done in the early 
Baroque days, to canvases done long, 
long afterward, when water color 
technique had influenced the paint- 
er’s use of oils. 

There are several still lifes, some 
magnificent Provence landscapes, a 
single ‘‘Bathers,’’ product of one of 
those heartbreaking attempts to re- 
capture the spirit of early romanti- 
cism, and several portraits of Mme. 
Cézanne. It may be argued that not 
any of these canvases is a supreme 
Cézanne; but every one of them is 
touched, at least, with the passion 
that uniquely belongs to him. 

Although in the last quarter of a 
century there have been many ex- 
haustive studies of Cézanne’s work, 
many sincere efforts to bring the 
painter into the realm of what. is 
more or less readily understandable, 
and although for some today he 
speaks through his canvases wit. 
eloquent directness, for a large pub- 
lic he remains mysterious. This is 
not surprising. Expression through 
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the medium of paint is mysterious 
at best. We take the phenomenon 
for granted, since it is a common 
enough experience; the museums are 
full of testimony to the fact that 
such expression has been and is pos- 
sible; in scores of galleries every day 
one may receive fresh proof. And 
yet, when one pauses to think about 
it, there is profound mystery here; 
mystery less tangible even (no doubt 
because the medium itself is more 
tangible) than that encountered in 
music or dancing or literature. Ex- 
actly what transpires when a painter 
takes up his brush to express his 
emotion, to communicate an idea? 
Who can say? For here we neces- 
sarily enter a world not to be cata- 
logued. by mere criticism. 

Then it is not to be wondered at 
that Cézanne should appear doubly 
and trebly mysterious, since of all 
painters save only the cubicts (whom 
by chance he called into being) and 
workers in some of the other ephem- 
eral cults, Cézanne least conce*ns 
himself with art that is representa- 
tional. He paints you eternal values 
in some simple arrangement of fruit, 
the folds of a garment, the minutely 
studied topography of a landscape. 

“Everything we see is dispersed 





and disappears,’’ Cézanne is quoted angle, but that is universal in the 


by M. Joachim Gasquet as once say- 
ing. ‘“‘Nature is alweys the same, 
but nothing remains of it, nothing of 
what we see. Our art should give to 
nature the thrill of continuance with 
the appearance of all its changes. It 
should enable us to feel nature as 
eternal.’’ 


If after carefully examining a col- 
lection of Cézanne’s paintings, or 
even a single canvas, the spectator 
will seek out some competent repre- 
sentational picture by another hand, 
he may obtain a rather startling per- 
spective. In the simple “likeness,’’ 
however complexly handled, beauty 
is measurable, one might say, in 
terms of inches. Measure the canvas 
within the frame end you have, gen- 
erally speaking, a fair measure of the 
picture’s implication. But Cézanne’s 
pictures are amenable to no such 
convenient arithmetical reckoning. 
They o’erleap their frames as if the 
frames had not been there, and we 
are amazed to find ourselves con- 
templating, instead of still life or 
trees or houses, a dream of the 
universe. 

The theme forces itself in upon our 
consciousness not as something that 
is universal from only the human

sidereal sense—a matter of planets 
and starry space, though with al- 
ways the human element involved. 
To ‘those who do not respond to 
Cézanne, who still look upon his pic- 
tures as struggles of an astonish- 
ingly gauche artist to represent na- 
ture in a usual pictorial manner, 
talk of stars and cosmic immensity 
appeals as whirling words. But 
there are these who, when contem- 
plating the pictures done by this 
painstaking and often clumsy old 
hermit of Aix, cannot escape the 
awe that at times catches in the 
throat of even a seascned astrono- 
mer. 

It is not strange that the vision 
Cézanne strove so ardently to im- 
prison upon canvas should fre- 
quently have proved beyond his 
reach. ‘‘For him, as I understand 
his work,’’ says Roger Fry, ‘‘the 
ultimate synthesis of a design was 
never revealed in a flash; rather he 
approached it with infinite precau- 
tions, stalking it, es it were, now 
from one point of view, now from 
another, and always in fear lest a 
premature definition might ceprive 
it of something cf its total com- 
plexity. For him the synthesis was 
an asymptote toward which he was 
forever approaching without ever 
quite reaching it; it was a reality 
incapable of complete realization.”’ 
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ANDSCAPES, still life studies and 
interiors’ included in the for- 
eign section of the Carnegie 
International, now at the 

Brooklyn Museum (which section, 
except for. the prize-winners, has 


not been previously. commented 


upon in this paper), cover a wide 
gamut, ranging from mystical to 
matter-of-fact; from simplicity and 
simplification to complex arrange- 
ments and methods of treatment... 


For landscape contrasts take one 
of the striking things by the Scandi- 
navian artist Axel Sjéberg—‘‘Early 
Summer in Lapland’ or “‘Winter,’’ 
both of which, in varying guise, have 
mystical, highly dramatic qualities— 
and place beside it the quiet “Bridge 
and City, Berwick-on-Tweed”’ by Sir 
David Cameron, which is treated in 
somewhat the manner of the eigh- 
teenth or early nineteenth century; 
smooth and gentle ‘and low-toned. In 
this picture an endless bridge creeps 
from one frame-edge to the other, 
merging into: buildings, but so softly 
that nothing occurs to break the 
thythm of a simple architectural 
chord. Peace broods here, under a 
sympathetic and untroubled sky..On 
the other hand, the pictures by Axel 
Sjoéberg—those mentioned and--his 
“Snow and.Open Water,’’ ‘Rough 
Weather’ and ‘The Breaking of 
Ice” as well—jolt one’s mind into 
swift, quivering sensation. They 
plunge into more vigorous, more 
sharply pointed harmonies, calling to 
use a heavy impasto and the palette 
knife, and winning a sense of activ- 
ity as intense, perhaps, in its colder 
way, as that.achieved by Othon 
Friesz. 
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ONTRASTS equally significant 
might be found in several delib- 
erately evolved companionings in 

the gallery. For example, place side 
by side the delicate pointillist night 
scenes by Henri Eugéne le Sidaner 
and the harsh, almost savege coasts 
of the German painter Willy Jaeckel. 
The latter’s ‘‘Dalmatian Landscape’”’ 
and ‘‘Landscape Near Ragusa,’’ with 
their out-thrusting promontories and 
lurid expression of something vibrant 
in the very soil, can turn the French- 
man’s nocturnes into the _ faint, 
dreamy note of a flute, just heard 
and then lost in’ the hush—or, if you 
like, in the maelstrom. 

Less exclamatory are some of the 
other German contributions Otto 
Miiller, with sombre colors, turns 
his attention to pattern in ‘‘Nude 
Under Trees,’’ ‘“‘Houses’”’ end ‘Nude 
Girl,’”’? while Erich Heckel in “View 
of Sion’”’ and ‘‘Rocky Coast’”’ reveals 
a fondness. for chalky surfaces, a 
leaning toward pastel. Urich Hiib- 
ner’s German feeling is diluted a2 
bit with French technique, but he 
attains to picturesque excellence in 
each of his compositions, Also not 
essentially German is Kar) Hofer’s 
very fine ‘‘Landscape,’’ a hill hooded 
with buildings—a hill so suavely com- 
plemented that nature’s architecture 
and that of man enter an indissoluble 
wedlock. 

The note of the picturesque, lightly 
sounded in the canvases of Herr 
Hubner, attains full and unblushing 
resonance in. ‘‘Gypsies on Epsom 
Downs, Derby Week,’’ by A. J. Mun- 
nings, the English artist, whose 
adroitness in portraying horses has 
brought him deserved fame. No one 
who pauses to inspect Mr. Munninz’s 
canvases can doubt that here is a 
true lover of horses. 


Other examples of the essentially 
picturesque would include ‘‘Arch: to 
the Sea’’ by Beppe Ciardi and ‘‘The 
Masquerade’”’ by Itelico.

Science, the servant of man, made 
the flight. possible,. and science, the 
servant of men, faithfully recorded 
it: Two romances.of reality have 
been written in the past twenty-six 
years. The first is the romance of 
aviation, personified by Charles A. 
Lindbergh. The second is the ro- 
mance of radio, Colonel Lindbergh 
and radio both chain the world with 
invisible ties that link all men and 
all. mations. .When Lindbergh was 
born, twenty-six years ago, radio was 
young; but already*the plans were 
being formulated that would make 
possible the quick telling of his flight 
over countries where ‘the physical 
means of communication are at the 
best uncertain. 

In Lindbergh’s Youth. 

Through all ages man has struggled 
to chain the elements to his will. 
Monuments to this endless warfare 
mark the fields of time. The pres- 
ent generation has seen the building 
of one-of the most glorious of them 
all—radio. When Lindbergh was a 
boy, playing the gamcs of a boy 
and dreaming the dreams peculiar to 
childhood, pioneers of the air were 
struggling for dominion on the fron- 
tiers of communication. Great vic- 
tories had been won. Telegraph, tele- 
phone and cable lines had been laid, 
railroads spanned continents, rivers 
had been chained, but the seas still 
offered their opposition and formid- 
able mountain ranges, swamps, for- 
ests and deserts checked the rush of 
progress. Then men turned to the 
air. In 1896, while Marconi was de- 
veloping his. wireless, Langley was 
experimenting with the first air- 
plane. Thirty-one years later Lind- 
bergh sailed out of ‘the West as a 
symbol that a dual victory over space 
had been written in the annals of 
man’s achievements. 

The country that Lindbergh trav- 
ersed ‘in his air tour of Mexico and 
Central America typifies the prob- 
lems that men ‘have’ solved in com- 
munication, but the solution of the 
problem in Central America is a ro- 
mance in itself. A few years ago, 
‘Yes, We Have No Bananas’”’ swept 
the country. Today there are rela- 
tively few who realize just how much 
bananas had to do with the telling 
of Lindberghi’s story. Yet the entire 
romance of Central American radio 
that made possible the faithful re- 
cording of the: young flier’s daily 
progress is written around the stalks 
of bunches of bananas. 

There are many who-do not realize 
that communication between Central 
American countries and other parts 
of the world compares favorably 
with that existing between New 
York and London, Paris, Berlin, 
Rome or other European centres. 
Yet this is true. To many the coun- 
tries bordering on the Caribbean are 
red and, yellow blotches on the map 
forming 4 paradise for revolutionists, 
soldiers of fortune and beach comb- 
ers... " 

Success of Much Labor.

Lindbergh’s story: attests ‘the suc- 
cess of this labor. During his flight 
daily stories running into thousands 
of words were transmitted without 
delay or interference. A representa- 
tive of the company said that, while 
no data were available on the number 
of words handled, the total would be 
above 100,000 and might run close to 
a. quarter. of a million before the 
**Flying Colonel’ points the nose of 
his plane toward Cuba. During his 
flight through Central America THs 
New York Times received an aver- 
age of close to 1,500 words a night 
from the Tropical Radio Telegraph 
Company. On Jan. 7 alone it received 
2,494 words from San Jose, Costa 
Rica. 

Stations Built in 1904. 


The Tropical Company’s. network 
was started in 1904 with the erection 


»of.stations at Limon, Costa Rica and 


Bocas del Toro, Panama, sixty miles 
apart. Communication over these two 
points was uncertain even by wire- 
less; but the development of the 
vacuum tube transmitter improved it 
to such an extent that atmospheric 
conditions no longer form a serious 
obstacle, and this phrase, once prom- 
inent on the logs of the company, 
has disappeared. Since that time, 
which embraces Lindbergh’s . life 
from the time he was two years old; 
the company has built and has in 
operation twelve stations at strategi- 
ca] points of Central America, Co- 
lombia and Cuba. Three of these are 
in Nicaragua, three in Honduras, 
two in Costa Rica and one each in 
Panama, Guatemala, Colombia and 
Cuba. Five additional stations in this 
chain of invisible communications are 
located in the United States at 
Miami, Fla.; New Orleans, La.; Bos- 
ton, Mass., and Fort Morgan and 
Mobile, Ala. Two of these, the Miami 
and New Orleans stations, are 
equipped with twenty kilowatt trans- 
mitters and serve as terminals for 
the company’s network. 

The stations in the tropical areas 
operated by the company are located 
at Bluefields, Cape Gracias and Ma- 
nagua,. Nicaragua; Porto Castilla, 
Tegucigalpa and Tela, Honduras; 
Cartago and Limon, Costa Rica; Bar- 
Trios, Guatemala; Almirante, Repub- 
lic of Panama; Santa Marta, Colom- 
bia, and Preston, Cuba. In addition 
the company. has installed and oper- 
ates receiving and transmitting sets 
on all the United Fruit Company’s 
boats plying between American and 
Central and South American ports. 
On these stations along the Caribbean 
fell the burden of keeping the world 
informed of Lindbergh’s progress as 
he winged toward the Equator on his 
message of good-will. The efficiency 
and. dispatch with which they per- 
formed this feat will remain an ever- 
lasting tribute to radio. 

But radio’s story of Lindbergh’s 
passage is not confined to the part 
played by the Tropical Radio Tele- 
graph Company. While correspon- 
dents were speeding southward to 
await the coming of America’s First 
Ambassador of the Air, messages of 
his landing, reception and daily ac- 
tivities in Mexico City were flashing 
northward from the Mexican War 
Department’s wireless station at Val- 
buena Flying Field, From. the time 
of his landing to his departure the 
resources of this transmitter were 
placed at his disposal by the Mexican 
Government, and the promptness 
with which his story ticked over the 
ether waves speaks the highest praise 
for radio as it has been developed in 
the country south of,the Rio Grande. 

From the time the silver wings of 
the ‘Spirit of St. Louis’ spurned the 
earth for its natural element at 
Bolling Field, Washington, D. C. 
until Lindbergh zoomed above Presi- 
dent Calles’s box to land gracefully 
on Valbuena Flying Field, radio re- 
corded, almost without interruption, | 
the story of his flight. For twenty- 
seven. ho through the day and 
the night, wireless reported his posi- 
tion. At 12:29 noon, on. Dec. 14, . 
Field, and at 3:39 0 hare 
time, the next, afternoon he

of the voice or instrument. 

“Timbre or ge SE a summed 
up in the word quality,” he said,) 
"technic consists of the funde- 
mental frequency of the instrument, 
which egtablishes its pitch on the 
musical gcale, and overtones, or har- 
monic frequencies, all of which must 
become effective in their proper 
proportign on the diaphragm of 
the speaker before true quality is 
attained. This is accomplished by a 
system of balanced resistances in the 
radio frequency circuit so that the 
set not only receives the carrier 
wave and all of the tones and over- 
tones that are locked up in the side 
bands, but ctits off sharply beyond 
a definite point so that the next sta- 
tion’s signal does not overlap and 
interference result, 

Waves Are Not Trimmed. 


“The averages set must lose some 
appreciable amount of the music 
transmitted from the station be- 
cause it uses the type of tuning cir- 
cuit which trims off a portion of the 
side bands upon which the voice or 
instrumental modulation generated 
by the microphone is superimposed,” 
said Dr. Vreeland. 

“The new. discovery will give full 
leeway for the reception of all the 
side bands necessary for faithful re- 
production without infringing any

known to radio engineers as “‘fre- 
queney digcrimination,’” he @agid. 

“Selectivity, on the other hand, re- 
quires that a certain group. of radio 
frequencies, comprising a modulated 
signal wave, must be separated from 
all other radio waves. If we are to 
receive a ful] frequency band, or 
spectrum, of twenty kilocycles width, 
including modulation frequencies up 
to 10,000 cycles, obviously the bands 
of two modulated waves twenty kilo- 
cycles apart will meet with no space 
between. To receive without distor- 
tion one wave band of twenty kilo- 
cycles width and exclude the adja- 
‘cent wave requires a receiver of ex- 
traordinary qualities, receiving with 
equal efficiency all the frequencies 
within the twenty-kilocycle band, 
and abruptly cutting off all fre- 
quencies outside this band. In other 
words, it requires a receiver whose 
frequency characteristic of reception 
is substantially rectangular.”’ 

“The band selector has been devel- 
oped in our laboratories to meet 
three conditions, namely, fidelity, 
selectivity and simplicity. It com- 
prises the reactance coils related and 
balanced so that the desired tuning 
effect is secured.” 

The circuit demonstrated was a 
six-tube set—three stages of radio- 
frequency amplification equipped 
with the ‘‘band amplifier” coils in- 
serted to effect the desired tuning 
characteristics, and @ detector and 
two-stage amplifier of the usual type. 
The entire set was plugged into the 
lighting circuit and used the alter- 
nating current. tubes. 

The eleetrical and mechanical con- 
struction required is simple and ad- 
justment is obtained by two variable 
elements operated by a single con- 
trol. Small condensers and coils are 
balanced together at the same fre- 
quency and with a third circuit 
which ig common to both.

Pacent Predicts More Powerful Amplifier Tubes Will 
Appear in 1928—Improvements in Tone 
Quality Are Expected 


ADIO improvements which will 
appear during 1928 will be cen- 
tred largely about the audio 

frequency amplifier, according to 
Louis G. Pacenf, President of the 
Pacent Radio Corporation. ‘‘We all 
realize that to get real reproduction 
from a radio set we must have real 
power avyailable,”’ said Mr. Pacent. 
*‘During the past few years we have 
seen ‘B’ voltages stepped first from 
90 to 1385 ag common practice; after 
this came the introduction of the 
now popular semi-power and power 
tubes for the last stage audio. This 
immediately allowed the application 
of 180 volts or higher on the plate 
of the output tube. We have but to 
listen to an up-to-date receiver and 
compare it: with one of two years ago 
to appreciate the vast difference and 
the marked improvement in quality 
from the newer model with increased 
‘B’ voltage. 

In 1928 we, shall see further im- 
provements intone quality. This is 
made possible by the development 
of new tubes with plate voltages up 
to 450 volts, high grid bias, and with 
vastly increased milli-watts output. 
To work with these new audio tubes 
it will be almost Necessary to use 4 
power detector tube to avoid over- 
loading, which».will call for about 
400 volts on the plate and about 80- 
volt bias. Thig:tube, working in con- 
junction with the néw audio tubes, 
will make a ¢ombination® which, for). 
quality of ton@ and volume, will be 
hard to surpass,, giving 3,000 to 4,000 
milli-watts of undistorted output of 
power. 

“We shall also see," seid Mr, Pa- 
cent, ‘‘certain worthwhile improve- 
ments in radio frequency’ design. 
These will be centred about the 222 
and 822 double grid tubes: Jt is:per- 
fectly possible and practicable with

“Unquestionably \ conditions ‘» are 
very much improved in’ the South, 
particularly in the recently cleared 
band of from 200 to 500 meters,” the 
Judge reported.

Remedy Is Wanted for. Fading Signals—Too Long an 
Aerial Causes Two or More Stations to 
Be Heard at Once 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP Jr. 

UESTION—I have an Atwater 
Kent five-tube radio set and 
use with it an ‘‘A” battery, 
“B” eliminator and. ‘“‘C’’ battery. 
Every once in a.while the set stops 
playing suddenly, and in order to 
have it going again we must tap 
the radio set, which then begins to 
play. We hit or slightly shake the 
set. I have looked all over the outfit 
for a loose connection, but I cannot 
find anything wrong. Will you 
kindly advise me where to look for 
the trouble. This has been going 
on for the past five months, and I 
have had the set about two years. 
(2) In connection with this set I 
use a large horn-shaped loud- 
speaker. The reception is not as 
clear and distinct as I have heard 
from the latest cone speakers. I 
understand that they work on a 
different and more advanced prin- 
ciple than the former old type horn 
speakers. If I should get one of 
the latest cone speakers in connec- 
tion with the set that I have now 
would it materially improve my re- 
ception? I do not wish to buy any- 
thing that would not improve the 
reception. (3) (Will you kindly 
recommend some of the latest and 
best cone speaker?—B. R. S. AN- 
SWER—Theze is every indication of 
a looses connection. It may be inside 
one tf the ¢cansformers or at a point 
in the sircuit that is not visible. 
Blow through the condensers to clear 
out any dyst tha> may Save accumu- 
lated. Examime ail socket and jack 
springs, Try a new grid leak. (2) 
It is true that the cones and horns 
differ in construction. The best way 
to tell whether a new loud-speaker 
will improve reception is to actually 
try it with the set. Without hearing 
the present horn it is impossible to 
say whether or not a new reproducer 
would be an improvement. (3) For 
obvious reasons apparatus cannot be 

recommended in these columns. 
QUESTION-—I have a five-tube 
radio. Can I employ a power tube 
to advantage? (2) Please give the 
simplest way of installing such a 
tube, (3) How should the tube im- 
prove the set?—D. O. B. ANSWER 
—Yes. (2) Insert a duplex base in 
the last zudie or output socket and 
in it place the power tube. The 
duplex base is provided with four 
connections on its rim so that the 
extra “‘B’’ and ‘‘C”’ battery required 
with a power tube can be easily at- 
tached without disturbing the wiring 
of the circuit. Use the “C’’ and “B” 
voltages specified in the directions 
supplied with the power tube. (3) 
Improved tonal quality and slightly 

more volume. ; 

QUESTION—I have a four-tube 
radio set that uses the 199 type of 
amplifier in the radio frequency 
stage. Recently trouble has devel- 
oped so that signals are weak with 
this tube burning. When the radio 
frequency tube is turned off there is 
a noticeable increase in volume: ‘The 
tube is O, K. and I find no loose 
ections anywhere. Where may 
I look for the trouble?—J. B. AN- 
Try a new 199 tube of 
known efficiency in the socket. Test 
the “"B” battery to see if the proper

Fading is 
bad with out-of-town signals. Can 
you recommend a remedy? (2) It 
often happens that the same ‘Roches- 
ter, N. Y., station“is found on all the 
dial numbers. What is the cause of 
this effect?—F. S. ANSWER—Fad- 
ing of distant stations is generally 
caused by atmospheric conditions 
and cannot be controlled at the re- 
ceiving station. If local stations fade 
look for a loose connection in the re- 
ceiver, antenna or ground system. If 
there is another. antenna close and 
parallel to another antenna it often 
causes fading when both receivers 
are tuned to the same wave. Fluctua- 
tions in the current caused by a run- 
down “A’’ or “‘B”’ battery or a de- 
fective tube are other causes of wax- 
ing and waning signals. (2) Broad 
tuning may be caused by the an- 
tenna being too long. Try a shorter 
wire. 

QUESTION—What is the cause of 
reception being ‘‘choppy,’’ such as a 
sort of ‘‘cutting in and out’? This 
applies only to WEAF, WJZ and 
WOR. It Happens on a four-tube 
and a one-tube set, which are 
operated in the same apartment but 
on separate aerials. (2) Is there any 
way to prevent hand capacity on a 
one-tube set?—R. V. P. ANSWER— 
It is probably caused by another an- 
tenna being too close to your wire. 
Run the antenna at right angles to 
other wires. This often happens in 
apartments where there are many 
sets and aerials, both indoor and out- 
door, in a congested area, 

QUESTION-—I have a six-tube set 
with which is used 4 cone speaker 
operated with a 171 power tube. The 
set is powered by four ‘‘B’”’ batteries, 
two “C’’ batteries and an ‘‘A” stor- 
age battery. Good reception from all 
stations is had except from WHN 
and WRNY, whose signals are ac- 
companied by a burr or buzz, Mov- 
ing the speaker further away from 
the set does not overcome it. Would 
an output transformer help? (2) I 
am. considering separate “A’’ and 
**B” eliminators. Is it better to con- 
nect such devices so that they are 
controlled from a switch on the set? 
i—H. 8S. ANSWER—Assuming that 
your “‘B”’ batteries are delivering 180 
volts for the operation of the 171 
power tube, it is necessary to use 
either an output transformer ‘or a 
choke coil condenser filter combina- 
tion to prevent excessive power-tube 
plate currents from injuring. the 
windings of the speaker. At this 
plate voltage, about 40 volts of ‘‘C’’

Columbia won its fourth consecu- 
tive wrestling meet of the season 
yesterday when it defeated Harvard, 
17 to 10, in the Columbia gymnasium.

Yale’s position in the matter of or- 
ganized scouting of rival teams is 
now clearly and definitely known. 

Four of Yale’s rivals, - exactly half 

the teams on her schedule, ,have: al- 
ready sent.-favorable responses to 
Yale’s invitation. 

The Yale Daily News said today 
that Yule is not displeased with Har- 
vard’s attitude in regard to scouting.

REGISTER CALL IS ISSUED 


Association Proposes Vital Changes, 
Chiefly Concerning Recogni- 
tion of Breed. 


As had been anticipated, the Stew- 
ards of the Grand Circuit at their 
meeting at Atlanta experienced diffi- 
culty in filling the schedule for the 
coming season. The program, as 
adopted, leaves two wide gaps, the 
first from the last of July to late 
August, the other in mid-September. 
The schedule as arranged is the best 
that could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Enthusiastic Toledo was out for 
two meetings and would have liked 
the Fourth of July. It secures its 
two meetings, having the honor of 
opening. the circuit on June 25. 
Cleveland follows, the North Randall 
track again getting the week of July 


2-7. From Cleveland the horses re- 
turn to Toledo for the week of July 
9-14, moving on to Kalamazoo on 
July 16. 

Then comes the first long break, 
which continues to the opening of 
Goshen on Aug. 20. Detroit’s absence 
was considerable of a surprise, not- 
withstanding that last year’s Grand 
Circuit revival was not a great suc- 
cess. Those back of Detroit were 
strong financially, however, and it 
was rather expected that Detroit 
would be back in the fold again. 


Goshen to Open Aug. 20. 


Grand Circuit horses to a large 

extent probably will find employ- 
ment on the Orange County Circuit, 
which includes Elmira, Endicott, 
Middletown and Goshen. There will 
be $3,000 purses on the New York 
circuit and most of the Grand Cir- 
cuit horses will be in the East in 
preparation for Goshen's opening on 
Aug. 20. 
The first week in Septernber may 
he used to profit on the half-mile 
track at the Kentucky State Fair 
at Louisville. after which the horses 
can lay up for a week pending the 
opening at Lexington on Sept. 24.

It leaves labeled as 
‘non-standard’ many trotters and 
pacers that have proved their worth 
on the race track—the only place 
where a light-harness horse can 
prove its merit. There are thousands 
of trotters alive today which probably 
are standard, but which could not 
be proved so to the satisfaction: of 
the American Trotting Register As- 
sociation; there are others, not so 
numerous, that admittedly are short 
bred, but which have taken standard 


records, have raced well and in many 
cases have shown ability to breed on, 
which cannot be said of thousands 
regret under Rule 1 tomy 

What is to be done with this army 
of non-standard trotters? Is the 
good and virile blood among them to 
be discarded entirely, aaah in fa- 
vor of blood that is technically stand- 
ard but actually not as ee in 
the production of speed We, in 
common with others looking toward 
the advancement of the sport, have 
hoped for the day of compulsory reg- 
istration. If all but Rule 1 should be 
thrown into the discard, there is 
every provebity that the coming of 
compulsory registration would see 
the non-standard section of the reg- 
ister bulk larger than_the ss asamhe 
portion. 

*“‘We hope that the directors. of the 
American Trotting Register Associa- 
tion will think long and well before 
they the final step. The early breed- 
ers were proud of the fact that the 
trotter was a horse bred to a stand- 
ard, with diverse blood lines, and 
not a closed breed into which fresh 
blood could not be introduced. In 
effect, the adoption of the proposed 
change will make the trotter a thor- 
ough red horse, and the name 
‘standard bred’ will cease to have 
any real significance.’’

Metropolitan Zone Outside of 
City Shows 4 Per Cent. 
Gain During 1927. 








DESPITE NATIONAL DECLINE 





Total Vatuation of $297,988,415 Is 
Reported by 53 Centres of Three 
Adjoining States. 


Despite an almost uniform. decline 
in building activity throughout the 
United States during 1927, a 4 per 
cent. gain over 1926 was achieved 
in New York’s metropolitan zone 
outside the five boroughs, according 
to official data collected and pub- 
lished by S. W. Straus & Co. yester- 
day. A new high annual record was 
set by the total of building permits 
issued in fifty-three leading centres 
of the suburban area, the aggregate 
for 1927 being $297/998,415, as com- 


-pared with the 1926 total of $236,- 


590,698, an increase of $11,407,722. 
No other section of the United 
States of comparable population, it 
is pointed out, shows a gain in build- 
ing for 1927. 

Although the fifty-three centres of 
the metropolitan zone covered by the 
Straus reports represent the bulk of 
building throughout the territory, a 
large number of small places, partic- 
ularly on Long Island, do not keep 
official records of their building 
activities. If it were possible to se- 
cure a complete appraisal of all 
building activities within the zone 
it ‘would in.all likelihood be found 
that this volume of building outsice 
the greater city exceeds that of any 
city in the United States except New 
York: The only. city in the country 
where the volume of building rivals 
the. amount. done in New York’s 

suburban area is Chicago, where last 
year’s building totaled $352,936,400 
Th. New York suburban zone easily 

surpassed ‘the combined ‘activities of 
the third and fourth building cities 
of the.country;.i. e., Detroit,. where 
overations last’ year were $145, 555,- 
647, and Los Angeles, where the total 
was. $123,027,1

Successive Boards of Estimate 
have been too easily. persuaded to 
change industrial districts near rail- 
roads into residence districts on the 
petitions of near-by home owners, 
Edward M. Bassett; counsel to the 
City Zoning Committee, stated yes- 
terday. 

‘These home owners usually press 
these petitions to zone some one 
else’s land so that they will not 
have future factories near their 
homes,’’ Mr. Bassett said. ‘‘Never- 
theless, future factories will be the 
life of Greater New York. They 
ought to go near railroads and water 
courses, where they can obtain coal 
for power, and where they do’ not 
have to employ ‘trucks that break 
up the city’s pavements. 

‘There is no reason why small 
homes cannot be built in unre- 
stricted districts. After twenty or 
thirty years, when the land’is needed 
for factories, it should be available 
for industrial purposes without com- 
aap the owners to petition “the 

oard of Hstimate: for a change of 
map from residence. to unrestricted 
district. The city authorities should 
at all times keep in mind that an 
abundance ‘of ‘unrestricted land for 
future industry should, be preserved. 

Jongestion Chief .Problem.

Zoning, he said, has now become 
sO well established in this country 
that the courts of nearly all the 
States aré unwilling to overturn zon- 
ing regulations, éven if drastic, so 
long as the’ regulations are related 
to the community health, safety and 
welfare, and if they are not discrim- 
inetory. 

“All sound State enabling acts for 
zoning provide for a board of appeals 
in every zoned municipality and 
give such boards the power to vary 
the strict letter of the law in cases 
of practical difficulty and unneces- 
sary hardship’ and issue an ‘excep- 
tional permit commonly called'‘a va- 
riance,’’ Mr. Bassett added: “Dur- 
ing the past year, especially in 
Greater New York, the courts have 
repeatédly ‘reversed Variancés graht- 
ed by the Board: of Appeals where 
there was no finding of a dif- 
ficulty or unnecessary. hardship, or 
where from the nature of the case 
these elements could not exist. These 
decistons have pao the scope of 
such variances a salutary: man- 
ner. 

‘‘The courts have porated out iat 
under the Greater New York char- 
ter’ and under the zoning cag, 
act of the State of New York the 
local legislative bodies can enumer- 
ate situations in which the Board of 
Appeals can make variancés on con- 
ditions that ‘will. protect the. neigh- 
borhood., The .City. of New York, 
and practically all other municipal- 
ities in the State, have Inserted such 
instances in their zoning ordinances. 
The courts have: now made it plain 
that, where. Boards; of Appeals can: 
not bring @ variance. within ‘the ape 
cific terms of these enumerated 
stances, they cannot hereafter hope 
to use« ‘practical difficulty and un- 
necessary hardship’ a a convenient 
generality on which base ‘ vari- 
ances.’
